Canadians Land 


On Cold 
Little Island 


PUSAN, Korea, Dec. 19 (CP)— 
Bone-chilling winds whipped to- 
day across an islet off the South 
Korean coast where Canada’s 
first combat ground troops in the 
fight against Communism were 
bivouacked under canvas. 

The 2nd Battalion, 
Patricia’s Canadian Light In- 
fantry, ‘marched directly to the 
little island after disembarking 
earlier in the day from the troop- 
ship which brought them from 
Seattle. The cold weather of this 
southeast coast port was a drastic 
change from the. Warmth which 
the troops enjoyed for much of 
the voyage. 

From the pier where the Pat- 


ricias were given a perfunctory | 


welcome by Pusan's army autho- 
rities—the grim position of the 
United Nations forces in the north 
precluded extensive ceremonies— | 
the youthful Canadians were 
taken to their tented quarters on 
the nearby island.. The men are 
to sleep under canvas, 18 to a 
tent. Two schoolhouses will be 
used as regimental headquarters. 
kitchens and messes. 

Hope It's Temporary 

Whether the tent city will be 
the battalion's permanent quart- 
ers while they undergo final field 
training for action could not be 
determined immediately. The 
impression spread today among | 
the men that the accommodation 
would be temporary, and many | 
felt that the unit soon would be 
headed north. 

The battalion commander, Lt.- 
Col. J. M. Stone of Salmon Arm, 
B.C., is to confer with Lt.-Gen. 
Walton Walker eommander of 
the United States Eighth Army in | 
northwest Korea, later this week | 
on the status of the Canadian 
troops.

Canadian toy manufacturers this 


| manufactured this year by Cana- | 


da’s 400 toy firms. But the Bureau 
of Statistics figures show-a fall- 
| ing-off in doll exports from $166,- 
264 between January, 1949, to 
| 853,506: 

At the same time Canada im- 
ported $93,796 in British-made 
dolls. So far she has imported 
|more mechanical toys from the 
United States than from any other 
country. A total of $244,048 was 
brought in between January and 
September, 1950, compared with 
$176.643 in the corresponding 
period a year ago. 

A total of $226.874 in mechanical 
| toys was imported from Germany 
In the corresponding 1949 period, 
German imports totalled $292,972. 
Japanese mechanical toy imports 
were down to 890.909 compared 
| with last vear's $235,248. 

What Canada has exported this 
vear in the way of toys has gone 
jlaregly to  Britain—$28.814 as

Mr. Hughes questioned him 
again as to whether Angioma, 
a brain affliction from which 
Mr. Sullivan suffered, could not 
have caused him to stagger, fall 
and injure himself about the 
head and body. 

Dr. Klptz said he did not be- 
lieve the injuries were self-in- 
flicted. Bruises. were found on 
Mr. Sullivan's head, face, 
shoulders and knees. 

Detective James Cairncross, 


who assisted in tke police in- 
vestigation, said Mrs. Sullivan 
appeared very neryous when 
questioned by police. 

He found it "very strange" 
that Mrs. Sullivan rarely 
referred to her husband by 
name. Most of the time she call- 
ed him “he” or “my husband.” 

Mr. Hughes asked whether, it 
was not true that the police of- 
ficers asked Mrs. Sullivan what 
were her sex relationships with 
her husband. 

Detective Cairncross said all 
that was asked was whether her 
sex relationships with her hus- 
band were normal. 

So far as he knew, there had 
been no suggestion that her sex 
relationships with her husband 
were “Improper.”

Thus. the arbitrator gave the 
men, above what the company 
offered, roughly $17,600,000 a 
year in hourly pay plus the cost 
of the 40-hour week between 
next June 1 a-d Sept. 1. 

Higher Living Costs 

Mr. Justice Kellock based the 
wage increase award largely on 
increased living costs and on a 
comparison between the wage 


those in other Canadian 
tries. 

He said railway workers now 
were in a disadvantageous posi- | 
tion as against workers in dur- 
able goods industries, both as to 
hourly wages and hours of work 

Without a rail wage increase. 
he said, the probability was that | 
this position would become "in- 
creasingly disadvantageous.” 

By next June 1, he said, rail- 
way workers under his award | 
would be earning on the average 
$1.29 cents an hour for 40 hours 
a week, or $51.72. Durable goods | 
workers would be making $51 at 
$1.20 an hour for 42.5 hours. 

While the rail employee would 
be earning slightly more per week 
for less work, the justice said. | 
he noted that the paths of the two 
groups in the past had crossed 
and recrossed. 

Advantage Overtaken 

While the full seven-cent award 
would apparently put the rail 
worker in a: more advantageous 
position than had been the case 
in recent years as against the dur- 
able goods employee, the “ten- 
dency will be for this advantage 
to be overtaken during the unex- 
pired term of the (rail) con- 
tracts...” 

In making the award to the 
non-operating employees, Mr. 
Justice Kellock observed that he 
understands it will inevitably in- 
fluence a settlement in connection 
with claims of the 31,000 operat- 
ing employees of the railways— 
those who run the trains. 

These employees have been en- 
gaged іп separate negotiations 
with the railways for several 
months, with the talks suspended 
during Mr. Justice Kellock's in- 
quiry. It was understood the dis- 
cussions were to start up again 
once his report was filed. 

Settles Issue 

In rejecting the claims of the 
hotel and water transport em- | 
ployees for the same treatment as 
the bulk of the employees, the ar- | 
bitrator settled an issue on which | 
neither side had budged during | 
the long negotiations.

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Britain Foregoes Marshall Aid 


By giving up Marshall aid a full year 
before such action was planned, Britain 
gives the best kind of assurance that she 
is determined to stand on her own feet 
and direct her own business, It 1s à bold 
ac} and one which inspires admiration 
by its courage. A loophole still remains 
which will allow Britain. ta return to 

Marshall aid if that should be necessary; 
however, everybody hopes that no such 
backward step will have to be taken, Bri- 
tain has worked hard for this moment of 
financial independence: in five years she 
has increased her volume of exports to 
five times the pre-war figure, while 
keeping her imports at 80 per cent. of 
the pre-war figure. That has meant a 
lot of belt-tightening and tooth-grit- 
ting. More than any other country re- 
ceiving Marshall aid, Britain has slaved 
to do without it.

Not everyone admires Britain's action. 
In Europe, for instance, it is being sug- 
gested that the British anxiety to be 
quit of Marshall aid is evidence-that Bri- 
tain does not want to be associated with 
the rest of Europe—that she considers 
her first line of defence to be the 
Channel rather than the River Elbe. It 
is probably true that Britain does not 
like to be in the same boat with a group 
of nations some of whom are not dolng 
their utmost to regain financial inde- 
pendence; it is certainly not true that 
Britain is trying to disassociate herself 
from the defence of Europe. Britain has 
always stood apart from modern Europe, 
politically; as one of the very few na- 
tions which never came under the rule 
of Napoleon she has good reason to do 
so; we do not feel that it can be said, 
however, that Britain has ever shown 
herself indifferent to European freedom.

Britain's anxiety to give up the Am- | 
erican handout as soon as possible сап» 
not help but impress the American Con- 
gress; а businesslike nation appreciates 
another nation which behaves in an in- 
dependent, proud and businesslike 
fashion, And there is another possible 
effect of this action: when.

Hypocrisy At Christmas 


As Christmas approaches our atten- | 
tion Is forcibly drawn to the message of 
Christmas: Peace on earth, goodwill tie 
ward men. It is to be heard and read 
everywhere, and we are all presumed to | 
subscribe to it. But as we look about us, | 
we must recognize that international 
politics at present is uncommonly short | 
on goodwill. Belligerence, syspicion, mis- | 
trust and downright hatred are far more | 
common than goodwill or tolerance; | 
great numbers of people talk as though | 
another great war were an inevitable | 
and even a desirable thing. They would 
deny, of course, that they considered a 
war desirable, but they would not hesi- 
tate to say that they would prefer a 
war to any compromise with Commun- 
ism, which appears to them as а fiend- 
lise thing. They make a virtue of their 
belligerence, proclaiming the old non- 
sense—so often disproved—that peace 
can only be bought af the cost of war. 
The truth is that one war usually begets 
another. ix 

Is this hypocrisy? Well, if it Js not, | 
what other namie can be given to it? | 
There are agencies which are working 
hard for peace and international under- | 
standing; United Nations 15 the greatest | 


| af these. It is true that there are agen- 
| cles within United Nations 


апа Russia 
is the greatest of these— which compli- 
cate and obstruct the quest for peace. 
But Russia does not publicly espouse 
Christianity, which is the religion of 
peace and brotherly love, hor, may we 
say, has Russia ever declared herself so 
powerfully for war as have some of the 
self-styled Christian nations. Russia has 
never, for instance, threatened to use 
‘the atomic bomb. 

We do not call attention to this hypo- 
erisy because it is new, or because we 
think it clever to do so. We call attention 
to it simply as a continuing evidence of | 
the sharp division between man’s as- 
pirations and his accomplishment. For 
nearly two thousand years we have given 
а scanty respect to a religion of peace, 
and during that time we have known 
very little peace: Christmas is a good 
{ime to ask ourselves when we mean to | 
begin? A beginning will mean relin- 
dulshing our present luxuries of hatred 
and suspicion, of threats and empty | 
pride.

kill, as even Conan Doyle found out. We 


| fully expect to hear reports that he has 
| risen from the ashes of the Hungarian 


book pyre and is sleuthing around for 
traces of the Little Women, Goldilocks 
and Pinocchio, who were also burnt. But 
if the great Sherlock should turn 
his powers to find traces of culture in the 
new Hungary, we think that even he will 
be baffled. 

By the way, the booksellers whose 
stocks were burnt did not suffer a total 
loss. In fact the Government paid them 
for the volumes burnt, at the rate of 
$1.50 for each hundredweight of them. 
Thus Hungary sets a precise cultural | 
value on the works of the forty-eight 
British writers and a host of other for- 
eigners also banned, writers like Tagore,

By HAROLD MORRISON 
Canadian Press Staff Writer 
OTTAWA, Dec. 19—(CP)—The 
fruits of prosperity were shower- 
ed on Canada with unsurpassed 
generosity in 1950, and officials 
believe that if all goes well, the 


shower may be continued well in- | 


to 1951. 
Grim problems of surpluses 
have disappeared into the darken- 


ing clouds of war. If anything. the | 


demand for goods in 1951 may 
become so great that there simn- 
ly will 
round. 

The crucial shortage is in steel, 
wrought by a sudden swing in the 
economic machine to gird for de- 
fence. Even with controls there is 
ro certainty that the shortage In 
steel will be overcome. Sharp cuts 
in many civilian goods Canadians 
like to buy are in prosnect. 5 

Canadians got an inkling of 
this in the dwindling days of 
1959, Compulsory steel controls 
a step the government took with 
the greatest reluctance — were 
clamned on to block sales for non- 
essential construction. 


Will Forge Ahead 


But even with these shortages, 
and others which are beginning 
to show up in aluminum, nickel 
and other strategic metals, Cana- 
da is not expected to fall back 
from the records in trade, capital 
investment, national income and 
gross national production she 
built up in 1950.

Before Christmas Festival 


Optimistic and trusting readers 
are asking still for recipes to ap- 
pear in this column before Christ- 
mas day. I am glad I received the 
mail in time to get these under 
the wire.

Christmas time for my cookie 
pirates—if I want to keep peace.

Swedish Cookies 

One-half cup butter, % cup 
sugar, 1 egg yolk slightly beaten, 
1 cup flour, 1 unbeaten egg white, 
% cup finely chopped nuts—those 
may be black walnuts, hickory 
nuts, fliberts, pecans or walnuts. 
Cream butter well, add sugar, 
cream well. add yolk, beat well, 


then add the flour and work it in. 
Form into %-inch balls between 
your palms which should be 
slightly buttered. Drop in bowl 
containing egg white, lift out and 
rolf in nuts. Place on greased 
cookie sheet, press almost flat 
with bottom of glass. Bake 5 
minutes at 30 deg. Fahr. Remove 
from oven and make depression 
in centre. (I do this with my 
thumb, but it is hot work. Over 
the years my thumb has become 
practically fireproof.) Bake 15 
minutes longer. They should be 
very pale. Fill depression with 
tart jam or jelly. Wild raspberry 
jam and red currant jelly are 
best. 

NOTE: When you want to re- 
duce expenses, these cookies may 
be rolled in finely chopped pea- 
nuts. It gives them an entirely

Canada Ends

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A Triumph of Law, A Triumph 
чь For Liberty 


Four years ago a шап in the province 
of Quebec was sentenced to one month 
in jall on а charge of seditious libel for 
distributing a pamphlet issued by a reli- 
gious sect called ‘Jehovah's Witnesses’. 
He appealed the case, and through a 
variety of court channels it reached the 
Supreme Court of Canada, the highest 
court in the land, the court of last resort 
in criminal matters. This week the Sup- 
reme Court, by a majority decision, ac- 
quitted the man, Aime Boucher. 

That this outwardly unimpontant case 
of a man sentenced to a month in jail 
for distributing a pamphlet could be 
carried to the Supreme Court, there to 
be reviewed and decided by that august 
body of men learned in the law, is a 
triumph for the processes of law in this 
country. That the case did reach the 
highest tribunal in the land indicates 
its importance. A matter of principle was 
involved—the liberty of a citizen. As 
Lord Mansfield remarked in his judge- 
ment in Rex versus Bembridge in 1783, 
the law does not consist in particular in- 
stances, though it is explained by partic- 
ular instances and rules, but the law 
consists ‘in principles which govern 
specific and individual cases as they 
happen to arise. 

Boucher was charged with seditious 
libel because he distributed the 
Jehovah's Witness pamphlet 
“Quebec's Burning Hate.” Mr. Justice 
Rand in his judgment said that there 
were passages in the pamphlet that did 
offend but freedom in thought and 
speech and disagreement in ideas and 
beliefs, on every conceivable subject, 
“are the essence of our life". Chief Jus- 
tice Rinfret, who dissented from the 
majority verdict and thought that 
Boucher should undergo a new trial 
rather than be acquitted outright, said: 
“Obviously pure criticism, or expression 
of opinion, however severe or extreme, 
is, I might almost say, to be invited".

The acquittal of Boucher маз а 
triumph for liberty of the individual— 
civil liberty, which is a combination of 
principles and laws which acknowledge, 
protect, and favour the dignity of man. 
The case and the Judgement are im- 
portant to all Canadians, for the liberty 
of опе man is the measure of the liberty 
of the whole nation. ; 

We hold no brief for the Jehovah's 
Witnesses. We are prepared to admit 
that some of their practices are a nuis- 
ance in Ontario, and offensive in Que- 
bec (where the judgement will have 


many repercussions; Boucher was only | 
one of hundreds of Witnesses arrested | 


for their activities). But we are jealous 
for the civil liberty of Boucher as one 
Canadian citizen, because his liberty or 
the lack of it is ours. We hail this appeal 
before the Supreme Court of Canada, 
and the decision which the court has 
given, as a triumph of the just processes 
of our law and a re-affirmation of the 
clvil liberties which are the right of all 


Canadians under the law.

Toboggan, 1829 


Something impelled us to turn to the 
dictionary for the word toboggan: prob- 
ably to make sure the pesky word has 
two g's and one b, not two b's and one 
g. We found out more than that in our 
Shorter Oxford English Dictionary (con- 


densed into 2,500 quarto pages). The edi- | 
tors of the dictionary put the date 1829 | 


to it; that 1s the first time, as far as they 
had been able to discover, when the word 
first appeared in written English. It is à 
Canadian word taken from the Indian, 


so we feel it not disrespectful to point | 


out to the learned past and present 
scholars who compiled the dictionary 
that they give а wrong impression by 
their dating. 

Toboggans have been known and used 
by white people in Canada for nearly 
three centuries. Although British writ- 
ersin the United Kingdom may not have 
known the word or used it in print, our 
English-speaking Canadian ancestors, 


many of whom were literate, wrote the | 
word, in letters ‘home’, and it appeared | 


called | 


in print in such early newspapers as the | 
Royal St. John Gazette, founded 1783, | 


and the Upper Canada Gazette, later the 
York Gazette, tounded in 1792. 

The dictionary defines а toboggan as 
“a light sledge consisting of a thin strip 
of wood turned up at the front, used by 


| 


thé Canadian Indians for transport over 
snow; now, a similar vehicle, sometimes 
with low runners, used in the sport of 
coasting, 
slopes of snow pr ice." Obviofisly the dic- 
tlonary-makers never saw a Peterbor- 
ough-made toboggan nor had a ride on 
one in these parts.

Mail Early, Shop Early 


Many of our contemporaries have 
long ago advised their readers to mail 
their Christmas parcels and letters 
early, and to shop early. We have omit- 
ted to do so, in the press of other matters 
to comment on, like the municipal elec- 
tions, the health of the Koreans and 
the malaise of the U.S.A. Anyway, we 
have a disinclination to advise anybody 
to do anything. But now in this week of 
Christmas placidity, we find time to say 
that, all things considered, it seems wise 
foresight to mail early and shop early. 
In fact, we have a wall-eyed admiration 
for people who do so much so soon. 

We have found ourself in the unen- 
viable spot of having to pay 30 cents to 
air mail our Christmas cards to Britain 
and Tahiti, and to go worriedly into a 


shop with a hastily-prepared Christmas 


list and say: “Неге, pick out something 
for Aunt Susie, Nephew Needlewump 
and these other six. We'll be back at five. 
Wrap 'em, will you please?" 

If we had faith in our beliefs, we would 
shop, not at this late date, but at a 
later one Saturday afternoon. By then 
everybody but us will have finished his 
shopping, the clerks will be standing 


around twiddling their thumbs, and we 


would be able to buy in peace and quiet. 
And we should, at this late date, mall our 
cards on Friday evening, not earlier. The 
Post Office department is so successful 
in its propaganda to índoctrinate the 
people with the wickedness of posting 
late and the virtues of posting earlier, 


| that undoubtedly by Friday night and 


Saturday there will be so many P.O. 
hands with so little to do, that our cards 
will get special attention and expedition. 
We also have a feeling that the Post 


Office people are so proud of doing a | 


good and complete job, that they will 
take our last-minute cards as a major 
challenge and get them cleared out 
prestissimo, But we must not say all 
these things in public; 
might get the notion that one of the 
better times to shop and post is in the 
unhurried last minute, when. the second- 


| last minute rush is over. If they did, 


our system would break down. 


Drunkenness And Poverty 
In 1913 there were 37,033 men and 
15,116 women imprisoned for drunken- 
ness in Britain: in 1948 the figures were 
1,775 men and 446 women. 
Obvious reasons for the decline in 


| drunkenness in Britain are the increased 


taxes on liquor of all kinds, allied to the 
weakening of the liquor—particularly 
the beer—itself. But there are other, 


deeper and more creditable reasons to | 


be found in the improvement in the 


standards of living of working men and | 


women in Britain, and for these im- 
provements the Labour Government 
must be given a large share of the credit. 
Not all the credit can go to Labour; Con- 


servative and Liberal governments have | 


also done much to improve tne lot of the 
British poor; but what the Labour Gov- 
ernment has done since the end of the 
war accounts for many things. 

People get drunk, as a general thing, 
because they are unhappy. The cause of 
their unhappiness may be deep, or it 


may be easily discovesed. Poverty is cer- | 


tainly one of the commonest and most 


degrading causes of unhappiness. While | 


it was true that the British poor were 
poor because they drank, 
more true that they drank because they 
were poor. Drunkenness was a cheap re- 


lease from a multitude of vexations and | 
| miseries. 


We have criticised the present British 


| government for many things, but we 
| have never once criticised it for its at- | 


tempts to abolish the poor, to use Ber- 
пага Shaw's phrase. When Папа-%- 
mouth living can be wiped out entirely, 


many social evils will disappear and | 


others, like drunkenness, will dwindle to 
the point where they are relatively un- 
important.

BOSWELL'S LONDON JOURNAL 

1763, (British Book Service). 

HE romantic and scarcely believable story 

of the recovery of the Boswell papers af- 
ter a century and a half a neglect is known 
by this time fo everyone who cares for the 
history and literature of the eighteenth cen- 
tury. The Yale scholars who have these 
treasures in their care have lost no time in 
getting this first volume of the new Boswel- 
liana on the market, and a rich and meaty 
book it is. This is the journal which Boswell 
kept during the year which his father allow- 
ed him in London, in order that he might try 
his aptitude for a fashionable, literary life, 
and see whether or not he could get himself 
a commission in the Guards. As a picture of 
the life of the time it is second only to the 
same author's life of Samuel Johnson in re- 
spect of being an earlier work, written by а 
man whose.acquaintance did not embrace so 
many great names. I shall not attempt to 
fake a scholarly review of the book; those 
who want that must look elsewhere; I shall 
simply say that I have read it with the great- 
est delight, and that it did everything a book 
could do to while away the weary days of a 
bad bout of flu. 

Boswell's passion for self-revelation needs 
no extended comment here. He was compell- 
ed by his nature to record every significant 
thing that he did, and to record it in tuch a 
way that we laugh at him and love him for 
it. He sets down naively his yearning for 
what he calls *conduct"—the demeanour and 
aplomb of a fine gentleman; he never attain- 
ed it. He records grubby traffickings with 
prostitutes, and one amour on the highest 
romantic level with equal satisfaction and 
detail. -He lets us know-how keenly he en- 
joyed having his landlord wash his feet; he 
rejoices in a series of minute economies. He 
describes in detail his Ideal woman—a mon- 
ster of sensibility, yet a lively bedfellow for 
James Boswell. He records his good deeds 
with unction. He tells us how, after becom- 
ing too familiar with his landlord's family 
and singing a song for them, he thought him- 
| self "a low being". 
admirable pictures of his friends, including 
a study of that terrible old bore Thomas 
Sheridan (the father of Richard Brinsley S.) 
| who loved to explain to anyone who would 
listen precisely why David Garrick would 
never be a great actor. But no one is a bore 
when Boswell describes him; the man himself 
is so much alive; so keenly interested in 
everything about him, that even bores grow 
interesting under his pen. 

If you are still thinking about Christmas 
presents, and if you want to give not a few

friend of bookish tastes, this is your gift. I 
have read it with delight; I shall re-read it 
many times, and I shal watch with eagerness 
for the appearance of the other volumes 
which appear as the Boswell papers аге edit- 
ed. Boswell, after a century and a half in 
the shadow of Dr. Johnson, is at last appear- 
ing as one of the liveliest, most indiscreet, 
and most gifted of British diarists and let- 
ter-writers. 

It is not often that an unmistakeable great 
book appears. This is such a book. You will

THE TRAPP FAMILY BOOK OF CHRIST- 
MAS SONGS (McClelland & Stewart). 
ls unusual and charming book is а col- 
lection of Christmas carols and folksongs 
from Europe and America, which are per- 
formed by the famous Trapp family choir; 
the editor of the book is Father Franz Was- 
ner. Many readers of this review will have 
heard the choir and Father Wasner within 
the last five years. There are many collec- 
tions of Christmas songs and they vary great- 
| ly in merit. This is an excellent collection, 


containing enough “old favourites” to satis- | 


fy the people who are suspicious of anything 
which may be new to them (however old it 
may be in years) and enough unusual and 
out-of-the-way carols to please people who 
are fully acquainted with The Oxford Book 
of Carols and want something new. 

This book is a handsome one, which makes 
it particularly suitable as a gift. The music 
appears to have been set down by hand; the 
staves are red and the notes black and the 
typographical layout is attractive without 
being merely pretty. The harmonizations 
and accompaniments to the tunes, by Father 
Wasner, are musically distinguished, although 
his treatment of such familiar airs as “Сгееп- 
sleeves" and "Adeste Fideles" will disturb 
ears which have grown used to other ar- 
rangemenis. Father Wasner's editing is not 
sentimental—indeed, it is austere in many 
instances—but it is highly individual, and 
the present reviewer found it stimulating. 
One regrets, however, some proudish editing 
of words. 

Many complaints have been heard of late 
that our Christmas ts becoming too strongly 
materialist in spirit, and that its sacred origin 
is in danger of being pushed out of sight. 
There is some reason for alarm, certainly. 
| But nothing more successfully combats a ma- 
terial spirit at Christmas than family music, 
and the singing of the songs of Christmas. 
To know,, and to possess spiritually, a num- 
ber of fine carols, is to have built a bulwark 
against a too grossly material enjoyment of 
the festive season; music of this kind drives 
out “Rudolf the Red Nosed Reindeer” and 
"Santa Claus is Comin’ to Town"; the two 
cannot exist side by side. If you have friends 


the Christmas festival, or if you do so your- 
self, this book wHl be a valuable addition to 
your library of carol books; if you have no 
others, this one will be а good one to begin 
with. It is a keen pleasure to find a book 
of this high order making its appearance at 
this time.

GEORGETOWN, British Сш- 
ana, Dec. 20 — (CP). — While 
Britain's declared victory in her 
battle for economic independence 
is perhaps a matter for Empire- 
wide  rejoicing, the feeling 1з 
widespread in import trade circles 
here,that Canada deserves a big- 
ger share of the West Indies' im- 
port trade. 

Although Canada is this col- 
ony's best customer, the. United 
Kingdom is enjoying the bulk of 
import trade from British Guiana. 

Some  importers, anxious .to 
show some gratitude to Canada, 
eagerly await the inauguration 
early next year of the “token 
imports scheme." 

This plan, announced in Can- 
ada and in the colonies some time 
ago, will enable British Carib- 
bean colonies to buy from North 
America a larger supply of goods 
than at present. 


— 


Latest British Guiana trade 
statistics, covering the 10-month 
period ended October 31, show 
that Canada bought $23,000,000 
worth of the colony's export 
goods in that time. Britain bought 
only $11,000,000. Total value of 
the exports was $41,000,000. 
Sales Low 

On the other hand, Canada's 
sales to British 'Guiana amounted 
to only $6,184,280, less than one- 
seventh of the $45,000,000 worth 
of imports, of which Britain 
shared $21,446,737. 

Announcement that Britain 
will take no more Marshall Plan 
from the United States after Jan- 
uary 1 came during a visit to 
British Guiana of C. Rex Stoll- 
meyer, West Indies Trade Com- 
missioner to Canada. 

Mr. Stollmeyer told exporters 
here that British Guiana rum is 
not properly boosted in Canada.

Morenz began his hockey 
career at Stratford, signed his 
first pro contract for $1,600 with 
Canadiene in the 1923-24 season 
and almost immediately became a 
million-dollar box-office attrac- 
tion. His great, reckless speed 
and ‘headlong rushes set turn- 
м clicking wherever he play- 


He was a big fector in Cana- 
diens' Stanley Cup triumph his 
first season. He became the Babe 
Ruth of hockey and at various 
times was tabbed the Canadien 
comet the hurtling Habitant, the 
Mitchell meteor and the Stratford 
streak, Hard-driving and gallant, 
he hurtled through some of the 
toughest defence combinations іп 
the game and neyer in his long 
career had a fight on the ice.

Korean Republic 
Publishes 
Evacuation Plan 


SEOUL, Dec. 20—(AP)—The 
Republic of Korea today pub- 
lished a nine-point over-all pro- 
gram for the evacuation of the 
civilian population from fnilitary 
areas, including the capital of 
Seoul. 

The program, similar to ones 
that have been drawn up for 
several American cities, are to 
be put into effect only if the 
military situation justifies such 
evacuation. 

The program was announced by 
South Korea's Miristry of Social 
Affairs. It covered the govern- 
ment plan for the relief of refu- 


gees as well as the evacuation of 
civilians. 

This step was not new in Itself. 
The government previously had 
published a program for the 
evacuation of Kaeson, the city be- 
tween the capital of Seoul and 
the former Red capital of Pyong- 


yang, now held by the Chinese

SEOUL, Dec. 20--(АР)--Ап old man with a.heavily-loaded 
pack frame on his back trudged painfully over а new Korean 
foot bridge across the Han River into Seoul. He came from 


the south, and at that moment, . 
he was the only one coming |

They were alarmed at the pros- 
pect that Chinese Reds would 
sweep down and take this capital 
of the South Korean Republic.

As the old man plodded wearily 
off the bridge into Seoul another 
old man stepped forward to meet 
him. The second old man was 
white-haired and distinguished, 
with a serene face that didn't re- 
flect his 75 troubled years of 
living. 

Why Come Back? 


“Why are you coming back to 
Seoul when so many are leaving?” 
said President Singman Rhee to 
the first old man. 

The elderly cousin answered 
the head of his government with 
a simple democracy of the aged 
who have lived a long time and 
worn out the distinction of caste 
or class or wealth or poverty that 
disturbs the young. 

“When the enemy crossed our 
border last June 1 T started for 
Pusan,” ,he said. “It took 
three months to get there. 
country was very confused. 
was a difficult time. 

"Then when our troops threw | 
the епету back I started to walk 
back again to'our capital. This 
time I travelled faster. It has 
taken me only two months on {һе 
road to get here." 

President Rhee gestured at the 
thousands of burdened refugees 
going southward out of Seoul and 
his face was sad. 

Would Stay In Seoul 

"Why don't you now 
around and go away again with 
these people?” he asked. . There 
was a trace of bitterness in his 
question, because in his heart this 
is where Rhee feels his goal of a 
unified Korea can be acheived—

Canada Hopes 
To Double 
UK Immigrants 


LONDON, Dec. 20 (СР) —Сап- 
ada hopes to double her intake of 
| British emigrants next year, L. 
G. Cumming, superintendent of 
Canadian Immigration Service in 
London, said Tuesday. 

The target for 1951 would be 
between 20,000 and 25,000 against 
about 12,000 this year. 

Canada's labor shortage, Cum- 
ming said, had become particu- 
larly severe during recent months 
with the result that the demand 
was no longer confined to engi- 
neering and technical men. All 
types of workers were needed. 

Factors contributing to the.sit- 
uation were not only traced to in- 
dustrial expansion caused by the 
prevailing world crisis, but a 
growing conviction that 15,000,000 
inhabitants represented serious 
under-population. 

Cites Examples 

"One Toronto paper alone is 
| carrying 27 columns of situations- 
| vacant notices daily," Cumming 
said, “Bricklayers are getting $22 
a day for a five-day week, Even 
office boys are in demand at $25 
|а week. 

The argument that high wages 
| were offset by high living costs 
did not apply, he said. 

He cited instances of British 
girls who had gone to Canada as 
office workers and who had 
found: it possible to save enough 
| within a year for a trip home.

By Parks Dept. 
On Free Rinks 


Peterborough's five city-ope- 
rated rinks caused a short hot 
session at the recreation commis- 
sion Tuesday night when mem- 
bers voiced resentment that the 
commission was not asked what 
rinks were needed. 

Alex Sinclair, recreation direc. 
tor, said that at the meeting to 
decide the rinks to be operated, 
he had asked for the same number 
as last year and  àt the same 
places, 

Wilfred Langan said: "It's our 
job to see where the rinks are 
needed and I resent the decision 
on whether they are needed or not 
by the parks department." 

Chairman R. J. Bolton added 
that two things were evident: (1) 
that all plans this year were made 
by the parks department, and (2) 
that the reason for the decrease 
in the number of rinks is a short- 
age of funds in the parks depart- 
ment, He added that the children 
will get only three or four times 
skating at Civic Arena during the 
winter under the present plan. 
Flood Vacant Lots 


Remarking that little could be 
done this year, T. J. Allen re- 
minded the commission that 
some years ago the Fire Depart- 
ment would flood rinks in vacant 
lots once or twice a week if the 
people banked the snow for walls 
and kept the rink operating.

ToStand Trial 
Lindstrom Death 


Allan Dillon, 20, Oshawa, will 
defend himself against a charge 
of motor manslaughter before 
the next general sessions of the 
Supreme Court іп February, 
Magistrate W. R. Philp KC ruled 
Tuesday in bailing Dillon for trial 
on $2,000 bail. 

The charge was laid in con- 
nection with the motor accident | 
death of Claude Lindstrom, 43, 
Scarboro, at the Chemong turn 
Nov. 17. 

Lindstrom's car met in collision 

with a truck loaded with hot 
asphalt, having a total weight of 
more than 11 tons. In the car with 
Lindstrom were hi$ wife, May, 
and a friend John W. Dexter, 26, 
of Levack, Ont. Both were in- 
jured. 
In testifying at the preliminary 
hearing, Dexter said Lindstrom 
had started out to Toronto via| 
Highway 28 toward Port Hope, 
but changed his mind a short dis- 
tance out, because thought it 
was shorter to drive by way of| 
Highway 7 through Lindsay. Be- 
cause of this he turned his car | 
around, drove through  Peter- 
borough and started out the 
Chemong highway. He got only | 
about three miles as far as the 
Chemong turn. 


Brakes Failed 


Provincial Constable Alvin | 
Russell told the court Dillon said | 
to him that his brakes had failed. | 
Corporal Lloyd McClure testified | 
he inspected the Chemong road | 
north of the turn and discovered | 
a patch of oil which he believed 
could have been brake fluid about 
300 feet north of the turn, 

He tried to pick some up with| 
a blotter but was unsuccessful. 
He said there were numerous 
patches of oil on the road, but| 
he had no way of knowing| 
whether they were the light oil| 
used as brake fluid. 

Contable Russell placed the 
point of impact by a seven-inch | 
gouge in the road 65 feet south 
of the point where the west edge 
of the Chemong road meets the 
north edge of Highway 7 as it 
turns west toward Lindsay. The 
gouge was three feet, three inches 
from the west edge of the pave- 
ment. 

He said the truck was apparent- 
ly veering toward the west at the 
time of the collision and would 
have crossed a south extension of 
the west edge of the Chemong 
road. 

The constable said he could not 
test the brakes of the truck be- 
cause the copper tubing of the 
brake fluid was twisted. He saw 
no skid marks оп the road from 
either vehicle.

In UN Assembly In 1950

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Dec. 22 
(CP).—The impact of Canada's 
role on world affairs as expressed 
through the United Nations con- 
tinued to grow іп strength during 
1950. H 

As the year drew to a close, L. 
B. Pearson, Canada's External 
Affairs Minister, was appointed 
to a three-man U.N. committee, 
set up to seek mediation of the 
Korean war. 

The choice of Pearson to the 
important committee indicated 
the stature he and Canada have 
attained among the leaders of the 
60 nations which make up the 
world organization. 

Canada took another leading 
role іп the Korean problem Ьу 
setting up & special force for ser- 
vice with: the United Nations in 
Korea or elsewhere. In this move 
Canada Jed the way in plans for 
formation of ап International 
army to fight aggression 
wherever it may occur. 

Returns To Canada 

The start of 1950 saw Gen, A. 
G. L. McNaughton, who headed 
the Dominion's U.N. delegation 
during its two years on the U.N. 
Security Council, return to dutles 
in Canada. The end of Canada's 
security council term also marked 
the beginning of another term for 
Canada as a member of the eco- 
nomic and social council, 

R. G. (Gerry) Riddell, 42, for- 
merly Pearson's specia! assistant, 
urrived at Lake Success, August, 
to take over as chief of Canada's 
permanent delegation. John 
Holmes of the External Affairs 
Department, had worked as act- 
ing head of the delegation until 
that time.

Turn Children Against Fathers! Families | 


DEAR MISS DIX: Though I am 
threescore years and ten, I have 
yet to meet a mother who did not 
disparage her husband's family 
to his children and canonize the 
members of her own family. I 
have observed that few children 
love and respect their father’s 
people as they do their mother’s. 
It 1s unfair, dishonest and unjust 
for mothers to use this family 
propaganda on their children and 
prejudice them against their 
father’s people. I would like to 
know what you think on this sub- 
ject.

"I told him not to touch any- 
thing and walked across the line 
to my house to see how my three 
children were.” 

During the time she was absent, 
the blaze turned the building into 
an inferno. 

Wilfred Bassett said he and 
some friends tried to enter the 


building but were driven back by | 


flames and smoke. 

"One big fellow climbed into 
a window and two of us had to 
rrab his feet and yank him back," 
Bassett related. “Не, lost his 
head. If He'd gone inside he 
would have been overcome with 
smoke." 

A 15-year-old girl, awakened 
by the housing centre's fire alarm, 
ran sleepily into the blazing block 
and tripped in the dense smoke.

Railways Ask 
5PerCent 
Freight Boost 


Deferred Increase 
Of Unknown Amount 
Also Being Requested 


OTTAWA, Dec. 21—(CP)— 
The railways applied today 
for an immediate general 
freight-rate increase of five 
per cent. and a deferred in- 
crease of an unspecified amount. 

The proposed five-per-cent in- 
crease, estimated to yield the car- 
riers $17,500,000 a year, is based 
chiefly on this week’s final 
settlement of their wage-hours 
dispute with 124,000 employees, 
which added $30,800,000 a year to 
their wage bill. 

Parliament granted a four-cent 
increase last September estimat- 
ed to cost the railways $17,800,000, 
while the additional three-cents 
an hour granted by Mr. Justice 
Kellock will add ап estimated 
$13,000,000. 

With the general increase, the 
railways also asked the board of 
Transport Commissioners for an 
immediate 10-cents-a-ton increase 
in coal and coke rates, which have 
been dealt with on a cents-pe 
ton basis in post-war rate hoists. 


To Offset Costs 


The delayed- action increase 
was sought to offset the costs of 
a shortened work week going in- 
to effect next June 1; and the 
railways asked it also be made 
effective on that date. 

They did not indicate what per- 
centage rate increase they wanted 
ond did not estimate the cost of 
the five-day, 40-hour week,

Short 
8,000 Men 


Hope Higher Pay 
Will Attract 
Recruits To Services 


OTTAWA, Dec. 21—(CP)— 
The armed forces are still 
8,000 men short of their man- 
power celling after more than 
four months of intensive re- 
cruiting backed by the emphasis 
of Korea and a darkening world 
picture, it was disclosed Wednes- 
day. 

The Defence Department, re- 
porting that the forces could 
handle twice as many recruits as 
they have been getting, released 
figures showing that as of Nov. 30 
the three regular services and the 
Canadian UN force had 61,000 
рш compared to a ceiling of 69,- 


At the present rate—around 
1,000 men a month—it would be 
late next year before the ceiling 
was reached, a factor which is 
bound to occupy the minds of 
cabinet ministers in the weeks 
ahead for further expansion of 
Canada's defense effort is believed 
Shaping up. 

It has been anticipated that the 
present ceiling will be lifted al- 
though any such action at this 
stage, without something beyond 
voluntary recruiting to back it up, 
would. be largely an academic 
move. 

The big hope now із that the 
higher pay rates for the forces 
announced last week and the lure 
of service in Europe or elsewhere 
overseas will attract men who ap- 
parently don't want to servé at 
home. 

To Stress Air Force 


Combined with that 1s the feel- 
ing that the government will 
channel Canada's defence effort 
more and more into the air force 
with its smaller needs for man- 
power. 

There has been speculation that 
the government will gun for 
armed forces 100,000 strong, but 


it is considered doubtful here that 
any such size is possible without 
some form of compulsory service. 
So far there is no sign of cabinet 
resorting to compulsory service. 

Their recruiting pace has been 
hovering below 250 a week after 
standing between 400 and 500 in 
the early weeks of the drive even 
while the UN force was making 
its great appeal, too. 

However, last week the figure 
hit 293 and headquarters is hope- 
ful that the increased pay will 
move the figures steadily upward. 

The UN force strength now Is 
given as 10,391, including 656 
officers and men posted from the 
regular army.

Before that period, the de- 
fence department in Washington 
had listed American casualties in 
Korea at 31,028 through Nov. 24, 
including 5,307 dead. 

The Chinese have been around 
the Hungnam beachhead in great

U. S. Marines and 10th Corps 
infantrymen farther north had 
badly crippled an estimated 10 
Communist divisions. 

Red efforts to reorganize their 
forces were progressing slowly — 
too slowly to hamper the planned 
withdrawal of American forces 
on Hungnam beach. U. S. losses 
there are reported extremely 
small considering the action in- 
volved.

No Panic 

“It was a hell of a mess,” said 
young Gordon. “But there was no 
panic and most passengers stayed 
in their berths or their rooms un- 
til advised to move.” 

The wreck scene looked like 
this: On the eastern end of the 
bridge—the Montreal side—the 
engine was uncoupled from the 
first two cars which pulled away 
from the derailed sectiqn. 

Then there was a space of free, 
undamaged bridge and truck, 
Westward of that were the derail- 
ed cars. One stood upright on 
the damaged ties, the next was at 
45 degrees tilt, part of it some 
seven feet below the tie-level in 
the trough the train carved and 
part of it about three feet above 
the ties. 

The rest of the train hugged the 
ties. 

Passengers Moved 

The derailment occurred about 
1.30 a.m. EST. Three hours later 
all passengers had been brought 
in to their Montreal destination 
by buses or other trains, some of 
them. from the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, some from the CNR. 

W. R. Wheatley of The Cana- 
dian Press staff in Montreal who 
was travelling on the train with 
Montreal Canadiens hockey team 
suffered bumps on the head and 
after being looked over by a doc- 
tor at Ste.

OTTAWA, Dec. 21 (CP)—Can- 
ada's third regular fighter squad- 
ron will come into existence here 
вһогПу and be commanded by 
Flt.-Lt. Don Laubman, DFC, a 29- 
year-old Edmonton air ace who 
destroyed 15 German planes in 
the last war, it was announced to- 
day. 

ine air force said the new 
squadron will be called No. 416 
and that Mustang fighter planes 
will start arriving here “within 
the next week or two" for its 
fighter pilots. 

Renovation of former RCAF 
buildings at nearby Uplands Air- 
port is under way now and а 
small advance party is on duty at 
the field, a wartime training base. 
The bulk of the station personnel 
will be posted there from other 
RCAF bases and schools next 
month. 

Laubman completed two war- 
time operational tours and was 
awarded the Distinguished Flying 
Cross and Bar, Since April, 1949, 
he has served with 410 Fighter 
Squadron, St. Hubert, Que., and 
has flown as leader of its Vam- 
pire aerobatic team. 

Born in Provost, Alta., he join- 
ed the RCAF in 1940. He went 
overseas in 1943. In April, 1945, 
he was shot down and taken pris- 
oner by the Germans. 

The original of the squadron 
Laubman will command was 
formed at Peterhead, Scotland, in 
November, 1941, as a day fighter 
unit. It flew from the United 
Kingdom until the invasion, and 
moved into Normandy 10 days 
after D-Day.

Of Young American Couple

I wrote a piece the other day 
luviting your opinion and exper- 
lences on today s problem of liv- 
ing decently within an average 
income. I'm hoping to find your 
comment in our next mail bag 
irom home. . 

Meanwhile I've met an Ameri- 
can family who make figures 
I used іп my colum look rather 
silly. This is a young couple, 
with three children. Тлеу were 
married 12 years ago. In that time 
on a civil service pay, they have 
saved more than $15,000 pay pre- 
miums on $35,000 life insurance 
and claim to have everything 
they want in life. 

l'd guess that Ray and his wife 
аге around 35, maybe a little 
older. He is a government civil 
engineer, classified as P-3, what- 
ever that means, on a Columbia 
River irrigation project in Chelan 
County, Washington. The job 
pays $5,400 a year. 

On Motor Trip 

We met Ray and his family in 
а beach park just beiow Santa 
Barbara. he and his short, brisk- 
mannered wife and the three kids 
Barbara 10, Jerry 8, and Dianee 
Dee 7—were оп а week-long mo- 
tor trip in their new Studebaker 
through Southern California. Ray 
described it as both a birthday 
present: for his wife and their 
annual holiday. They camped 
right out under the stars in sleep- 
ing bags atop air mattresses, 

One night we got together to 
toast marshmallows over a beach 
fire. While the children were 
happily making themselves sick 
we got to talking about the cost 
of living. 

Ray is one of these small, 
three-quarter-size fellows, with 
an air of complete, Napoleonic 
mastery of any situation or pro- 
blem, knows to the penny every 
cent coming in and going out, and 
apparently a jack-of-all trades 
apart from his specialized work. 
Compared Budgets 

We got right down to compar- 
ing budgets and found, first, that 
there is not really much differ- 
ence in the cost of living in Ca- 
nada and the United States. Ray 
said he spends $340 a month, 
which gives him a hundred a 
month to put away as savings. 
Here is the monthly budget he 
works against: 

Drugs, $10; groceries, $45; meat 
$5; cleaning, $5; greens, $2; news- 
papers, $3; milk, $20; children's 
expenses, $8; children and wife's 
clothes, $35; Ray's clothes, $8; 
fuel, $6; help for wife, $4; insur- 
ance, $50; telephone, $4; light, $8; 
furniture, $20; hobbies, $8; en- 
tertainment, $30; taxes, $15; gas- 
oline, $20; car payment, $35.

strange to me. 
Unusual Family 


“Оһ, we're a very unusual fam- 
ily, I'll admit, Ray replied іп 
his chipper way. “Groceries, for 
example. Well, we live in a 
small town and we have a five- 
acre place that's almost a farm 
Grow your own vegteables, keep 
two dozen chickens, which keeps 
us in fowl and eggs, and we kill 
a beef once a year. I generally 
get my limit of deer in the hunt- 
ing season and we keep four deep 
freeze lockers full.” + ~ 

“The other items seem low, 


too, for a family of three young- 
sters,” I said. 

"Well, we don't go in for any- | 
thing fancy. We don't smoke or 
drink "ог go to the movies. I let 
the children go cnce a week on 
Saturdays with the understanding | 
that they won't buy any candy 
or gum. Ruins their teeth, you 
know. We take one trip a year 
and buy a new car every year and 
that's the sum total of our enter- 
tainment. That and my hobbies. 
I have a wire recorder, movie 
camera and projector."

"Clothes don't fret us none,“ 

Ray said jauntily. "I buy a $40 
suit once every three or four 
years, a pair of shoes once a year, 
shirts and socks and things as I 
need -them. My wife hasn't any 
more social life than I have so 
she doesn't need as many clothes 
as city women. She buys material 
апа makes her own dresses. Had 
a nice muskrat coat from before 
she was married so that's taken 
care of." 
+ I looked at Ray's wife to see 
if she accepted this. She smiled 
proudly and said, "Ray's right. 
It's the people who buy things 
they don't need who are finding 
it hard to make ends meet." 

Ray says that he buys every- 
thing on cash, mostly from the 
mail order houses, and that, by 
devious arrangements, he was 
able to get many items whole- 
sale. 

Even so, I couldn't see how; 
they'd got such a fat bank ac- 
count. ў 

"Well we did it by work," 
Ray said "I not only have my 
regular job, I work in all my 
spare time at anything that comes 
along—surveying, fixing radios, 
carpentry, electrical work, what 
have you. When. there wasn't 
much of this outside work the 
wife and I set to and built two 
houses. Sold one for $10,000 and 
the other for around .$8,000 and 
made us a little money. 

"Sure, I know everybody's 
complaining," he went on. “Тһе 
fellows I work with can't under- 
stand how we do it. But its sim- 
ple. You just work, work, work. 
That doesn't only increase your 
income, it keeps you too busy to 
spend money foolishly." 

"We haven't denied ourselves 
a thing,” his wife added. We 
have a Bendix and an electric 
dryer and automatic dishwasher 
and, best of all, money in the 
bank." 

Well, that's the way one family 
managed it. Ray and his wife are 
a special breed, I suppose, sut 
anybody who can win in today's 
struggle between debit and credit 
has my admiration.

Ottawa Cracking Down. 
On Butter Speculations 


OTTAWA, Dec. 21 — (CP) — 
Dealers with more than a fort- 
night's supply of buttet on hand 
are going to be out of luck 17 they 
try to buy any government but- 
ter 


An Agriculture Department of- 
ficial said Wednesday that the 
government has established the 
policy of not selling any of its 
butter stocks to dealers who al- 
ready have more than two weeks 
supply in warehouses. 


The Policy is Twofold: 


1. To prevent built-up of stocks 
by speculators who may boost the 
price when scarcities show. 

2. To make certain that gov- 
ernment butter is being piped 
into the trade in a slow, steady 
stream, geared to the program 
of equitable distribution across 
the country throughout the win- 
ter months. 

Any dealer may buy govern- 
ment-held butter, said the official, 
whether he has purchased butter 
from the government in previous 
years or not.

Canada's storage butter is held in 
government-inspected warehouses 
the government can easily find out 
just how much a dealer has. 

Most of Canada's butter is pro- 
duced during the summer months. 
The government, supporting the 
market, purchased summer sur- 
plus at about 53 cents a pound and 
built up a stock of about 35,000,000 
pounds. 

The storage stocks, held by both 
the government and the trade 
amounted to about 70,000,000 
pounds, and the official said these 
were sufficient and no more than 
just sufficient—to meet all of 
Canadas winter needs. 


If any dealer went into the 
business of hoarding, building up 
heavy supplies, shortages would 
result and price likely would 
club. That was what the govern- 
ment was trying to prevent. 

Currently, Canadian stocks of 
butter have dropped to below the 
50,000,000-pound mark, with the 
government hold!ng about 60 per- 
cént of the butter and the trade 
about 40 per cent. 

Government butter is being 
sold to the trade at about 57 cents 
а pound. The price includes stor- 
age and freight charges.

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Homes And Assistance For 
The Aged 


Our attention has been drawn to an 
account in the most recent bulletin of 
the Ontario Welfare News of arrarige- 
ments which are being made in some 
Ontario communities for the housing 
and assistance of the aged. Owen Sound 
has arranged for the provision of ‘twenty 
te twenty-five apartments which will be 
available to old age pensioners and other 
necessitous persons; 10 per cent. of the 
cost of five apartment houses (contain- 
ing six apartments each) hes been put 
up by the community and the remaind- 
ес cf the money has been borrowed 
through Central Mortgage and Housing. 
A similar plan is now under way in Bur- 
lington. The apartments rent at $20 and 
$25 a month; the Lions Club and the 
Canadian Legion are interesting them- 
selves in the project there.

The time has come when all com- 
munities will have to give some thought 
to providing accommodation of this 
sort. Everybady Enows that the number 
of old peovle in the community is in- 
creasing; many old couples are not des- 
titute, but they are in straitened circum- 
stances, and the prospect for them is a 
bleak one; they must seek refuge in in- 
stitutions which, because of segregation 
of sexes, will part them, or they must 
live in dwellings which for many reasons 
are unsuited to thei? needs. In Peter- 
borough itself, as many people who are 
interested in the matter know, there are 
018 couples, and sing!e old people, living 
in cheerless and inconvenient places be- 
cause they cannot afford anything 
better, and there is not much better ac- 
commodation to be had in any case. 
Common humanity dictates that some- 
thing should be done to give them the 
kind of homes which they need.

In England, in earlier times, houses of 
this kind were provided by private char- 
ity; they were called almshouses, and 
they were usually rows of pleasant little 
one-storey houses which rented for ә 
smal! sum because they were endowed. 
They were easy to keep clean, and be- 
cause they were built in terraces the 
dwellers in them were able to keep an 
eye on one another, to summon help in 
emergencies, and to enjoy a measure of 
communal life, while having also the 
advantage of a private dwelling. But in 
our time the building of almshouses by 
private philanthropy is impossible; no- 
body has any money for it. Only com- 
munities and governments have money 
in sufficient sums to undertake such 
work. There have been instances of fine 
work of this nature done in England by 
the Cowley Fathers, ап Anglican broth- 
erhood, but we have nothing of that 
kind here. The fact is that low-rental 
homes for old people are needed, and 
that every community has its own prob- 
lem to face in this respect.

To bring up such a matter at a time 


when the community is already heavily 
burdened may seem unwise; neverthe- 
less, the need exists, and if any local 
agency or club !s looking for а worthy 
proiect, here is a very necessary and 
pressing one. Admirable work has been 
done in the last twenty-five years to im- 
prove the lot of children; the problem of 
old age has stil! to be faced.

The Arbiter's Decision 

After the ratlwaymen struck last Aug- 
ust Parliament was called to deal with 
the situation. The r2!lwaymen were ord- 
ered to go back to work and an arbiter, 
Mr. Justice Kellock was appointed. His 
decision on the wage rates and hours of 
work was to be fina! and binding on both 
unton men and the railway companies. 
Par stipulated minimum settle- 
ment terms below which the arbiter 
could not go. Mr. Justice Kellock has now 
made his awards, 

The importance of the matter has 
-been dimmed by the Korean war which 
began 2t the time of the strike and 
which hes continued to push the rall- 
way wage issue into the background. The 
issue Was important enough to cause a 
strike which immobilized Canada, and to 
Warrant 2 specia! session of Parliament. 
The settlement terms are important be- 
cause they affect 122,000 workers and 
the economic structure of the country. 

Mr. Justice Kellock’s award gives the 
workers 2 little better deal than they 
were prepared to agree to immediately 
before the strike began. The employees 
have been granted a 40-hour five-day 
week beginning next June and a seven- 


ment 


cent-an-hour increase effective next 
September 1st. Hotel and water staffs, 
whose Unions are affiliated with the 
other-rail unions, have been excluded 
from the contracts. These are the chief 
terms of the arbitration award. 

The 40-hour week was one of the chief 
causes of the break-down in negotiations 
which led to the strike. The companies 
were much opposed to it, claiming that a 
40-hour week was not standard in Can- 
ada and would impose great difficulties 
on railway management and schedules, 
The railwaymen have now got their 40- 
hour work week, but at a time when the 
whole of industry and commerce in Can- 
ada must be geared higher to meet ar- 
mament demands and the threat of war. 
It seems that, desirable as a 40-hour 
week may be in the eyes of the unions, it 
is now impossible. Canada cannot meet 
production and service demands which 
the deteriorating international situa- 
tion make urgent, on a forty-hour 
week. Everybody will have to work over- 
time, even 11, nominally, they are en- 
titled to a 40-hour week. 


A wage increase of seven cents an 
hour to 122,000 railway employees will be 
expensive to the railway companies. It 
will mean higher costs of transportation 
and shipping, and thus every household, 
business and industry will feel the ef- 
fects. Whenever this country is prepar- 
ing for war or waging war, railway busi- 
ness booms. Thus there is not likely to 
be any slump in railway business for 
the next two years at least (the term 
covered by the contract.) Therefore, the 
companies will not break their backs on 
the new wage rates. They will get the 
business to meet the costs, even though 
their charges will be higher. 


The effect of the 40-hour week and 
the seven-cent wage increase granted 
to such a sizeable proportion of Can- 
ada's labour force is inflationary. The 
40-hour week will mean that more men 
wil] have to be employed, or that there 
will be а great deal of overtime pay. The 
seven-cent increase in pay will cost 
each week in the neighbourhood of 
$350,000 as à minimum. Overtime hours 
will increase that extra cost. And by. a 


“process of osmosis these increases will 


go into other branches of railway work 
not included in the arbitration. 

The awards seem fair both to the com- 
panies and the unions, taking into ac- 
count the wage ratis in other lines of 
work and the higher cost of living. But 
we must point out that the higher wages 
granted the гай workers wil] automat- 
ically increase the cost of living to all 
Canadians, including the railway em- 
ployees. It is another big job in the in- 
flationary spiral now winding itself 
about the economy of this country.

"Enthusiasm" Is A Nuisance 


The judgement of the Supreme Court 
of Canada, which seems to uphold the 
right of Jehovah's Witnesses to distri- 
bute pamphlets of an outspoken and 
possibly inflammatory nature is а 
triumph for Canadian justice, as we said 
yesterday; it is a triumph, however, 
which it may take some time for the 
people of this country to assimilate. The 
Toronto Globe and Mail undoubtedly 
spoke for a majority of Canadians when 
it said: “It remains true that in all sec- 
tions of the country the adherents of 
this particular organization adopt a 
very provocative manner of approach. 
The question which arises in people’s 
minds is whether freedom to worship 
and hold particular beliefs includes free- 
dom to publish and utter extreme and 
highly prejudiced attacks on the reli- 
gious forms and beliefs of other people.” 

Yet we must remember that in this 
respect Jehovah's Witnesses are behav- 
ing precisely like the earliest Christians, 
who defled the law, pestered anybody 
who would listen to them, spoke and 
wrote in the most abusive terms of the 
organized religion of their time and 
seemed to think that they had dome 
something praiseworthy whenever they 
got into trouble with the law, Christian- 
ity gained tolerance by the persistence 
and brassy aggression of its adherents 
quite as much as by the faith it taught. 

The Jehovah's Witness sect is moved 
by a spirit which the eighteenth century 
identified and condemned as “enthus- 
ilasm"—a word which in those days 
meant “ill-regulated religious emotion 
or speculation". The Church of Rome, 
against which the sect is working in 
Quebec, dislikes “enthusiasm” profound- 
ly; most Protestant churches dislike it 
with an almost equal fervour. It is in- 
teresting to note that an able Catholic 
scholar, Monsignor Ronald Knox, has 
just published а book called Enthusiasm 
in which he traces, with distaste, the 
many forms which that movement in 
religion has taken. 

Can we, in Canada, permit “enthus- 
lasm" in religion? If we really believe in 
democratic liberty, we must do so. But 
we might as well recognize that it goes 
against the Canadian grain, which mis- 
irusts and discredits "enthusiasm" in 
virtually every phase of life. Jehovah's 
Witnesses are uninhibited proselytiz- 
ers on behalf of Christianity, a faith 
which began with an "enthusiasm'" 
which was equally unpopular in its early 
days. To condemn them seems to put 
us rather closer to the Emperor Nero. 
than is fitting for a supposedly Christian 


people.

For weeks the shops have been gay 
with Germanic Christmas trees and artificial 
snow, and in the big stores along Buenos 
Aires’ fashionable Calle Florida benevolent 
replicas of Santa Claus pat small children on 
the head in surroundings supposed to repre- 
sent Lapland. Stationers stock Christmas 
cards—"Felices Fiestas", "Feliz Navidad“ 
almost equally pictorially divided between 
snowbound stagé coaches and gauchos (cow- 
boys) gathered round outdoor fires on the 
open pampa (Argentine prairie). `

AS in all Latin countries, Christmas really 
begins on December 24, which is general- 
ly, if not officially, treated ag a half-holiday, 
In the cities the streets are crowded, shop- 
windows bright, and electric signs glitter 
with seasonal messages, while from behind 
the open doors and windows comes laughter 
mixed with the ecstatic squealing of chil- 
dren, out of bed even later than even com- 
plaisant local custom normally allows. But 
celebrations in cities have a certain sameness, 
and it is in the countryside, "the camp" as 
old residents call it, that the 24th achieves a 
truly Argentine character.

REMEMBER опе Christmas on ап estancia 
(ranch) some five slow hours by train 
across the flat pampa from Buenos Aires.

at St. Saviour’s. Protestant churches are not 
allowed to ring bells in Argentina, but in- 
side an unseen phonograph defies the ban, 
and familiar hymns and carols are sung by 
children who have never known Britain. A 
loudspeaker brings the voice of H.M.. The 
King (for Argentina time is five hóurs be- 
hind Greenwich), and the service is over. 
The families disperse to drink iced gin-tonics 
on verandahs or lawns, idle away the after- 
noon playing games and listening to the 
Overseas Service of the B.B.C., and enjoy an 
out-of-season Christmas dinner with turkey, 
plum-pudding, crackers and Argentine cham- 
pagne.

twelve grápes; one for each stroke of the 
clock, one for £ood luck in each month of the 
coming year. Then, in private houses and 
hotels, dancing begins, for tomorrow is à 
public holiday—which the Anglo-Argentines 
have to make do with in lieu of Boxing Day. 
Then on January 6 comes "Reyes", or Twelfth 
Night, which commemorates the arrival of 
the Three Kings with gifts for the infant 
Jesus.

HIS also is a public holiday, and is the 
traditional dáte on which children receive 
the present which Santa Claus brings else- 
where. Argentine children, however, are 
very listo, or smart, and, having got the idea 
from the childfen of their immigrant neigh- 
bours, demand presents at Christmas too, not 
to mention New Year for good measure. Ar- 
gentine parents, in fact, find the festive sea- 
son even more costly than do their opposite 
numbers elsewhere, and await with resigna- 
tion the day when their sons and daughters 
discover that the little girl next door, whose 
parents are Dutch, gets present from Sinter- 
klaas on December 6 as well.

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Handel's Mighty "Messiah" 


By SIR ERNEST MacMILLAN ы 


ERNARD SHAW functioned from 1890 to 
1894 as music critic for fhe London World. 
In this capacity, as in others, he castigated 
the British public unmercifully and throve on 
the antogonism he aroused. We can picture 
the feelings of respectable Victorians opening 
their morning paper to read: "Christmas, be- 
ing the season of mirth, music, the great Eng- 
lisn Killjoy, with its intolerable hypocrisies, 
is gladly put away until it is time to return to 
work and duty and mental improvement and 
other unpleasantnesses; consequently my 
critical machinery has got out of gear some- 
what. I might have kept off the rust by at- 
tending the regulation Christmas perform- 
ance of The Messiah; but І have long since 
recognized the impossibility of obtaining jus- 
tice for that work in a Christian country. 
Import a choir of heathens, restrained by no 
considerations of propriety from attacking 
the choruses with unembarrassed sincerity 
of dramatic expression, and I would hasten 
to the performance if only to witness the de- 
light of the public and the discomfiture of 
the critics. That is, if anything so indecent 
would be allowed here. We have all had our 
Handelian training in church, and the per- 
fect church-going mood іп one of pure ab- 
stract reverence. A mood of active intelli- 
gene would be scandalous. Thus we get 
broken in to the custom of singing Handel as 
if he meant nothing; and as it happens that 
he meant a great deal, and was tremendously 
in earnest about it, we know rather less about 
him in England than they do in the Andaman 
Islands, since the Andamans are only uncon- 
scious of him, whereas we are misconscious.” 
Passing over the impishly provocative 
Shavian manner, we can trace in this pass- 
age a profound respect for Handel, and those 
who best know The Messiah must agree that 
it has often in the past been a much misun- 
derstood work. For more than a century 
"traditions" of all kinds clustered around it 
like barnacles. Many a composer and con- 
ductor has overloaded it with “additional 
accompaniments"—Mozart's being the basis 
for the subsequent ones—until surprisingly 
few musicians seem to know what Handel 
actually wrote. Thousands of singers and 
hundreds of players used to be assembled at 
such functions as the Crystal Palace festi- 
vals; doubtless they created inspiring effects 
іп the more massive choruses, but such mass- 
ed effects are quite unsuited, in the nature 
of things, to the pellucid delicacy of the 
lighter numbers and tend to necessitate too 
pedestrian a tempo for such choruses as the 
savage "He Trusted in God" or the dynamic 
"Let Us Break Their Bonds Asunder. Тһе 
orchestral accompaniments were often given 
such casual attention that players lost in- 
terest; one remembers the classic story of the 
violinist who dreamed that he had gone to 
sleep during a performance of The Messiah 
—and woke to find that he had actually done 
so! 
+ 9 9 
A VERY GREAT WORK 
NEVERTHELESS, Handel’s oratorios con- 
tain much superb music and The Messiah 
in particular must be assessed as one of the 
greatest works of all time. Its scriptural 
libretto, compiled by one Thomas Jennens, 
is a skilful piece of work, presenting the 
great drama of Divine Love and Redemption 
with a breadth of vision and universatility 
of application that far transcend mere nar- 
rative. Incidentally, it may be remarked that 
the popularity of The Messiah as contrasted 
with the comparative neglect of most of Han- 
del’s other oratorios may be due in large 
measure to its not being handicapped by any 
of the 18th century doggerel too often as- 
sociated with some of Handel’s finest musical 
inspirations. 
True, there are some incongruities, but 
these are usually due to the practice of the 


composer, when working at high pressure, of 
adapting passages from earlier works of his 
own and sometimes (though not in The Mes- 
siah) of other composers, Handel, unlike 
Bach, was a cosmopolitan and a public figure. 
His musical background was at least as much 
Italian as German, and the effects of his long 
residence in England are seen not only in 
those magnificently massive climaxes and ca- 
dences that seem as sturdy as the British na- 
tion itself, but also in the Purcellian fresh- 
néss of many of his lighter movements, 

When listening to choruses like “For Unto 
Us” and “His Yoke Is Easy,” it should be re- 
membered that these are largely adaptations 
from a book of duets set to Italian words 
about nothing in particular and that they 
therefore call for a comparatively light bel 
canto style of treatment. Thus, great cli- 
maxes like those assocfated with the words 
“Wonderful, Counsellor, the Mighty God” 
(which do not appear in the duets and which 
belong rather to the English side of Handel) 
are thrown into high relief. 

Many musicians are puzzled to know why, 
in “His Yoke Is Easy,” the word “easy” is set 
to such a florid and technically difficult run; 
the fact is that Handel, working, as he usual- 
ly did, in a tearing hurry (he is said to have 
written the entire work in less than a month) 


a duet of which the original words were 
“Quel fior' che al alba ride il sole poi l'uc- 
cide” (the flower that laughs in the dawn 
may be killed by the sun’s heat); the cheer- 
ful little гип was originally associated with 
the word "laughs". Yet the delicate grace of 
the musical phrase gives delight in itself, and 
the idea of а burden borne lightly and hap- 
pily can be conveyed in performance by sing- 


ers sufficiently flexible in technique.

ANOTHER chorus adapted from an Italian 
duet is “All We Like Sheep”; it is doubt- 
less by intention that much of his chorus 


strikes а frivolous note, and the picture of 
the sheep wandering about in such gay fash- 
ion heightens greatly the tremendous coda set 
to the words “The Lord hath laid on Him the 
iniquity of us all,“ where we are brought 
abruptly face to face with one of the most 
solemn truths of the Christian religion. What 
dramatic work in musical literature affords 
a more startling contrast than the snarling 
mockery of “He trusted in God; let Him de- 
liver Him,” followed by the poignant “Thy 
rebuke hath broken His heart"—the finest 
recitative in the oratorio and perhaps in any 
Handelian work? 


a rare feeling for the human voice. Rarely 
does he write a passage ungrateful to a sing- 
er (though it must be admitted that “О thou 
that tellest" lies badly for most contraltos), 
and his skill in laying out choral passages 
with a view alike to expression, balance and 
colour can be compared only with the feel- 
ing of a Tschaikovski for the orchestra.

A navy beachcraft from the 
Niagara Falls naval air station 
searched later during a lull in the 
storm. 

Meanwhile, the Coast Guard 
icebfeaker Tupelo, which had 
been escorting freighters through 
ice in Pelee Island passage at the |. 
western end of Lake Erie, joined 
the icebreaker Acacia to probe 
this area for a trace of the tug.

Outstanding 
Bower Of Ж Years 


By JACK SULLIVAN. 

TORONTO, Dec. 21 (CP). — 
Jimmy McLarnin, the Vancouver 
newsboy who blazed a givrious 
fistic trail across the United 
States and retired a rich man at 
29, is Canada’s outstanding box- 
er of the half century. He receiv. 
ed the nod by almost unanimous 
decision of the country's sports 
editors and sportscasters. 

Idol of millions in his fist- 
swinging hey-day when he drew 
top billing in rings on the U.S. 
west coast, in Chicago and finally 
New York's Madison Square Gar- 
den, Yankee Stadium and Polo 
Grounds, McLarnin parlayed а 
slick left and burning ambition 
into the world's  welterweight 
championship. He retired with 
something few boxers ever have— 
a whopping bank account. 

The sports editors and sports- 
casters, asked by The Canadian 
Press to name the country's 
greatest boxer of the last 50 years, 
voted solidly for the well-to-do 
Jimmy. He received 32 of a pos- 
sible 43 votes, the others going 
to heavyweight Tommy Burns, 
Sam Langford, Larry Gains and 
Lionel Conacher, and to British 
Empire lightweight champion, 
L'Il Arthur King. 

Elected to the ring's Hall of 
Fame last spring, McLarnin, 
known across Canada and the U.S. 
as Baby Face, probably met and 
defeated more champions or fu- 
ture champions—13 all told—than 
any other fighter. Yet he had to 
wait nearly nine years before he 
could climb into the ring for a 
fight billed as a world-champion- 
Ship contest. 


Made No Mistake 


And Baby Face made no mis- 
take that night of May 29, .1933, 
at Los Angeles when his big 
break came against young Cor- 
bett III, world’s welterweight 
titleholder.

After Knockout 


NEW YORK, Dec. 21 (AP). — 
Al (Sonny Boy) West, 21-year-old 
Negro boxer from Washington, 
hovered in “very critical condi- 
tion” today after a knockout loss 
to young Percy Bassett of Phila- 
delphia Wednesday night at St. 
Nicholas Arena, 

Surgeons performed an emer- 
gency brain operation оп the ' 
stricken lightweight, who- was 
carried unconscious from the ring. 

West was losing but still ap- 
peared strong until Bassett 
tagged him with a straight right 
to the head after 29 seconds of 
the seventh round of a scheduled 
10, On the cards of all three of- 
ficials West had won only one 
round. Referee Harry Ebbets alse 
had one even. Sonny Boy, moving 
backwards as he was hit, fell flat 
on his back, his head hitting the 
ring canvas with a thump. He did 
not regain consciousness. 

Dr. Vincent Nardiello, New 
York State Athletic Commission 
physician, administered a stimu- 
lant in the ring. After West was 
carried downstairs to his dressing 
room in the basement of the old 
arena, Nardiello gave him another 
injection. Then the ambulance 
hustled him to hospital. 

Has Operation 

Shortly after arrival at the hos. 
pital, West was rushed to the op- 
erating room. Nardiello reported: 
that neurological findings indi- 
cated a blood clot. Nardiello and 
Dr. James Daniels, a brain вре- 
cialist, performed the operation,

TORONTO, Dec. 21 (AP)—The 
late Joe Wright, Sr., rowing's 
"grand old man,” a battling 
champion and a deep-throated, 
hard-driving coach who shaped 
raw recruits into title-winning 
crews, today received added 
glory: selection as Canada’s out- 
standing oarsman of the last 50 
years. The honor came just two 
months after his death. 

It would have done “the gov- 

ernor’s” heart good to be in on 
one of the most gruelling fights 
of the 22-question Canadian Press 
half-century poll. The 86-year- 
ald oarsman, who died last Oct. 
18, took it by one vote over Bobby 
Pearce, Canada’s imported Aus- 
tralian of a later generation. 
. The sports editors and snorts- 
casters, who voted in the CP bal- 
lot, named five others, but it was 
a two-man race fro mthe gun. The 
pollsters couldn't see any 50-year 
“greats” in the present-day croo 
as the returns showed a solid 
swing for the old-timers. 

The final result gave Wright 15 
votes agalnst Pearce's 14. Other 
votes were scattered. 

There was the great- Jake 
Gaudaur world professional srull- 
ing champion from 1896 to 1901, 


who died at his Atherley, Ont., 
home April 6, 1937; Eddie Durnan | 
of Toronto who held the pro- 
fessional single sculls champion- 
ship of North America from 1905 
to 1926 and who died in the mid; 
30s; and Con Riley, of the Winni- 
peg Rowing Club who stroked his 
's four-oared crew to victory 
the Steward's Cup at the Eng- 
lish Henley in 1910—the only 
time a sweep-oar title came to 
Canada from the world-famous 
Henley. 

Riley, still active іп Winnipeg, 
won nine national titles in the 
United States between 1901 and 
1912.

Latter-day nominees were Joe 
Wright, Jr., and Jack Guest, Sr., 
both of Toronto, whose sculling 
careers date from the 20s.

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Primitive Army Wins In Korea 
Red Troops Use Hills 
As Route To Outflank Allies 


Viewed from the northen bank 
of the Yalu River the Chinese in- 
vasion of North Korea could not 
have been the easy manoeuvre 
that some have suggested, writes 
a London Times correspondent 
lately in Korea. 


Military science has not been 
reduced to a simple arithmetical 
sum. Large armies have been de- 
feated by smaller formations in 
the past, and, it is to be hoped 
by the West, will be defeated 
again, Had the Chinese com- 
manders depended solely upon 
overwhelming force the turning 
of the campaign would not have 
been as drastic as it has proved. 


Allied Strength 


Advancing upon the Manchur- 
ian frontier was an army of seven 
well equipped United States 
divisions and two independent 
combat teams (brigade groups), 
at least five South Korean divi- 
sions, two British Commonwealth 
brigades; and 5,000 Turkish 
troops. Not by any comparison 
was it a contemptible force for 
the front concerned. It numbered 
about 200,000 men, excluding the 
many thousands of South Korean 
police and organized patriots 
available for anti-partisan work 
in rear areas. Its strength in auto- 
matic weapons, artillery, tanks; 
and aircraft should, according to 
accepted military thinking, have 
gone far towards providing an 
adequate balance to the disparity 
in numbers, Certainly superiority 
in weapons will have to furnish 
such a balance in future if the 
restricted manpower of the west 
is to equal any threat from Com- 
munist countries. 

To attack and defeat this for- 
midable host (it should be re- 
membered that allied army com- 
manders in the Second World 
War rarely had such a force at 
their disposal) the enemy had 
little more than his numerous 
infantry columns. In his speech 
before the House last Thursday 
(December 7) Mr. Shinwell said 
that 200,000 men were launched. 
Chinese artillery pieces and tanks 
were as few as their aircraft, In 
fact, the attacking army belonged 
largely to an era which was 
thought to have ended with the 
introduction of the machinegun. 


Effect of Hills 


In the Korean campaign, as al- 
ways, factors other than men, 
weapons, and machines were іп- 
volved. From Kanggye to Pusan 
the hills rise in serried ranks, 
close enough to confine mechan- 
ical traffic to the occasional and 
indifferent roads, but low enough 
to permit free movement of 
sturdy foot-troops across them. 
Such hill country is traditionally 
the haunt of guerrilla groups and 
partisans, who stil remain the 
model of most Communist armies. 
The narrow Korean valleys which 
were the lines of advance of the 
United Nations army, with their 
bald paddyfields and raised roads, 
were what soldiers call 'killing 
grounds.” They afford little or 
no cover, no room for manoeuvre, 
and the roads can be cut at will. 
The terrain in Korea, as the 
United Nations troops had already 
learned to their cost, is a staunch 
ally of the men in the hills. 

Korean villages are generally 
useless as strong-points. As pic- 
turesque as а willow-pattern 
plate, they are frail structures 
of wood and papet, sited for the

purposes. Little assistance from 
North Koreans could be expected 
by the United Nations forces, 
The retribution of the South 
Korean military authorities, and 
the frequent hangings of alleged 
Communists ordered by its sum- 
mary courts, had alienated many 
people north of the 38th parallel, 
Resented Bembings 


Aerial bombing has created a 
large homeless population, sullen 
and resentful. An inferior and 
often lacking civil administration 
had left grave security problems 
in towns and eities. These’ must 
have been tangible military fac- 
tors for the politically minded 
Chinese commanders. On the 
other hand, North Korean Com- 
munists were ranging the hills; 

nd the North Korean Army, 
“destroyed” in the south, was re- 
forming political qontrol of many 
areas. 

With this terrain and in this 
political climate, the United 
Nations mechanized columns, 
helpless off the roads and alien 
among the local population, were 
at a grave disadvantage. For the 
Chinese the hills were a friendly, 
if а choppy, sea, on which their 
troops would have the mobility of 
а fleet, a mobility which would 
enable them to outflank these 
road-bound columns. The Chinese 
have of course, had their adminis- 
trative difficulties. Hardy as their 
soldiers are, they need two rice 
bowls a day, or the equivalent in 
bread if they are of North China. 
Normal supply convoys would be 
denied to them by United Nations 
aircraft, except at night. Fortun- 
ately for them, the harvest in 
Korea had been gathered in and 
threshed. 'Their soldiers could, 
and probably did, live off the 
land. The food problem was thus 
solved by the fields of Korea. 
Ammunition supply probably 
ceased to be a problem after the 
initial clashes. 

Exposed Flanks 

Exposed flanks and threatened 
lines of communication, rather 
than defeat of arms, forced the 
allied decision to withdraw. Dur- 
ing the retreat which followed 
there was little combat on the 
Eighth Army front, sometimes no 
contact between the two armies. 
In that period the normal amount 
of ammunition carried by the 
Chinese infantryman was suf- 
ficient for his needs. Lines of 
coolies, carrying supplies on hay 
frames, probably guaranteed a 
first line reserve, as they did for 
the North Korean army early in 
the campaign. 

Thus with few heavy or auto- 
matic weapons and with primitive 
methods, the Chinese set out to 
apply the basie principles of a 
war of movement. As obvious as 
this strategy must have appeared 
—the North Koreans had proved 
its efficacy on countless осса-

The X Corps, which 
since its formation had been sep- 
arate from the Eighth Army, was 
landed at Wonson, and its ad- 
vance up the east coast to the 
Manchurian frontier was made 
independently of the main west- 
ern force. Strength was thus 
divided, except for a weak con- 
necting file of South Koreans in 
the centre. 


Weak Centre 


This South Korean sectór was 
where the Chinese command de- 
cided іо attack. The composition 
of these divisions was similar to 
their. own. It included few tanks, 
artillery, and automatic weapons 
to: pit against massed infantry. 
They were purely infantry forma- 
tions which could be surprised | 
and overwhelmed by a large in- 
fantry mass. Once a gap has been 
forced in the weaker part of the 
front, the sturdy Chinese infantry | 
could be, and were, used in the 
classic role of cavalry to harry the 
flanks and: communications of 
the unwieldy United Nations 
forces. The outcome was inevit- 
able. Skilfully deployed Chinese 
troops, indifferent to casualties, 
reversed the roles of military 
arms. In so doing they forced a 
withdrawal as spectacular as that 
brought about by the Іпсһоп | 
landings in September.

1950 Big Year For British Trade 
Exports Mount By Fair Percentage 


LONDON, Dec. 21—(CP)—Ris- 
ing prices dominated the British 
economic scene in 1950 and pre- 
vented the country from taking 
full advantage of the improve- 
ment in external payments fol- 
lowing sterling devaluation. 

Wholesale prices rose slowly 
during the first half of the year, 
but spreading from foreign com- 
modity markets the advance gath- 
ered strength after the invasion of 
South Korea. By late autumn the 
wholesale price index was 15 per 
cent above the end of 1949. 

Cost of living rose less steeply. 
By the middle of the year ster- 
ling devaluation had still failed to 
make any significant impression 
on retail prices, but later the in- 
dex advanced appreciably. The in- 
flationary pressure, held at bay by 
consumption, price controls, sur- 
plus budgeting and credit restric- 
tions, made itself increasingly felt 
towards the end of the year. 

Full Employment 


Full and steady employment 
remained thé mainstay of British 
government economic policy 
throughout 1950. It was rewarded 
by about 10 per cent increase in 
production. 

In the first 10 months of 1950 
exports were 21 per cent and im- 
ports 13 per cent higher than in 
the corresponding period of 1949.

As a result, the Treasury was 
able to make some minor con- 
cessions governing removal of 
funds to foreign countries, while 
the Board of Trade became more 
amiable in, commercial negotia- 
tions.

But by Sep- 
tember, it was possible to cancel 
the 25 per cent cut in British 
Commonwealth dollar imports, 
imposed in July, 1949. 

In November the government 
placed its economic wartime pow- 
ers On a permanent basis.

It also 
put a stop to further price de- 
controls and gave a warning that 
controls would be reimposed if 
shortages developed.

TRENT. RIVER, Déc. 21-- 
(ENS)—A fire broke out in the 
farm home of John H. Scott, on' 
Highway 38, a quarter of a mile 
north of Trent River this morn-

Rural Opinion 
Favors — 
Pensions At65. 


Canadian rural opinion leans 
toward pensions at 65 without a 
means test, as indicated by the 
verdict of opinion of 1,127 groups 
of farmers replying to the Farm 
Forum discussion of Dec. 4. 


These Forum groups met in all 
the provinces except Newfound- 
land. Their reaction and attitude 
was tabulated as follows: 


Seventy-four per cent were in 
favor of pensions without the 
means test. 

Seventy-four per cent were in 
favor of pensions at 65, and 10 
per cent at the age of 70. 

In regard to amount of pen- 
sions opinion was not so de- 
finite: 

$50 a month, 47 per cent of 
the Forums, 

$40 а month—10 per cent; slid- 
ing scale, varying with the cost 
of living, 32 per cent; other sug- 
gestions 11 per cent. 

Another question submitted to 
this representative rural audience 
of some 17,000 persons, was: “If an 
international crisis develops that 
leads to greatly increased taxes 
for defence purposes, should the 
government proceed with its pen- 
sion program? 

In reply, 59 per cent said yes, 
the government should go ahead; 
26 per cent said no; and 15 per 
cent were uncertain or did not 
answer.

In Strife, But Ends In Peace 


PITTSBURGH —(AP)— The | 
vitally-important United States 
coal industry began 1950 in strife 
and ended it in peace. But new 
labor controversies may threaten 
in coming months, 

The year opened with the 400,- 
000 members of the United Mine 
Workers on а three-day work 
week. That procedure—ordered 
by UMW president John L. Lewis 
developed into a full scale, 
country-wide work stoppage 
among bituminous miners during 
the first week of February. 


The great coal strike of 1950— 
widely described as the country’s 
most expensive—got its start in 
scattered refusals of diggers to 
work any number of days a week. 
Idleness spread slowly through 
the coal fields. 

At the time Lewis was seeking 
pay raises for the miners. 

After the walkout assum̃ed pro- 
portions of a regular strike, more 
than 500,000 men in coal-using 
industries were laid off. The total 
of idle miners and other workers 
rose to near the 1,000,000-mark. 
Coal-carrying railroads and steel 
plants were heaviest hit. 


Orders Men Back 


March 5, the UMW chieftain 
ordered all his men back to work 
after he won wage increases and 
other benefits in a new contract. 
The pact gave miners a new daily 
wage of $14.75—up 70 cents. They 
originally had demanded $15 a 
day. 

The UMW also won e 
agreement to а 30-сепі-а-іоп 
royalty on each ton of coal pro- 
duced. That money is paid into 
the UMW welfare fund. The new 
figure represented a 10-cent-a- 
ton advance. 

The agreement provides that 
wage provisions of the new con- 
tract may be opened next April. 

The coal strike hit consum 
a hefty whack in the pocket béok 
before the contract was two 
weeks old. The industry increased 
prices of most grades of coal an 
average 25 cents a ton.

Just Too Late 


TORONTO, Dec. 21 (CP); — A 
gunman arrived at the Nu-Grape 
Company offices on downtown 
| Queen Street a few minutes too 
late Thursday. Company manager 
John Starkman ваїа he had just 
returned to the office after de- 
positing "several hundred dol- 
lars" in the bank when the gun- 
man entered his office and forced 
him to turn over all the money 
in his possession—$5, A few min- 
utes after the robbery, John Mc- 
Nally, 45, was arrested and charg- 
ed with robbery. Police said he 
was not armed. 


Lewis has given no indication 
of his intentions about seeking 
another wage increase. But һе is 
expected to re-open the contract 
next spring. He may ask for 
voluntary wage increases by op- 
erators at any time. 

Lewis will have to deal only 
with two men to cover a whop- 
ping big part of the industry. 

They are Joseph E. Moody, 
head of the Southern Coal Op- 
erators; and president Harry M. 
Moses of the recenty-organized 
Bituminous Coal Operators As- 
sociation, Moses’ group represents 
а big bloc of northern operators. 
It includes many steel companies 
which own extensive coal mining 
properties. 

Тһе association represents 
about one-third the nation’s ton- 
nage—or 155,000,000 tons. It was 
organized in an attempt to con- 
front Lewis with a uhified in- 
dustry. 

Coal men are wary of estimat- 
ing total 1950 soft-coal production 
until all figures are in, citing the 
ease with which weather апа 
other factors upset predictions. 

But they. agree that this year's | 
output will surpass that of 1949, 
when about 430,000,000 tons of

Well Educated 
In Modern Age

HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 21 (AP)— 
Movietown folklore has long kept 
alive the notion that actors are 
grammar school escapees who can 
scarcely write their own names 
and don't know T. S. Eliot from 
Yogi Berra. i 

Richard Carlson says there may 
have been semi-illiterate actors 
years ago, but they are outmoded 
today. 

"The current crop of movie 
actors is a pretty hep bunch," 
said Carlson. “А good number of 
them have gone to college and are 
well-informed generally, Guys 
like John Lund, Bill Lundigan, 
William Holden, Macdonald 
Carey and Ronald Reagan to 
name a few,” 

Also, the acting fraternity 
boasts three Phi Beta Kappas— 
Franchot Tone, John Howard and 
Richard Carlson. 

Capable But Unspectacular 

Carlson is one of those capable 
but unspectacular actors who are 
not always rewarded by Holly- 
wood. 

After he had played a year 
of “Mister Roberts” in Chicago he 
was faced with a dilemma. He 
could have a meaty role in the 
movie version of an artistic play. 
Or he could have a mediocre part 
in an epic for which he would 
have to spend a half year or more! 
in Africa. 

Carlson chose the epic. “I fig- 
ured it is better to have even a 
mediocre role in a hit than a 
good role in a picture that would 
not make any money,” he ex- 
plained.

By WILLIAM G. SMOCK 
PITTSBURGH —(AP)— Steel 
production in the United States

But a Canadian Press 
survey today showed that the 
1950 movement of grain and iron 
ore compared well with the big 
big years of 1942, 1947 and 1948. 

As the lean lake freighters 
eased into winter berths, leaving 
only a few'oil tankers on the 
lower lakes still plying the great 
inland waterway, the Lake Su- 
perior Iron Ore Association in 
Cleveland reported that the 
vessels moved 78,205,681 gross 
tons of iron ore this year, or 
8,649,412 tons more than іп 1949. 
The record peacetime year was 


1948, when ore tonnage 
82,927,192. 

Tonnage this year through the 
Sault Ste. Marie canals linking 
Lakes Superior and Huron was 
estimated at 105,022,467. That was 
surpassed only by the 1942 season, 
with the record of more than 
120,000,000 tons, and by 1947 
when total tonnage was roughly 
111,000,000.- 

A late start—most ports saw 
the first ships of the season about 
April 20—curtailed this year's 
activities. But reasonably good 
weather at the end of the season 
helped the lake sailors. There 
were no marine disasfers this 
year along the lakes.

1950 Farm Yield Slashed By Heavy Frost 


By HAROLD MORRISON. 

OTTAWA, Dec. 21 (CP).—For 
Canada's weather-bitten farmers 
the year 1950 will probably go 
down as one of the vast opportu- 
nities lost, opportunities that 
might have given rural folk add- 
ed millions to meet high produc- 
tion and living costs. 

For 1950 was the year of the 
big frost, that destroyed millions 
of bushels of prairie wheat, de- 
layed harvesting and cut the qua- 
lity of much of what was left for 
storage, consumption and export. 

It was the year, too, when the 
world, faced with the threat of 
war, gave urgent thought to 
stockpiling of food and the world 
market for wheat swung wide 
open. 

Can’t Handle Demand 


Because of the frost damage, 
Canada likely would be unable to 
handle all of the increased de- 
mand. It appeared unlikely that 
she would have sufficient stocks 
to fill the entire . 219,000,000- 
bushel quota she had'under .the 
international wheat agreement for 
1950-51. 

Other basic industries, such as 
paper and oil, fared much better. 
Paper production, a top dollar- 
earner for Canada, increased pro- 


4,391,000 tons from 4,324,000 tons 
a year ag 

Oil made a more spectacular 
climb, In the first nine months, 
output from Canadian wells rose 
to: 20,296,000 barrels, a near 25 
per cent increase over the 15,700,- 
000 barrels in the same period a 
year ago. 
Wheat Troubles 

In at least these two phases 
of the Canadian economy, pros- 
perity in 1951 appeared far more 
assured than that in wheat. Add- 
ing to Canada’s wheat troubles 


was a shortage in box cars and a 
sharp drop in total movements 
to east coast ports in the fall 
months. 

Freighters which had been 
channelled from the United King- 
dom and other overseas points to 
Halifax and St. John, М. B., to 
pick up Canadian wheat had to 
be diverted to American ports be- 
cause of the lack of Canadian 
supplies. That meant that Britain, 
Canada's biggest wheat consumer 
was buying wheat from the Unit- 
ed States at a time when she 
might have purchased from Can- 
ada. 

Britain had promised to buy 
between 110,000,000 and 120,000,- 
000 bushels from Canada in the 
1950-51 crop year. She could not 
buy it, however, if the wheat was 
not there ready to move. 

Of the total 578,000,000 bushels, 
including carry-over, available in 
Canada as the new crop year be- 
gan Aug. 1, probably no more 
than about 265,000,000 bushels 
would be millable grades, ade- 
quate for grinding into flour and 
production of bread, 

Can't Make Quota 


Of that amount, Canada needed 
about 45,000,000 bushels of mill- 


duction in the first 10 months to ! able wheat for her own use and 


another 45,000,000 to carry over 
until wheat from the 1951 crop is 
harvested next September. АП in 
all, that would leave Canada with 
about 175,000,000 bushels to meet 
a 219,000,000-bushel IWA quota. 

The lower quality wheat would 
be sold as feed. Income from this 
wheat would, of course, be lower 
than that from millable grades. 
However, one thing the farmer 
was certain of—he had an initial 
price of $1.40 per bushel for No. 1 
Northern, basis delivery at wheat 
board elevators. 

He also had a promise that the 


board would make a final pay- 
ment under the five-year. pool 
which ended July 31. That pay- 
ment may go a long way in help- 
ing the western farmer over the 
rough edges in the 1950-51 crop 
year. 

Potato Problems 


Other aspects of the Canadian 
farm economy were more buoyant 
with one exception, potatoes. 

With the United States market , 
for Canadian potatoes cut by the 
reduction in U.S. prices, Mari- 
time growers appealed to the | 
federa] government for price- 
support. The government's $200,- 
000,000 agricultural price-support | 
program, made permanent by 
parliament in 1950, was extended 
to butter, eggs, cheese, bacon, 
why could it not be extended to 
potatoes? 

Agriculture Minister Gardiner, 
at the ninth annual Federal-Pro- 
vincial agricultural conference in 
December, told delegates the 
government was prepared to сор- 
sider price-support for potatoes, 
if the growers could get their 
"house in order" and get a well- 
organized group to represent 
them. 

It appeared that finally some 
kind of federal grant would be 
made to the potato industry, at| 
the end of the selling year next 
spring, if the growers showed that | 
the price they received for their 
product was below cost of pro- 
duction.

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Lumber Industry In U.S. Reaches All-Time peak 


By GORDON G. MACNAB 

PORTLAND, Ore. ——(AP)— 
More than 1,250,000 American 
families got new homes in 1950, 
They pushed the lumber industry 
to dome all-time peaks. 

In regions from the northern 
hardwoods to western pine, mills 
could not keep up with demand. 

Despite two- and three-shift 
operations ,they had to draw on 
acéumulated stocks to fill the 
orders for lumber for 1,300,000 
houses; for schools and churches 
springing up everywhere; for 
Stores and warehouses; and—in 
the last half of the year—for 
military uses. 

At the. реак of mid-summer 
building, mills could just about 
name their own price. 

Firm prices and strong demand 
will carry into the New Year, all 
industry leaders agree. 

Two Uncertainties 

Their forecasts for 1951 are 
tempered, though, by two un- 
certainties: Extent of military 
mobilization and extent of fed- 
eral controls. 

In general, they see the picture 
this way: 

Present controls will cut new 
house construction by 30 per cent 
from the 1950 total. That loss to 
the lumber industry will be just 
about absorbed by | growing 
military demand. Production will 
be off some. Prices will not go 
down materially, but neither will 
they return to the extremely-high 
levels of last summer, 

If there should be full mobiliza- 
tion, the industry would be pres- 
sed to meet the military demand, 
just as it was in the Second 
Wotld War. 

The 1,800 Douglas fir mills of 


Oregon and Washington produced 
10,500,000,000 board feet of Doug- 
las fir lumber in 1950—an all- 
time high; shipped 100,000,000 feet 
more than they cut; booked 
orders for 350,000,000 feet more 
than they cut. 

California turned out close to a 
record Douglas fir cut at a little 
more than 500,000,000 feet. Its 
redwood production, estimated at 


nearly 1,000,000,000 feet was a 
record. 

Southern pine a, “construction” 
lumber like Douglas fir, was cut 
at an annual rate of more than 
900,000,000 up nine per cent over 
1949,

Mrs. Sullivan Wouldn't Have Hands Examined 


OTTAWA, Dec. 21 (CP).—As- 
sistant inspector Borden Hobbs, 
who headed the investigation into 
the death of Francis J. Sullivan, 
today testified that Mrs. Marion 
Sullivan refused to have her 
hands examined by police. 

The 50-year-old Toronto ma- 
tron is charged with the murder 
of her lawyer husband. 

The preliminary hearing is in 
its sixth day. 

Inspector Hobbs, 33rd Crown 
witness, said Mrs. Sullivan pulled 
her hands away when he tried to 
examine them. 

He found dried skin under the 
middle finger of the left hand. 

Mrs. Sullivan was taken into 
custody Nov. 18, about 12 hours 
after the nude body of her hus- 
band was found in a downtown 
Chateau Laurier bedroom. 

Inspector Hobbs said Mrs, Sul- 
livan stated she and her husband 
had retired about 9 p.m., Nov. 17. 

She remembered her husband 
getting into bed with her but 
could not recall whether he wore 


pyjamas. She had not looked at 
him, she told Inspector Hobbs. 
No Squabble 

She denied that there had been 
any squabble or fight. 

Mrs. Sullivan said she discover- 
ed the body about 1:30 a.m., Nov. 
18. 

Inspector Hobbs told R. K. 
Laishley, assistant defence coun- 
sel, that he had been told before 
he started the investigation that 
Mr. Sullivan “got a hell of a beat- 
ing." 

This was conveyed to him by 
Dr. Harry Dover, coroner, follow- 
ing an autopsy on the body on the 
morning of Nov. 18. 

Mrs, Sullivan was charged af- 
ter pieces of a broken soda-water 
bottle were found in her luggage 

Inspector Hobbs said that dur- 
ing his questioning of Mrs. Sul- 
livan he had asked whether a 
fight had broken out because her 
husband had made an immoral 
sexual act towards her.

U.S. Senators Speed

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP) — 
Congressional action оп the 
multi-billion-dollar defence pro- 
gram was spurred today by a grim 
warning that Russia is making 
"an intensive effort" in the field 
of atomic energy.

Dutch Invent 
Mechanical 
ScarecrowNow | 


By FORBES RHUDE 


It is refreshing in these days of | 
considerable concerns, to read | 


that the Dutch have invented a 
mechanical scarecrow. 

We have this on the word of 
the publication Netherlands Trade 
and industry, issued by the Neth- 
erlands Information Bureau in 
Ottawa. : 

A patented bang“ apparatu 
produces an ear-deafening report 
with short, irregular intervals, It 
is absolutely “bird-proof” and ac- 
tually is a smal! automatſe acety- 
lene generator. 

A carbine’ burner burns con- | 
tinuously with a small flame. | 
From the gas chamber a tube 
leads to the ejector. where the 
acetylene is mixed with air, form~ 
ing an explosion chamber. At the 
top of the explosion chamber is 
the ignition tube which runs 
close to the flame. 


Irregular Bangs 


Whenever a quantity of gae has 
accumulated it will be ignited by 
the flame, and the gas explodes 
with a deafening bang. Two ex- 
plosion chambers work indepen- 
dently of each other so that the 
bangs are produced at irregular 
intervals. 

The sound radiue depends on 
the nature of the field, but at any 
rate covers an area of 10,000 to 
15,000 square feet. Even in the 
long run birds, hares and other 
harmful animals will not get 
accustomed to the peculiar noises 
produced by this mechanical 
scarecrow.

Reorganization of the Department 
of Education with the govern- 
ment minister holding only the 
single cabinet portfolio is sug- | 
gested in the Hope report on 
education. 

The report emphasizes the im- 
portance of the job of running 
the department and is opposed to 
а situation such as at present in 
which Dana Porter is in charge of 
the attorney-general's depart- 
ment as well as education. 

No reduction in staff of the 
department is foreseen as a result 
of the recommendations, the re- 
port says. It adds that if men of 
high calibre are to be attracted 
to the department, salaries must 
be raised. 

The report criticizes the аг- 
rangement under which there is 
a post known as chief director | 


| between those of the minister and 


deputy minister. It suggests that 
the deputy minister be restored | 
to the senior position inside the 
department and calls for creation | 


of the post of associate deputy 


minister. 

Responsibilities of the various 
sections and divisions of the de- 
partment should be clearly laid 
out, particularly in respect 18 
education of children іп the iso- 
lated areas of Ontario. 

The department should be re- 
organized into seven divisions, 
each headed-by-a-superintendent 
responsible to the deputy minister 
and his associate. These divisions 
would be: elementary education, 
secondary education, further edu- 
cation. professional education, 
curiculum, business administra- 
tion and the division of (һе regis- 
trar. 

These six superintendents and 


registrar should make up a com- , 
mittee to deal with general ques- | 


tions of education and devise 
means of implementing policy 
laid down by the minister.

The Task of The Peacemakers 


The task confronting the three-man 
commission appointed by U.N. to bring 
about a cease-fire in Korea, and if pos- 
sible a peaceful settlement in the East, 
is a complex and difficult one. Mr. En- 
tezam, the President of the U.N. Assemb- 
ly, Sir Benegal Rau, and our own Mr. L. 
B. Pearson are charged “to determine 


the basis on which a satisfactory cease- 
fire in Korea can be arranged". General 
Wu, оп behalf of Communist China, has 
gone home, and the commission, if it 
wants to meet with the Chinese foreign 
minister, must go to China to do so. 
There are those who consider it undign}- 
fled to follow this course; they say that 
it reminds them of Mr. Chamberlain's 
visit to Munich. But surely this re- 
semblance is a superficial and invalid 
one? However, the commission has not 
yet been invited to go to China, and if 
no attention is paid to its overtures by 
New Year’s Day it will have to report to 
U.N. that it has been unable to do the, 
job which it has been given. 


* 


The U.S.A. has said that it is "ready 
to seek an end to the hostilities by means 
of negotiation”; the Chinese say that 
they will “strive for a peaceful solution”. 
They are both ready to negotiate, but 
they cannot agree on what they will 
negotiate about. The U.S.A. wants to 
confine negotiations entirely to Korea. 
The Chinese want to negotiate about 
Korea, about Formosa and about Chin- 
ese representation in U.N. In this respect 
we feel that the J. S.A. is rocking the 
boat, for there can be no doubt that the 
Formosa question 15 just as likely to start 
& general war as is Korea, and to refuse 
to discuss it shows something less than 
a wholehearted anxiety for peace. To 
simplify the issue: in Korea the Chin- 
ese are powerful and wrong; іп Formosa 
they are powerless and right. The Chin- 
ese will not relinquish their advantage in 
Korea unless they can make some bar- 
gain about Formosa. If the Americans | 
really want peace they must not be so | 
rigid in their refusal to discuss the For- 
mosa question. After all, if they become 
engaged in a great war, they will expect 
the other Western nations to help them. 
Does Canada want to go to war because 
the U.S.A. will not discuss Forrhosa? 


But there can be no negotiations un- 
less there is а cease-fire first. After that 
has been achleved, arrangements can | 
be made for a full-dress discussion of the 
points at issue between the U.S.A. and 
China. Every effort must be made—and, | 
we truly believe, is being made—to bring 
about the cease-fire. If that is not 
achieved we may be toppled into & War 
for which there seems to be no satisfac- 
tory cause.

Dangerous Insanity 


A 64-year-old man living with his son 
and daughter-in-law in a small farm- 
house near Smithville killed the daught- | 
er-in-law by hitting her with a hammer. 
He thereupon hanged himself. The son 
was away at his factory Job in Grimsby 
when this affair occurred. The woman | 
was struck down аз she was about to 
milk à cow. She had been alone in the 
house with her father-in-law and.two 
young children. 

This sad affair need not have occurr- 
ed, if, the facts as reported are cor- 
rect. The older man had not been well 
for some time. He had been a patient in 
а Provincial mental hospital, and had 
come to live with his son only six weeks 
ago. The son had requested the authori- 
ties to check up on hls father, but noth- 
ing was done. Obviously the man was 
known to be potentially dangerous. On- | 
tario's institutions for the mentally ill, 
and the procedure for discharging 
patlents and keeping a check on them 
afterwards are inadequate if such ,a 
murder and sulcide can occur. 


Ontario mental hospitals are over- 
crowded, their staffs hard-pressed and 
there are too few of them. According to a 
survey made by the Federal Department 
of National Health, in connection with 
the National Health Program, since May 
1948 (the period covered by the survey), 
Ontario has not added one bed to its 
mental hospitals by way of new con- 
“struction or additions to existing institu- 
tions. This contrasts most unfavourably 
with Quebec, which has added 1,861 beds | 
to its mental hospital accommodation in 


| vented.”

Car Price Increases 


The Economic Stabilization Agency 
set up in the U.S.A. by President Truman 
took a look at increased prices announc- 
ed in certain makes of cars, and told the 
manufacturers that they were to put the 
prices back to the original levels, The 
General Motors Corporation, chiefly af- 
fected, thereupon stopped the sale of 
Chevrolets, Pontiacs and Cadillacs, 
pending an appeal and consideration of 
the ruling. Canada has not yet been af- 
fected by these moves. 

Locally, Chevrolets and Pontiacs, 1951 
models, have price increases ranging 
from:$89 to $104. Chrysler and other car 
makers are also increasing their prices. 
The Canadian Government apparently 
has not the same fear of inflation as the 
American, and has not taken any of- 
ficial notice of price increases in any 
make of car. And of course, the compan- 
ies have not stopped the sale of their 
cars. Thus, for the time being, the droll 
situation is that Canadians can buy 
General Motors cars quite freely, even 
though many of the parts are American; 
and Americans cannot buy them at all, 

We do not, however, anticipate any 
rush across the border to buy Chevrolets 
or Pontiacs in Canada. General Motors 
cars, like аП other North American 
mákes, are many hundreds of dollars 
higher than the same types of car in 
the States.

Manpower and Machinery in 


Korea 
National preparedness for war in the 
U.S.A. is taking the form of a great drive 


for armaments, as well as for men; our 
own effort will no doubt follow that 
example. But when we look at what has 
happened in Korea we may wonder if our 
extreme emphasis on machines 1s not 
overdone. 


What has happened there? General 
MacArthur has a force comprising 
seven well-equipped U.S. divisions and 
two combat teams of brigade strength, 
five divisions of South Korean troops, 
two British Commonwealth brigades, 
and a Turkish brigade; all these forces 
are well armed with machinery, and are 
equipped in the most modern manner; 
they number something like 200,000. But 
the Chinese, lightly and, by modern 
standards, poorly armed, have appar- 
ently defeated the U.N. forces by sheer 
weight of numbers. They have chosen to 
fight on terrain impossible to the U.N. 
troops, they have made the most of the 
mobility which their light arms and their 
knowledge of the ground give them, and 
they have pushed our forces, equipped 
as they are with artillery and air 
strength, backward in a hymiliating 
manner. 

This is something to ponder. Lack of 
modern equipment is apparently not too 


| great a handicap if you have great num- 


bers of men. Modern equipment costs a 
great deal of money, and it can be a 
handicap. Air supremacy, though de- 
sirable, cannot win a battle. And, as the 


last war proved, the most savage and | 
thorough bombing of enemy industries 


does remarkably little to cut down their 
productiveness. Are we, in our concepts 
of war, too much the prisoners of our 
own passion for machines? Machines 
can undoubtedly give us great advant- 
ages, but to what extent can they take 
the place of manpower?

Christmas Greetings From China 
When General Wu, Communist 


China's spokesman before the U.N. 
Security Council, left the United States 
earlier this week to fly home, he wished 
the American people the compliments 
of the season; in fact, a Happy Christ- 
mas. This was not irony. We attribute 
it to the ingrained courtesy of the Chin- 
ese people, or their courtliness in deal- 
ing with foreigners on a higher level 
than a fox-hole. But it is an irony of 


| modern circumstance that the repre- 


sentative of a nation which is at war 
with another—actually at war, if unde- 
clared—should affably greet that nation 
on its own soil at this season dedicated 
to peace and good-will on earth. 
General Wu is not a Christian, but in 
his final statemient at the airport he also 
said: “There has always been a profound 
friendship between the Chinese people 
and the American people ... We believe 
that if the peace-loving people of the 
whole world unite closely together, dis- 
tinguish calmly between right and 


| wrong, between truth and falsehood... 


war can be definitely stopped and pre- 
Those are sound Christian 
sentiments, and General Wu's tone and 
words are milder than his attitude at the 
Security Council table when he first ar- 
rived. Perhaps the Christian spirit has 
Infected him. It is to be hoped that he 
does not shed it over the Pacific before 


he gets back to report to Mao.

the Hallelujah Chorus from -Handel's 
Messiah is performed? Does the Holy Ghost 
descend then? Personally, I find the prac- 
tice tiresome and banal. They did it again 
Wednesday évening at George Street Church 
when four United Church choirs did part of 
the Messiah. 

ANSWER: I suspect that one reason for the 
popularity of the Hallelujah Chorus із that 
it gives people something to do—to stand up. 
All the clever ones remember that they are 
supposed to stand. 1 always take great 
pleasure in watching the audience just at the 
moment when the great chorus is due. Some 
clever people (musically, of course) have 
been waiting all evening fer the chance to 
exhibit their musical perspicacity and there 
is à contest among the cleverest as to who 
will Мапа up first. The clever are sometimes 
cheated of their glory, unless there 1з а print- 
ed program, for the Hallelujah Chorus does 
not always come at the end. In fact, as Han- 
del wrote the oratorio, it comes at the end 


of Part II, and is not the final Part III chorus, | 


which is "Worthy is the Lamb". 
The practice of standing for the chorus 


has two explanations. The exalted one is | 


that when King George II first heard this 


work by his German compatriot, he was so | 


moved by its majesty that His Majesty rose 


to his feet, and since, when the King stands, | 
all others must stand, the audience rose. The | 


other explanation is that there were a lot of 
Handel's debtors in the audience at the Lon- 
don premiere, and they were cute enough 
to recognize in his Messiah that here was à 
paying proposition. In glee they severally 
rose io their feet, saying almost out loud: 
"By the Lord Harry. This Dutchman Handel 
has the goods. This will make money! We'll 
exiend our credit and not foreclose.” Тһе 
rest of the audience, seeing these money- 
lenders standing, thought the show was end- 


ing, and also stood up, preparatory to getting | 


their cloaks so as to be first out to get the 
last bus (pardon, stage-coach, it was in the 
11408) for Hammersmith. At any rate Тһе 
Messiah rescued Handel from bankruptcy.

LPHA: I note that the Peterborough fam- 
ily home of Miss Catherine Wallis, 
sculpiress, was called Merino. I wonder why? 

ANSWER: Because her father Captain 
Wallis was the first to import and breed 
Mering sheep in these parts. Mrs. de la 
Fosse, who knows the family well, tells me 
that he was the first to have them in Canada 
and that he imported them from Scotland. 
The house Merino is the present G. H. Roper 
property west Park Hill Road, beyond Jack- 
son Park. 

The name Merino is Spanish and the sheep 
appears to have originated in Africa, whence 
it was brought by Moors to Spain from where 
it spread over the continent. It is not very 
common in Great Britain whose climate does 
not favour the growth of the finest wool. The 
importing of Merinos into the United States 
began about 1800.. By the way, the term 
“Botany” applied to wool refers to the wool 
of the Merino sheep. It was shipped from 
Botany Bay, N.S.W., Australia where Merinos 
are and were raised in large numbers.

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Influenza Centre 
At Geneva 
Guarding World 


GENEVA, Dec. 22 (Reuters)— 
The World Influenza Centre is 
guarding against the danger of an 
influenza epidemic as that of 1918 
which took some 20,000,000 lives. 


Through the newly-created in- 
ternational network of laborator- 
ies, headed by the World Centre, 
it now is possible to keep a closer 
watch on the spread of the dis- 
ease. 


The World Influenza Centre 
was set up in 1947 by the World 
Health Organization, a United 
Nations agency headed by Brock 
Chisholm, formerly Canadian de- 
puty health minister. The Centre 
has а two-fold function: 

1. It plays the part of interna- 
tional "watchdog" on the develop- 
ment of influenza throughout the 
world. 

2. It has undertaken long-term 
research projects with the ulti- 
mate objective of preparing a 
vaccine which can be used against 
all types of influenza virus. 


Need New Vaccines . 


Influenza virus changes its pro- 
perties so rapidly that it has been 
impossible to find a stable virus 
from which to make a potent vac- 
cine. At present, for every new 
type of virus discovered, а new 
vaccine must be prepared. 

With the coming о? 
cases of inflenza are once again 
showing a steady 


watch on the situation. 


The world health organization 
in Geneva is receiving informa- 
tion on the extent of the infection 
throughout the world. These re- 
ports are collated and immediate- 
ly forwarded to the World Influ- 
enza Centre. 

The World Centre had its first 
severe test during the influenza 
epidemic which raged through 
Europe during 1948 and the be- 
ginning of 1949. As soon as the 
first cases were reported, regional 
laboratories rushed samples of the 
virus to the World Influenza 
Centre. for identification. Tests 
showed that once again influenza 
was striking with a new kind of 
virus never before encountered. 

But, had the epidemic shown 
any signs of becoming serious as 
"that of 1918, it would have been 
possible to prepare in time а spe- 
cial, vaccine to prevent the disease 
from becoming really widespread.

Battle Root Causes 

It all appeared to boil down to 
the fact that people had more 
money, wanted more goods and 
were straining production facil- 
ities to get all that they wanted.

Boxer sDaughfer 
Won t Cet Gifts, 
Daddy Dead 


NEW YORK, Dec. 22 (AP). — 
Little two-year-^ld Sharon West | 
won't get the toy piano daddy 
intended to buy her for Christ- 
mas. 

Her daddy, Al (Sonny Boy) 
West, died Thursday night, some 
22 hours after he had been knock. 
ed out by Percy Bassett of Phila- 
delphia іп a boxing bout at St. 
Nicholas Arena. 

The 21-year-old West, a Negro 
lightweight from Washington, 
underwent two delicate brain op. 
erations and received three blood 
transfusions, but failed to regain 
consciousness. 

Dr. Vincent Nardiello, State 
Athletic Commission physician, 
said West died of an intra-cere- 
bral haemorrhage and a cerebral 
concussion, When he was knocked 
out, West fell flat on his back and 
his head hit the canvas with a 
thud. 

He did not respond to Nardiel- 
lo's treatment and was carried 
from the ring on a stretcher and 
rushed to hospital. He rallied af- 
ter the first operation, but suffer- 
ed a relapse and died after a sec- 
ond. 

Only а few hours before West 
entered the ring, trainer Johnny 
Sullivan said the boxer had talked 
of the Christmas gifts he had in 
mind to buy his family with his 
purse money, estimated at $1,000 
He had his heart set оп the toy 
piano for little Sharon who was 
sent to bed in her Washington 
home Thursday night without be- 
ing told of her daddy's death. 

Boxing authorities characteriz. 
ed the death as a “tragic acci- 
dent." 

“It was one of those things that 
can happen in апу vigorous 
sport," declared Col. Eddie Eagan 
chairma^ of the State Athletic 
Commission.

TORONTO, Dec. 22 — (CP).— 
Charles Ross (Sandy) Somer- 
ville, who picked. up his first 
golf club when six years old and 
23 years later exploded the myth 
that a Canadian could. not win 
the United States amateur title, 
has been selected as this coun- 
try's greatest golfer of the last 
50 years. J 

The saridy-haired London, 
Ont., links stylist was chosen by 
sports editors and sportscasters 
in a country-wide poll conducted 
by the Canadian Press. The re- 
sult, announced Wednesday night 
showed Sandy the winner by the 
margin of a good wood shot—a 
clear 23-vote edge over runner- 
up Stan Leonard, Vancouver 
professional. Р 

Nine golfers were named by 
the voters—men such as George 
S. Lyon of Toronto, the “grand 
old man" of golf, and Nico! 
Thompson, now a pro at Niagara 
Falls, Ont., who have played the 
game long before 47-year-old 
Somerville was born. 
Miss Ada Mackenzie of Tor- 
onto, who won a Canadian title 
as far back as 1919 and still re- 
mains a top-flight-player, got a 
vote. 


Leads Field 


But it was evident from early 
returns that Somerville, who 
startled the golf world with his 
big victory at imore Septem 
ber 17, 1932, would be the choice. 
Reverberations of that previous- 
ly-unheard-of (and never dupli- 
cated) feat rolled across Mary- 
land's hills and into Canada and 
poker-faced Somerville, then 29 
was headline copy. 

Only once before—in 1911--һай 
a foreigner broken the American 
monopoly on the national title. 
That was the time Harold Hilton 
of England won it. 

Somerville, University of Tor- 
onto graduate and an insuurance 
salesman, met Johnny Goqdman 
of Omaha in the final of the Five 
Farms. Course. 

The game ended on the 35th 
green, with Somerville two up at 
the time and needing only a half 
to make history. The five-foot- 
nine Sandy got his half—and the 
title. 

Somerville, at his best in match 
play, started clicking on the golf 
course in 1926 when he won the 
Canadian amateur championship.

He repeated in 1928 and again in 
1930, 1931, 1935 and 1937.  Be- 
tween 1919 and 1939, he entered 
the Canadian amateur 18 times, 
the US amateur 14 times, and the 
British amateur three times. 


War Ended Career 


The outbreak of the Second 
World War ended his competitive 
career—in which he never de- 
serted amateur ranks. He joined 
the Canadian Army in 1939, be- 
came a major with the Royal 
Armored Service Corps, and in 
six years overseas saw action in 
the Normandy and Netherlands 
campaigns. 

Somerville now is an insur- 
ance company official in his home 
town. 

George S. Lyon, former Tor- 
onto newspaperman, was the only 
other Canadian to reach the US 
amateur final. He lost in 1906 
to the late Eben Byers. 

Miss Mackenzize, 60-year-oid 
Toronto  sports-wear operator, 
has a string of Canadian titles 
including many women's open 
and closed championships. She 
has been on winning Ontario 
teams in interprovincial competi- 
tion, and, just to prove she has 
not lost the art of this exacting 
game, led Ontario to the 1950 
interprovincial title. 

Leonard, 1950 Canadian Profes- 
sional Golfer*' Association cham- 
pion, tied for rourth place in the 
Canadian open this year, and has 
many pro titles to his credit.

OTTAWA, Dec. 2% (CP)—Can- 
adian imports. from the United 
States and other countries rose

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Four Members Of Hope Royal Commission Differ On Separate Schools s 


TORONTO, Dec. 22 — (CP) — 
Four of the 20 members of the 
Hope Royal Commission took 
sharp issue with their colleagues 
chiefly on the approach to the 
question ef Roman Catholic 
separate schools. 

They expressed their view in a 
minority report in which they held 
also that the majority lacked a 
realism in its recommendations 
for sweeping changes in the pro- 
vinces educational system. They 
contended that no thought had 
been given to cost and whether 
the province could bear it. 

The report was signed by E. F. 
Henderson and Arthur Kelly of 
Toronto; J. M. Piggott of Hamil- 
ton and Henri St. Jacques of Ot- 
бауға. All are supporters of the 
Roman Catholic schools, which 
are operated separately from the 
common or public schools for 
primary education in the pro- 
vince.

Peterborough Plowmen's Association Meeting Dec. 
28 — Norwood Begver Oats Club Worth Around 
$11,000 in First Crop — Durham Crop Improvement 


Meeting Retains Officers of 1950 — New Hybrid 


Corn Varieties. 


С. А. Brethen, president of 
Norwood Fair, has estimated that 
its Beaver Oats Derby yielded to 
the participating farmers of east 
Peterborough $11,000 more of 
new wealth than they would have 
received from sowing inferior 
seed. 

For this project of the season 
of 1950, the agricultural society 
purchased 550 bushels of the. best 
registered No. 1 seed. It was sown 
on well prepared soil and pro- 
duced approximately 27,000 
bushels of high quality grain. 

It is conceivable that measured 
in dollars and cents values, this, 
crop could multiply into several 
hundred thousand dollars if sold 
for seed and sown in the seasons 
of 1951-2-3. 

"But, we believe the greatest 
value to agricultural development 
from this project will come from 
the inspiration to. many farmers 
to sow only the best seed," Mr. 
Brethen commented some weeks 
ago to the Examiner, “It has been | 
а community experience in the 
good results of using high quality 
seed, and better farming methods, 
including more efficient use of 
both farm manure апа сот- 
mercial fertilizers. 

In other words, according to the 
agricultural society branch of the 
Ontario Department of Agricul- 
ture, Norwood Fair in carrying 
out this project was doing those 
kind of things which an agricul- 
tural fair is organized to do.” 

In undertaking a 50-Bushel of 
Beaver Oats project, Mr. Brethen 
said it was especially advisable | 
to get as many young farmers as 
possible interested to the point of | 
becoming members of the grain 
club, The competition proved to 
all the members what they could 
do when working in the best con- 
ditions of seed and land care. 

"Obviously.it is not so spectac- 
ular as some of the major features | 
at our regular fairs," Mr. Brethen | 
said,“ but it is infinitely more 
valuable to our farmers, our com- 
munity and our agricultural in- 
dustry." | 

Mr. Brethen said that one of 
the most encouraging aspects of 
the Beaver Oats Club was the en- 
thusiasm shown by East Peter- 
borough farmers from the time it 
was organized until the harvest 
show at Norwood Fair on Thanks- 
giving Day. Without that spirit 
of co-operation with the Fair and 
its agricultural society, the Club 
could not have attained the recog- 
nition from John A. Carroll, sec- 
retary of the Ontario Agricultural 
Societies, as one of the outstand- 
ing enterprises of its kind in the 
province. 

“Our Norwood farm neighbors 
have shown what they can do, and 
I hope that spirit is going to re- 
main alive in the community be- 
cause it demonstrated that they 
сап accomplish things just аз 
successfully as the farmers of any 
other section of this country."

Yet, when 
spring came, the wheat came 
forth with vigor and produced 
such a crop that the good people 
of the neigborhood declared that 
Providence had taken a special 
care of it because it had been 
trodden down by unrighteous 
feet.

year college education without

FRANKFURT — (Reuters) — 


Despite a large surplus of women 
in West Germany today, more 
men than women appear to be 
seeking marriage. 

This reversal of a trend which 
developed in the immediate post- 
war years is demonstrated in 
“marriage bureau" -appeals іп 
West German newspapers. 

Official figures show that the 
disparity between the sexes has 
narrowed. In 1946 there were 122 
women to 100 men.

Speed Defences US Tells Europe

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (AP) 
Western Europe had notice to- 
day from a large segment of the 
United States Congress that it will 
have to speed up its own defence 
efforts if it wants American mili- 
tary help continued.

All Southern France Playing 
With Clay Dolls This Month 


MARSEILLE, France, Dec. 23 
—(AP). — A Christmas custom 
that some believe dates back well 
before the birth of Christ has all 
Southern France playing with 
little clay dolls this- month. 

This great port city is also the 
capital of the “Santons’—molded, 
sculpted and painted figures that 
vividly illustrate the Christmas 
story. They represent the figures 
of the Holy Family of course. But 
there are also dozens of tradi- 
tional local figures who have got 
themselves so wound up in 
Christmas legends that most chil- 
dren in Provence are innocently 
convinced that it all happened 
here. 

For nearly a month now the 
big outdoor fair of the Santons— 
held every December and Janu- 
ary for the last 147 years—has 
been in full swing along one of 
the city’s main tree-lined ave- 
nues. Dozens of temporary 
stands sell the figures to thou- 
sands of children and their par- 
ents, who then go home to build 
their own little manger scenes. 
The tiniest ones, less tham an 
inch high, are 20 francs (about 
six cents) each; the bigger sizes 
sell for as much as 200 francs 
(about 60 cents). 

Uses Old Molds 


The Dean of the Santonniers is 
71-year-old М. Pierre Pagano, 
who casts the figures in the same 
plaster molds used by his grand- 
father. He adds details like the

None of them, of course, are to 
be found in the-Gospels, They 
wear the costumes and have the 
customs of their own time and 
region. 

One of the favorites is “Mon- 
sieur-le Maire’ — the mayor of 
the village that the story-tellers 
sometimes call “Bethlehem-in- 
Provence.” The legends tells how, 
when everyone came with gifts 
for the new-born Babe, the mayor 
brought his own contribution— 
a speech. The Santon shows him 
wearing his splendid tall hat and 
tricolor sash, and carrying a red 
umbrella addressing the scene at 
the manger.

Christmas In Canada 

We have fallen into the habit of thInk- 
ing of Canada as а young country, and 
at such ancient festivals‘as Christmas we 
are still apt to let our thoughts stray 
over the seas to the lands from which 
our forefathers came. But Canada is not 
зо young, and the celebration of Christ- 
mas here is of a respectable antiquity. 
We have a record written by the Jesuit 
martyr Jerome Lalemant of Christmas 
іп Quebec іп 1645. It was celebrated with 
carols and other music, as well as the 
customary religious observances. The 
stringed instruments, he notes, sounded 
very well, but there was a flute which 
could not be played in tune. 

In our own part of Canada we know of 
John Howison's adventure with an Ins 
dian on Christmas Eve in 1821; the 
Indian had crept into the forest to see 
the deer kneel, as he assured Howison 
that they did, in adoration of the Great 
Spirit. How this European belief reach- 
ed a Canadian aboriginal we do not 
know. We read of Anne Langton’s raisin- 
stoning ang sugar-scraping preparatory 
to making the Christmas dinner, in 1839; 
her brother John wrote home of six days 
of neighbourhood feasting upon Christ- 
mas in 1836. And іп the writings of Mrs. 
Moodie, Mrs. Traill and Mrs. Frances 
Stewart we pick up odds and ends of 
information about Christmas celebra- 
tions of unrestrained jollity in this dis- 
trict considerably more than a century 
ago. В 
As the years pass, we may hark back 
more and more to Christmas celebra- 
tions оп our own soil—celebrations 
which have taken colour from the many 
lands of our ancestry, but which are 


now truly our own.

Тһе Enjoyable Nightmare 


During the past week we have per- 
formed once again what has become, for 
us, а compulsive ritual at the approach 
of Christmas; we have been re-reading 
Charles Dickens' little Christmas book, 
A Christmas Carol. We cannot say with 
accuracy how many times we have read 
it; we have done so, however, most 
Christmases since we could read at all. 
Why do we do it? The book exercises à 
curious enchantment over some natures. 
Recognizing all that is sentfmental and, 
in the modern jargon, “согпу” about 
it, they must nevertheless renew ac- 
quaintance with it at this time of year. 
And when they do so they find it as fresh 
and as exhilirating as they did at a first 
reading—as much so, beyond a doubt, as 
did the first readers to take it up in 
1843. It is not the story of the book, 
which is simple апа perhaps а little 
foolish; it is, rather, the atmosphere 
which 19 creates on its first page and 
carries triumphantly through to the 
end. It was of this atmosphere that G. K. 
Chesterton wrote: 

“It is characteristic of Dickens that 
his atmospheres are more important 
than his stories. As with his backgrounds 
of gloom, so with his backgrounds of 
good will, in such tales as A Christmas 
Carol. The incidents change wildly; the 
story scarcely at all. A Christmas 
Carol is a kind of philanthropic dream, 
an enjoyable nightmare, in which the 
scenes shift bewilderingly and seem as 
miscellaneous as the pictures in a scrap- 
book, but in which there is one constant 
state of the soul, a state of rowdy bene- 
diction and a hunger for human faces. 
The beginning is about a winter day and 
a miser; yet the beginning is in no way 
bleak. The author starts with a kind of 
happy howl; he bangs on our door like a 
drunken carol singer; his style is festive 
and popular; he compares the snow and 
hail to philanthropists who “соте 
down handsomely”; 
fog, to unlimited. beer. Scrooge is not 
really inhuman at the beginning any 
more than he 1s at the end. There 15 а 
heartiness in his inhospitable sentiments 
that is.akin to humour and therefore to 
humanity; he is only a crusty old bache- 
lor, and had (I strongly suspect) given 
away turkeys Secretly all his life. The 
beauty and the real blessing of the story 
do not lie in the mechanical plot of it, 
the repentance of Scrooge, probable or 
improbable; they He in the great fur- 
nace of real happiness that glows 
through Scrooge and everything around 
him; that great furnace, the heart of 
Dickens. Whether the Christmas visions 
would or would not convert Scrooge, they 
convert us. Whether or no the visions 
were evoked by real Spirits of the Past, 
Present, and Future, they were evoked by 
that truly exalted order of angels who 
are correctly called High Spirits. They 
are impelled and sustained by a quality 
which our contemporary artists ignore 
or almost deny, but which in a life de- 
cently lived is as normai and attainabie 
as sleep, positive, passionate, conscious 
joy. The story sings from end to end like 
а happy man going home, and, like a 
happy and good man, when it cannot 
sing it yells. It is lyric and exclamatory, 
from the first exclamatory words of it. 
It is strictly a Christmas carol.”

These 
old-time carol singers may not 
have been very efficient perform- 
ers, musically speaking, but they 
certainly seem to add to the real 
Christmas spirit. 

The term “waits” comes from an 
Anglo-Saxon word meaning “to 
watch" and in the Middle Ages 
the waits blew a horn and played 
tunes to mark the hour. In the 
reign of King Edward IV (1478) 
there is a record of waits appoint- 
ed in the king's household, who 
besides "piping the watch," 
guarded the palace against thieves 
and fire. `

waits from the sixteenth century, 
who also performed various mun- 
{cipal duties; later on these waits 
developed into ordinary night 
watchmen, who serenaded house- 
holders at Christmas time, call- 
ing around on Boxing Day (the 
day after Christmas) to receive 
any gratuities the serenaded felt 
inclined to give them. When in

The new decade opened in a 
blaze of giory with a visit to the 
Kawarthas by HRH Albert Ed- 
ward Prince of Wales.

While the train -proceeded 
cautiously over the pile bridge, 
the Prince's party embarked on 
SS “Оюпарее” to cross in safety 
to Hiawatha, where Chief Paud- 
ash (100 years old) welcomed the 
Prince, and an Indian band played 


"God Save the Queen.” From 
Hastings, SS “Forest City" car- 
ried a crowd who cheered the

Prince оп Bice Lake, and then 
the steamer pushed upstream to 
join in the Peterborough wel- 
come. Boarding the train again, 
the Royal party proceeded to 
Ashburnham, the train being 
cheered by Otonabee residents 
as it steamed past. . 


The Town and County Recep- 
tion Committee lavished $2,400 on 
preparations for the event. They 
erected three arches, jn Ashburn- 
ham opposite Roger's Store, on 
Hunter St. opposite St. John's 
Church, and on George St. above 
McGregor's Hotei, covered with 
flags, crests, banners and ever- 
greens. On George near Charlotte 
St., the lumbermen built a triple 
arch (without a nail or sawcut) 
complete with deer, canoe, and 
25 lumbermen along the top. 
Every building was festooned 
with evergreens, flowers, bunting, 
flags, and placques and at every 
corner were tall poles bearing 
flags. This “glimpse of fairyland” 
as one account phrased it was 
praised by the Royal suite as the 
finest they had seen so far on 
their tour. The streets had been 
well-watered to lay the dust. One 
thousand school children were 
ranged on benches at 9 a.m. in 
front of the pavilion in the Court- 
house Park. 

The^Royal train arrived at.11.30 | 
a.m. welcomed by the Rifle 
Company, the Temperance Lodge 
in full regalia, the Town ahd 
County Councils, and а large 
crowd.

The waits and their songs, the 
carols, are ever associated in our 
minds..A carol may be defined as 
a hymn or song associated with 
Christmas..

on the ceremonial entrance of the 
boar's head at a banquet. 

The carol as a combined song 
and dance rendered dramatically 
in connection with religious cere- 
many has continued in popular 
use in Spain. Originally a pagan 
ritual, it found its way into the 
Christian church, and the clergy 
had to accept it — limiting its 
uses. ` 

Besides the sacred carols that 
were mostly sung in the open air, 
there were jovial carols sung at 
Christmas feasts. Printed collect- 
ions of these, which are very rare, 
contain curious specimens of the 
songs that were sung by shep- 
herds and ploughmen at Christ- 
mas feasts at farm houses. The 
Puritans did their best to dis- 
courage carol singing, but the 
practice revived during the Res- 
toration. 

Among the 18th century relig- 
ious carols perhaps the most fam- 
ous is Charles Wesley's “Hark 
how all the welkin rings,” and 


now better known as "Hark the, 


herald angels sing." 
Old Customs 


It would be impossible to enu- 
merate all the old customs identi- 
fied with Christmas. Let us give 
two, both of Welsh origin. One 
was a custom, apparently indige- 
nous to Wales, and known as the 
"Kissing bush" or “bunch.” It 
was an elaborate affair consisting 
of a framework of two hoops 


poorly repaid by such a fleeting 
glimpse of Royalty. The govern- 
ment gentry who planned the trip 
deemed the backwoods districts, 
the bases of Canada's growing 
prosperity, quite insignificant 
compared to lakefront towns like 
Kingston and Toronto to educate 
and entertain the future British 
King. 

An account of the Royal trip, 
published in Montreal the same 
year by one of the party, reflects 
this attitude. After a few con- 
descending comments about the 
loyal enthusiasm of the Peter- 
borough populace, he concluded: 
"We note a not very agreeable ín- 
cident which here took place: a 
man with an enormous amount of 
BRASS, stretched out his brawny 
arm to shake hands with the 
Prince, who graciously complied. 
Many others followed his ex- 
ample and at last the Prince had 
to turn to the other side.” Тһе 
Prince apparently was more grac- 
ious and democratic than some 
who accompanied him.

Another Welsh custom was the 
Mari Llywd, a horse's skull dec- 
orated with ribbons and carried 
on a pole by a man covered with 
a sheet. There was a contrivance 
for opening and shutting the jaws 
and Mari Llwyd pursued and bit 
everyone he could lay hold of, re- 
leasing them only on payment of 
a fine. 

But nearly all these old cus- 
toms have become obsolete. Mod- 
ern science in the form of radio, 
however, has naturally and al- 
most automatically put the human 
element, the waits, out of the 
picture. 


the town were $169,056, liabilities 
$178,427, and debentures selling 
at 17% per cent discount. The 
Legislature passed an Act of May 
18, 1861 “to consolidate the debt 
of the Town of Peterborough.” 
This created the Peterborough 
Town. Trust consisting of Com- 
missioners S. Dickson, J. Steven- 
son, Wm. Hall, C. Bradfield and 
E. Chamberlen, with replacements 
to be appointed by the Town 
Council upon death, resignation 
or removal. 

The Trust was to control town 
property (the Market Square and 
buildings, the land south of 
Townsend and east of Park St.) 
and the orderly discharge of the 
town’s debenture debt of $86,400, 
accounting annually to the Coun- 
cil and ratepayers. On these con- 
ditions the town was permitted 
to issue further debentures up to 
a limit of $120,000, providing a 
sinking-fund for repayment. In 
1867 a bylaw to raise $13,000 to 
build a new Town Hall was de- 
feated by the ratepayers; in that 
year the population was 4,250 
and assessment $1,191,960—land 
$949,160, income $64,000, personal 
property $178,200. On Aug. 26, 
1868, the taxrate was set at 11 
mills—7% town, 2% school, 1% 
county—and thus citizens had 
something to grumble about on 
the following day which was the 
first Civic Holiday to be cele- 
brated in town. The Peterborough 
Town Trust Act was amended 
Dec. 24, 1869 to allow the Trust 
to issue up to $5,000 in debentures 
to build “one or more primary 
schools in the town,” and to sell 
some town property in the south 
end, to reduce the debenture debt. 
By 1870 the assessment was $1,- 
480, 834—land $1,096,394, income 
$36,100, personal $348,340.

Pope Confirms 
St. Peter's Tomb 
Under Vatican ` 


By FRANK BRUTTO 

ROME, Dec, 23—(AP)—Pope 
Pius announced today that the 
Tomb of St. Peter, Prince of the 


Apostles and revered by Roman 
Catholics also as the first Pope, 
has been found in subterranean 
grotos of the Vatican. 

The Pontiff reported in his an- 
nual Christmas message, broad- 
cast from the Vatican, that a 
scientific study of discoveries 
made during excavations beneath 
St. Peter’s basilica was completed 
during the 1950 holy year. 

These findings, the Pope de- 
clared, are of the highest import- 
ances and will be published soon. 

“Has the tomb (of St. Peter) 
been truly found” the Pope asked 
and then gave the answer, “уез”. 
Belief Supported 

Bones had been found near the 
sepulchre, but it was not possible 
to determine whether “these were 
those of St. Peter”. 

The Vatican reported last March 
that 10 years of digging in the 
long-hidden underground cham- 
bers below St. Peter’s Church 
yielded archeological evidence 
supporting the Roman Catholic 
belief that the Prince of the 
Apostles was buried on that site. 

In June, 1950, the Pontiff con- 
secrated a central altar dedicated 
to St. Peter and located over the

In thousands of churches, and in 
millions of homes, upon this 
Christmas Sunday, the story of 
the birth of Jesus will be read 
and heard by many who know it 
so well that they could probably 
repeat it by heart. 

It will be read in the gospels 
by St. Matthew and Luke and 
listened to as if it had never been 
told before. That old, old story 
has lost nothing of its interest 
and meaning through the centur- 
les.

Why does that story of the 
birth of Jesus so persist in its 
newness and interest? Partly be- 
cause it is the story of a mother 
and a babe; and mothers апа 
babes іп all the mystery, love 
and devotion that surrounds them, 
continue in generation after gen- 
eration, each successive genera- 
tion of motherhood and baby- 
hood being a glorification of the 
story of Mary of Nazareth and 
the Babe of Bethlehem. 

Then, too, the story symbolizes 
the faith and the hope that each 
successive generation has cher- 
ished. Тһе central' figures, the 
Mother, the Babe, and Joseph, 
were at. Bethlehem, but there 
were others. 

There is something rich and 
beautiful in the portrayal of Sim-

2,000 Persons 
Peterborough - 
100 Years Ago 


By HARRY THEOBALD 

Peterborough names in Lovell's 
Canada Directory of 1851 have| 
faded in identity vastly more than 
the appearance of this remnant 
and stray volume out of the past 
that has seemed always at hand 
inviting repose in some calmer 
archive than a top drawer in а 
newspaper office. 

That date and its present con- 
nection with the waning year of 
Peterborough's centenary as an 
incorporated municipality invited 
today another scanning of the list- 
ed names of local men of promin- 
ence one hundred years ago. 

The population in 1851 was 
counted at 2,000. 

Ashburnham was known only as 
the Scotch village. 

The Examiner has published so 
much interesting detail of Peter- 
borough’s past that even a glance 
into the old office worn directory 
hardly seems warranted. And yet, 
the impression remains and 
deepens that for all the repetition 
of names and place and incident, 
those personalities associated with 
the corporate beginning of Peter- 
borough are forever vague and 
shadowy, reduced to the surviving 
names they bore with understand- 
able dignity and pride of family. 

Nicholls, Hamilton, Hall, Brad- 
burn, Wrighton, Conger, Rubidge, 
Hudson, and so on down the list, 
names that once distinguished 
men from their fellows, leaving 
today no memory within the pre- 
sent generation, except in the be- 
lief records of position and oc- 
cupation. 

Robert Nicholls, the husband of 
Charlotte Nicholls, gratefully 
remembered as Peterborough's 
benefactress before the turn of 
this century, appears to have been 
of paramount influence In the 
community. He is listed as a deal- 
er in dry goods, groceries, hard- 
ware, crockery, etc, corner of! 
Simcoe and Water Streets (on the 
present site of the Bank of Mon- 
treal); the first treasürer of the 
town, presumably from his finan- 
cial experience here апа іп New 
York, prior to his coming to Can-

U. Commission 
Supports 
Seaway Project 


WASHINGTON, Dee, 28 (AP) 
The Federal Power Commission 
Friday gave strong support to Pre- 
sident Truman's oft-expressed 
desire that Congress approve le- 
gislation authorizing cofisttuetion 
of the St. Lawfence seaway and 
power development. 

The commission, in a décision 
denying a New York State ap- 
plication to construct only the 
power phase of the development 
in collaboratiot with the Prov- 
ince of Ontario, said: 

“The critical international sit- 
uation now facing the wofld calls 
for immediate commencement of 
construction of the combined 
project.” 

Debated 50 Years ... . "Un 

The highly-controversial sea- 
way proposal has been debated 
for more than 50 years. Congress, 
in one form or another, has turn- 
ed it down three times. 

Opposition toit and the related 
power development, have come 
mainly from port cities, railroads 
and private utilities. 

The decision of the commis- 
sion, with one member dissenting, 
ccincided -almost exactly with a 
recommendation made last De- 
cember by an FPC examiner after 
hearings on the New York appli- 
cation. 

Under the new proposal, and 
that advanced by army engineers, 
the power yield would be shared 
equally between the United 
States and Canada. Each country 
would contribute like amounts 
for construction costs.

The commission’s decision said 
that international benefits from 
the seaway made it desirable for 
Congress to pass upon the com- 
bined proposal rather than “on 
a piece-meal basis.”

1,911 Residing 
In Douro 
For New High 


The population of Douro has 
jumped almost 200 over a year 
ago, a detailed census of the 
township taken in September re- 
vealed when released today. 


Biggest reason for the increase, 
said township clerk J. J. Cough- 
lin, were the DVA settlements 
along the Warsaw road and many 
other houses along the road for 
some twó or three miles east of 
the city. There were also a num- 
ber of new houses and businesses 
along the River Road. 

The population as of the end of 
September stood at 1,911, as 
compared with 1,733 last year. 

The census figures were taken 
from the tax roll prepared by 
township assessor Bernard Dench, 
In accordance with a new regula- 
tion of the Municipal Board, he 
broké down the population total 
into several age divisions and into 
the five wards of the township. 

The largest ward is Мо. 4 
which stretches along the River 
Road. north of the city some dis- 
tance east. It has a population of 
479. Next in size is Ward 2, the 
east ward which extends along 
the Dummer township border. It 
has 405. 

Ward 1 which is the north ward 
up near Young's Point and Ward 
5 which extends east of the canal 
to the eighth concession both have 
identical population of 353 

The smallest ward is No^3, the 
centre ward around the settle- 
ment of Douro, with a population 
of 321. 


Many Children 


A large proportion of the popu- 
lation, almost half, consists of 
children 19 years of age and 
under. Of an 800 total, the east 
ward has the greatest number, 
189, and thé greatest percentage 
of children. 

The west ward along the River 
Road is next with 182 children. 
The centre ward has 154 children; 
the north ward 133 and the ward 
along the canal 142. 

But it is the west ward along 
the River Road which has the 
greatest number of children five 
years old and under, 91. Ward 5 
has 51; ward 3, 51; ward 2, 54; 
and ward 1, 46. 

Three of the wards have almost 
as many old people 60 years of 
age and over as they have child- 
ren five years of age and under. 
Ward 1 has 47, ward 2 has 58, 
ward 3, 32, and the two remain- 
ing wards have considerably 
fewer in proportion, 40 and 13 
respectively. 

The township has quite a large 
number of the men and women 
who have lived their three score 
and ten and are still going strong. 
There are 24 oldsters in Ward 1; 
28 in ward 2; 12 in ward 3; 19 in 
ward 4; and 5 in ward 5. 

With the new breakdown in the 
taking of the township census, 
the township will be able to make 
many interesting observations 
such as whether the township 
people are getting older on the 
average, or younger; whether the 
number of births surpasses. the 
number of deaths; whether there 
is any shift among the younger 
people from the township and in 
general how the township is de- 
veloping or degenerating.

From earthly tasks, lift up thine 


eyes, 
Within a crib, In slumber lies, 
A little child so young and fair: 
"Tis Christ, the Lord, Who 
resteth there!" 


In all the hurry and activity and 
excitement of Décember, the real 
meaning of Christmas may easily 
be lost for children as well as for 
adults. What is the most important 
thing which you want your child 
to associate with this greatest of 


days іп all the year? Is it the dis- 


covery in thé early morning what 
Santa has feft in his stocking? Is 
it the fun of the family opening 
gifts іп turn around the tree? Is 
it the merriment and jokes and 
games? Is it that wonderful din- 
ner which mother cooks and that 
bird which father carves? 

Yes, all these memories have 
their place in the pattern of 
Christmas day in our homes, But 
the reason for Christmas is that 
it is a Birthday, the Birthday of 
the Christ Child. As parents, let 
us never forget that this is its 
true significance—not Santa's 
journey, but the birth of the Babe 
of Bethlehem. 

We need have no quarrel with 
Santa. . , he has his own special 
place firmly entrenched in our 
hearts. Who does not enjoy read- 
ing aloud "The Night Before 
Christmas" to an eager, wide- 
eyed child? Parents will do well 
to stick to Clement Moore's de- 
scription of Santa in his poem “А 
right jolly old elf". Do not at- 
tempt to make an ordinary flesh- 
and-blood mortal out of St. Nick. 

When boys and girls come to 
sohool age, they will be interest- 
ей in the history of St. Nicholas, 
the Bishop of Myra, who lived in 
the fourth century. He was the 
first of the large Santa Claus 
clan. His parents had left him a 
fortune and he delighted in giv- 
Ing gifts to needy folk. But he 
did not want to be thanked. Often 
he left gold pieces for families 
in desperate distress. At last, the 
source of these generous presents 
was discovered. From that day to 
this, In parts of Europe, when 
people receive gifts from ün- 
known donors, they say "Saint 
Nicholas must have been here.“ 

Like many another person in 
a well loved story, Santa Claus 
һая bécome ап international 
figure.

In our enthusiasm for the tale 
of Santa and his reindeer, let us 
not let it crowd out the immor- 
tal story of the First Christmas 
Day. Let us read aloud from the 
Bible, the account of the shep- 
herds and the angels’ song and 
the visit of the wise men. Let us 
try to see the picture of Mary 
bending over the manger cradle 
of her little son, the baby Jesus. 
In singing carols, in looking at 
picture books, іп а place of honor 
for-a creche in the home, in many 
ways, let us do our best to make 
real to our child the scene in the 
stable at Bethlehem. Then he 
will not need to ask the reason 
for Christmas, for he will know 
in his own heart its true mean- 
ing.

Priceless Loot 
Taken 


From Abbey 


Road Blocks Divide 
England, Scotland 
As Police Search 


LONDON, Dec. 26—(AP)— 
Border road blocks divided 
England and Scotland today 
as Scotland Yard and police 
pressed a wide search for Bri- 
tain’s priceless Stone of Scone— 
stolen from Westminster Abbey 
Christmas Day. 

Working on the theory that ex- 
treme Scottish Nationalists were 
behind the theft of the flat, rec- 
tangular stone on which British 
and Scottish Kings have been 
crowned since the days of the 
Celts, police in England's north- 
ern counties searched automobiles 
heading north. 

The ‘historic royal symbol ‘was 
carted out of the musty old Abbey 
in the darkness of early morning. 
The thieves broke a large splinter 
off one leg of the ancient wooden 
Coronation throne—itself a price- 
less national possession—when 
they dragged the 336-pound slab 
from its shelf „beneath. 

Police surmized that the thieves 
attended a Christmas Eve service 
in the Abbey, concealed them- 
selves in a side chapel, then re- 
moved the stone. Detectives and 
police were without a clue. 


Stone May Be Buried 


Some authorities expressed be- 
lief the thieves buried the stone 
with the intention of waiting un- 
til the hue and cry died down.

man and a woman said to speak 
with Scottish accents. 

Police noted that the initials 
J. Е, S. had been scratched in the 
gilding along the front of the 
throne. There was speculation 
this might have been done by the 
thieves. 

Although there are other initials 
and names carved on the throne, 
Abbey officials said as far as they 
knew all the other carvings were 
at least 150 years old.

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Brought to the Abbey by Ed- 
ward I in 1296 from the little 
Perthshire, Scotland, parish of 
Scone (pronounced Soon), the 
stone represented the 17-century 
union between the crowns of 
England and Scotland. 

The work, in any event, served 
to dramatize the demands of Na- 
tlonalist Scots for more self-rule 
demands long aired in Scotland 
and іп the Houses of Parliament..

Twenty-seven British Monarchy 
have been crowne on it, includ- 
ing the present ruler.

With this attainment or 
striving for political independence 
there has been a desire for change in 
the old economic and social order. Com- 
munism has been quick to seize on this 
and to promise the people paradise 
through land reforms, communal own- 
ership and the like. What has the West 
to offer in this competition for friend- 
ship of the Asians?

rhe western powers, particularly Brit- 
ain, the United States, France and the 
Netherlands, have а bad reputation to 
live down as colonial exploiters and in- 
terlopers, whether or not the reputation 
is deserved. Russia and international 
communism have no such stigma in Asia, 
where their bloody, nationalistic record 
is not generally known. And while the 
western colonial powers have granted— 
under pressure—independence to former 
colonies, these concessions themselves 
do not whitewash the reputations. Fur- 
ther, since the war the U.S.A. in par- 
ticular has supported all over the, world 
illiberal regimes—in Greece, Korea, Jap- 
an, for instance. It is a very unappealing 
way of winning the confidence and co- 
operation of Asian people desiring econ- 
omic and social change. 

. - ° 

True, the U.S.A. has forced these illi- 
beral governments to institute land re- 
forms and has helped improve the lot 
of the natives through gifts of money 
and food. But Communists walk into a 
native village and says: “Support us and 
we will take that rich man’s farm and 
house and divide it among you, You will 
all be happy and full of food.” Western 
democracy can make no such direct and 
simple appeal. The Communists may not 
live up to their promises, or, if they do 
re-divide the land, the people may not 
find themselves better off. They will 
merely have changed one set of masters 
for another. But by then the Commun- 
ists have the power they sought by their 
promises and dramatic first actions. 

* * е 

The West, under the leadership of the 
U.S.A. is now finding itself in the role 
of foreign occupier, with its armies tear- 
ing up Asian soil and killing Аз!ап peo- 
ple. In this unenviable position how can 
it gain the confidence of Asia? 

Communism is now exploiting the 
Asian peoples' desire for change from 
the old economic and social order which 
has given them so little іп terms of 
human welfare. The democratic West 
сап nuture that desire, too, if less dra- 
matically than Communism can. But it 
will not do it by guns and bombs and 
armed intervention fer the sake of de- 
mocratic principles which most Asians 
neither know nór understand. .

In most areas of Asia the resources 
are insufficient to feed and clothe the 
people. The countries which have a new 
independence cannot from their own 
soll, machines and skills meet the tre- 
mendous tasks which confront. them 
without help from external sources. If 
they are going to seek that help from 
the democracies rather than from Com- 
munist Rusia, the democracies must not 
only advertise the superiority of their

Miscellaneous Protestants 
Canada ig а very religious, or denom- 
inationelly-minded, country, if опе 
judges from statistics. We have never 


yet read a federal, provincial or munici- , 


pal report on the religions of our citizens 
where the tabulation did not add up to 
the total population. And there is never 
a category labelled ‘atheists’, ‘infidels’, 
‘free-thinkers’, or just plain No Rell- 
gion’. Everybody in Canada has a. rell- 
gion, it seems. E 
, Take, for instance the annual assess- 
ment report for the city of Peterborough, 
the statement on religious dehomina- 
tions. At the time the survey was made 
(earliér this year) there weré 36,716 
people in Peterborough. Each one of 
those 36,116 people 15 given, or claims to 
һауе, а denominational affiliation. The 
last item in the tabulation is “Miscellan- 
eous (Protestants)". Miscellaneous Prot- 
estants indeed: Here are the statistics in 
the Report: United Church 12,712; 
Church of England, 8,237; Roman Cath- 
olic, 8,303; Presbyterlan 2,838; Baptist, 
2,025; Salvation Army, 671; Pentecostal, 
284; Jewish, 256; Church of the Open 
Bible, 183; Gospel Hall, 229; Apostolic, 
137; Christian Missionary Alliance 65; 
Free Methodist, 76; Christian 3 
24; Assembly Hall, 14; and, finally, 

all these categories exhausted, Miscel- 
laneous (Protestant), 662.” 

We take this to mean that there аге 
662 Protestants in the city who, for one 
reason or another have not put their 
names down as nominal,adherents, even 
in a vague sort of way, of the Church 
of England or the United Church. We 
take this to mean that there is not а 
single atheist, agnostic, infidel, or free- 
thinker in the whole city. That is really 
remarkable, and a tribute to the in- 
fluence of organized religion in this 
area, or to the persistence of census- 
takers in demanding that everybody 
must have some kind of religion, that 
the space simply can’t be left blank. We 
see the census-taker sucking his lips, his 
pencil hovering over the blank space. 
‘Come now, you must have some sort of 
religion. Who married you? Who is going 
to bury you? Well, if you aren’t Roman 
Oatholle and you aren't one of these oth- 
ers, you must be Church of England or 
United Church. Which?” And we can 
hear the bewildered answer: “Yes.” 

Lest we have read too much into these 
assessment statistics of 1950, we give the 
caution which is printed as a footnote 
to the table: “This statement is not to 
be taken as a religious census. In com- 
piling the statement all occupants are 
classified according to thé religion of the 
householder.”

Hilaire Belloc has 
written а carol ог .two, but he is over 
eighty, and wrote his carols decades 
ago. Walter de la Mare has written some 
fine Christmas verse but not, so far as 
we know, a carol. T. S. Eliot, one of the 
finest of living poets, and also one of 
the greatest of living Christian apolo- 
gists, has written no carols. Of living 
poets only {пе пате of Eleanor Farjeon 
comes to mind as that of a writer of 
really good verses for carols. 

What is the matter? Is it that modern 
poets lack the spontaneity, the unpre- 
meditated upsurge of joy in the heart, 
which has given us so many of the fine 
carols of the past? The situation will 
right itself. in the course of time, but 
. meanwhile it is curious that this gap in 
modern poetry should exist.

IR Hugh Allen, the well-known English 

organist, choirmaster, professor of music 
and general power behind thé scenes іп the 
English musical scene, was famed for his 
dynamic personality.

Try and 
widen your sympathies, especially with re- 
gard to contemporary music, so that you can 
act as an inferpreter to the public. To or- 
ganists: play rhythmically on your un- 
rnythmic instrument. If you cannot réad 
from open vocal score or transpose fluently 
learn to do so; these are invalubale accom- 
plishments. To radio reeitallsts: cut out the 
s,gna.ure tune—it has become a stale de- 
vice,

Witt writing this article news came 

through that E. J. Moeran, the composer, 
died on Dec. 1, in Ireland. Born in England 
in 1894, his father was a country clergyman 
of Irish origin, while his mother was of Nor- 
folk stock. A good part of his life was spent 
in Norfolk, and he possessed in good measure 
the forthright realism of the East Anglian. 
At the same time; beneath the bluff exterior 
he concealed a highly poetic and idealistic 
temperament that may have come ftom his 
Irish ancestry. He served in the First World 
War from 1914 till 1917, when he was wound- 
ed. On his demobilization in 1919 he held 
a teaching appointment at his old school for 
a short time, but soon afterwards he studied 
music under John Ireland. He came into 
trlendship with Philip Heseltine (Peter War- 
lock) and his group, and with them was 
strongly influenced by Frederick Delius. He 


wrote ior a wide variety of smaller fofms, 
of which his songs are probably the most 
significant. Amongst hls finest works is the 
Nocturne for baritone solos, chorus and ore 
chestra, to words by Robert Nichols, the 
poet, a personal friend of the composer, and 
dedicated to the memory of Delius. Later in 
life he seemed to be entering à new phase, 
and turned his attention more and more to 
larger works. His symphony, written in 1938, 
received favourable attention, and has been 
repeated since on several occasions. He has 
also written concerti for piano, violin and 
cello. He married Peers Coetmore, thé 
cellist, comparatively laté in life, and the 
cello concerto and other works for that in- 
strument were written expressly for her.

MO9ERAN was passionately interested in 
folksongs, and spent a good deal of time 
collecting and arranging them, This influ» 
ence shows in his music, though in a differ» 
ent way from Vaughan.

1 still think that be wee at his best 
in. his shorter, more lyric works. Not that 
а good sóng is айу easier to write than а 
good symphony.

and windmills of East Anglia and the ro- 
mantic valleys of Erin. His death is a loss 
to the musical world and to his many friends 
and admirers. 


I reply? My answer (which I have given 
many times) is that I am a Catholic for I was

Bone Bank For Patients

PARIS, Dec. 26 —(Reuters)—| - 


At least one Paris hospital has а 
"bone bank," established on the 
lines of the widely-used “blood 
banks.” 

Treatment of bone diseases, so 
difficult to cure before the Sec- 
ond World War, has become al- 
most routine, and skull, hip, leg. 
arm and shoulder bones are re- 


placed in surgical ар зањ al- | 


most every day. 

Since 1946. more than 1.000 
bone operations have been suc- 
cessfully performed іп French 
hospitals. Fifteen bone banks 
throughout the country maintain 
an adequate supply of limbs. 

The bone bank at 
Beaujon Hospital last year re- 
placed 150 bones ranging from 
shin bones to jaw bones. 


Artificial bone grafting is the 
job of a medical joiner, different | 


from heart and brain surgery, but 
calling for just as much precision.

Comb Terrain 


Meanwhile, a record 120 survey 
crews combed terrain from Mani- 
toba to the Pacific Ocean in search 
of likely oil country. They travel- 
led by truck, airplane, helicop- 
ter, оп foot and оп horseback. 
Many parties trudged through 
Northern Alberta Muskeg, seldom 
traversed by man. 

In December, 145 drilling rigs 
were following up their work. 
Eighty - опе меге developing 
known fields. Sixty-four were as- 
signed to wildcat (exploratory) 
ventures. Of these, 130 rigs were 
engaged in Alberta; nine in Sas- 
katchewan, four in British Colum- 
bia and two in Manitoba. 

While efforts spread far afield, 
the main success was recorded in 
Central Alberta. 

Greatest drilling activity cen- 
tred in the Redwater Field, 45 
miles northeast о! Edmonton, 
which more than doubled its total 
producing wells and almost treb- 
led its output over the previous 


year. Much of the oil went into 
new pipeline. 

Unlike the irregular Leduc 
Field, Redwater has shaped up so 
far as a solid oblong of produc- 
ing wells іп an area 20 miles long 
and three miles wide. Efforts are 
being mde to find whether the 
oil-bearing reef, 3,200 feet below 
the surface, extends beyond pre- 
sent known limits. 

Leduc's irregular characteristics 
brought some surprises during the 
year. One company drilled on the 
site of a "dry hole" and got oil. 
An independent company brought 
a lease which a major oil firm 
had allowed to lapse, and struck 
oil. A persistent Calgary ollman, 
undeterred by a series of misfor- 
tunes, finally got oil south of the 
known limits and opened a new 
chapter in the field's history. 

Fill Blank Spots 


Numerous smaller companies 
launched ventures іп the area. А 
number succeeded. Blank spots in 
the ring of fields around Edmon- 
ton were partly filled by dis- 
coveries at Stony Plain and Ach- 
eson, abotu six miles west of Ed- 


monton, ам at Ellerslie, four mil- 
-es south. 

Discoverles late in the year in- | 
dicated the pessibility of a line ot | 
oilfields extending southeast of 
Edmonton as far as Drumheller. 
Included in the chain were oil 
strikes at Camrose, Big Valley 
and Drumheller. 

Further development was un- 
dertaken in two fields in the same 
general chain discovered last year; 
Stettler, which grew to 23 wells, 
and Joseph Lake, which increas- 
ed to 20. 

2000 Ой Wells 


Near the year end, there were 
almost 2,000 producing oil wells 
in Alberta. Official figures for the 
first nine months of the year 
showed production totalling 18,- 
850,000 barrels, an increase of al- 
most 4,500,000 over last year’s re- 
cord. It was worth $56,570,000 to 
producers, an increase of $15,000,- 
000 over last year. 

Unofficial estimates for the 
whole year’s output in Alberta 
ranged up to 27,100,000 barrels. 
Saskatchewan was expected to 
yield more than 1,000,000 barrels. 
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An unofficial forecast for next 
year, with great lakes pipeline 
in full operation, was 42,000,000 
barrels. 

During November the Manitoba 
government formally confirmed а 
show of oil near Melita, Man. It 
said however that more drilling is 
needed to decide whether the 


Manitoba well has commercial 
possibilities, and drilling was sus- 
pended until next spring.

OfHalfCentury

The tag was earned Jan. 16, 
1927, when Young stroked to 
world-wide prominence by win- 
ning the 20-mile Catalina Mara- 
thon between the mainland and 
Santa Catalina Island off the 
coast of California.

George Young won 
headlines in Canada 
United States. 

He was feted and cheered and 
the acclaim to the Toronto 
youngster reached dizzy heights 
because George and his story 
oozed with human-interest. 

Born in Scotland, he came to 
Toronto with his widowed mother 
who scrubbed floors to make ends 
meet. George learned to swim 
with other kids of his'neighbor- 
hood — Cabbagetown — in the 
muddy Don River in Toronto's 
east-central section. 

Seven Nominated 

Seven others were nominated, 
swimmers whose careers date 
back to 1910 and up through 
every decade to the present. 


There was George Hodgson of 
Montreal, a member of McGill 
University and the Montreal 
Athletic Association, who won the 
“outstanding” tag by winning the 
1,500-metre event in the 1912 
Olympics at Stockholm. He prac- 
tically revolutionized swimming 
at the longer distances, such as 
the 1,500, and brought real speed 
to the game in those days. Hodg- 
son still is living in Montreal. 

Frank McGill of Montreal— 
now an RCAF air vice-marshal— 
was a swimming sprinter whose 
career dated around 1910-1923. 
Also from Montreal, he was a 
water-polo expert and starred on 
both McGill and MAAA water- 
polo teams. Both he and Hodgson 
were іп the Royal Navy Air 
Service in the First World War.

Some voters ' thought these 
rated the "outstanding" label: 

The brother-sister combination 
of Bob and Irene Pirie of Tor- 
onto who made great splashes in 
the swimming world in the 30s 
and 40s; Irene Strong of Van- 
couver and Pete Salmon of Vic- 
toria, BC, representatives of 
Canada in the 1948 Olympic 
games at London and the 1950 
British Empire games at Auck- 
land, NZ; and Cliff Lumsden, 
Toronto marathoner who won the 
1949 and 1950 Canadian National 
Exhibition swims.

Toronto Failures 


Legal and managerial tangles 
had him in a constant state of 
confusion’ and. despair and he 
failed several times to live up to 
his Catalina performance before 
Toronto crowds. 

The cheers turned to jeers when 
he entered the 1927. Canadian 
National Exhibition 21-mile swim 
and was taken from the water 
after struggling through 5% 
miles. 

In 1928 not one entrant of the 
199 completed the Toronto water- 
front course owing to the ex- 
tremely cold water. Young stayed 
in about four hours. It was de- 
clared “по race," and he received 
a slice of the purse, together with 
13 others. 

In 1929 he was removed trom 
the water unconscious after an 
attack of cramps. In 1930 his 
nemesis was temporary blindness 
and cramps. 

Won in 1931 

He retrieved his falling for- 
tunes and rewarded the hopes of 
his following in 1931 when 
he won the 15-mile marathon but 
the following year he again suf- 
fered eclipse when he sank at the 
nine-mile mark and was hauled 
out. In 1933, temporary blindness 
forced him out after 5% miles. 

He married Margaret Ravior of 
Philadelphia, winner of the 1930 
and 1931 women’s marathon 
swims at Toronto and moved to 
the Quaker City in 1933.

Jack Wright 
Canada s Best 
In Tennis World

TORONTO, Dec, 26 —(CP)— 
The greatest tennis player Canada 
produced in the half century just 
ending was Jack Wright, the 
handsome doctor who represented 
Canada in Davis Cup play for 11 
years and was ranked first in 
the dominion for seven. 

He was chosen today іп а 
Canadian Press poll of sports 
editors and sportscasters by a 
decisive margin over Marcel 
Rainville, the pint-sized French- 
Canadian who was his partner in 
Davis Cup play. 

They died within three months 
of each other іп 1949, Wright of 


Rainville tragically in June. His 
body was found in the St. Law- 
rence River near Montreal A 
pile of clothing and his name on 
a sheet of paper lay nearby. 
Runners-Up 


Brendan Macken of Montreal, 
Canada's top-ranking player in 
1950, and Henri Rochon, his fel- 
low townsman who ranks No. 2, 
were tied for thitd place in the 
poll. Lorne Main, the 20-year- 
old Vancouver shotmaker, and 
Willard Crocker of Montreal, 
Wright’s doubles partner on sev- 
eral Davis Cup teams, were the 
only other players mentioned. 

Wright was the first player 
Canada produced to rank with the 
best in the world. He frequently 
toppled men ranked among the 
first 10 in the United States, and 
In the 1927 Davis Cup series with 
Japan at Montreal he defeated 
Тасһеісһі. Harada, ranked third 
in the world behind Bill Tilden 
апа Bill Johnson of the United 
States. 

Champion іп 1927 

Wright won the Canadian 
championship in 1927, 1929 and 
1931 and ranked first in Canada 
for seven consecutive years. He 
was on every Davis Cup team be- 
tween 1923 and 1933. 

Rainville, the best player 
French Canada ever produced, 


was on Davis Cup teams from 


1929 to 1934. Ranked No. 2 to 
Wright in 1930 and 1931, he took 
over the top spot and the Can- 
adian title in 1932 when Wright 
retired.

Coat Ignited 

According to Ruth, eldest of 
the children, an overheated stove 
ignited a coat that had been 
placed too near it. In a few 
seconds flames were leaping up 
the walls of the frame dwelling 
and the whole place—including 
the family Christmas tree with 
the. gifts carefully arranged 
around it—was soon consumed in 
а fiery mass. 

The frightened children had to 
flee for their lives, insufficient- 
ly clothed for the near-zero out- 
side temperature. Ruth ran to 
the nearby home of Sandy Jacobs 
for help, but by the time the 
villagers arrived the dwelling was 
a crumbling heap of red-hot ash. 

The other four children were 
all standing around helplessly 
in the. bitter weather. Their 
home, possessions, and prospects 
for a happy Christmas. had all 
disappeared in the flames, 

They were bundled off to a 
neighbor’s home and the: family 
is now living in crowded quar- 
ters at their grandmother's 
home. 

Fund Started 

Local residents were quick to 
do something about their plight. 
Jars to collect money for John- 
stons were placed in a couple 
of village stores. Red Cross 
branches in Lakefield and Pe- 
terborough were contacted for 
immediate help, and they com- 
plied with parcels of food, cloth- 
ing and groceries. 

Branch 52 of the Canadian Le- 
gion is also giving what assist- 
ance it can to the family. 

An unofficial committee was 
soon formed to collect lumber 
and building materials for a new 
home for the Johnstons. The 
committee was headed by Pro- 
vincial Constable Bert Howden 
of Apsley; the Rev. Willard: B.

Must Increase 
Prayers. 
To Cain Benefits 


VATICAN CITY, Dec. 26 (AP) 
— Roman Catholics - throughout 
the world learned today that they 
will be expected to increase their 
prayers—particularly prayers for 
peace of the world—to gain the 
benefits of the extension of Holy 
Year. 

The papal bull extending Holy 
Year through 1951 was signed by 
the Pope Christmas Day, after 
closing of the 1950 “Anno Santo,” 
The bull, etnitled "Per Annum 
Sacrum," was published today 5y 
the Vatican newspaper. 

The 1950 jubilee drew 4,000,000 
Roman Catholics to Rome to gain 
the Holy Year's spiritual bene- 
fits. To achieve those benefits in 
in 1951, the papal bull said, the 
faithful throughout the world 
must say more prayers and must 
especialy invoke the intercession 
of the Virgin Mary. The crowning 
event of the 1950 Holy Year was 
the proclamation as dogma of tho 
assumption of the virgin bodily 
into heaven. 

“Everyone,” -the paper said in 
explaining the bull, "can realize 
the opportuneness of invoking 
during this period, again so men- 
acing, the most holy virgin. queen 
of peace." 


Must Say Prayers. 


When a Roman Catholic is of- 
fering prayers to gain the spirit- 
ual benefits, he must recite five 
times the “Our Father," the “Hil 
Mary" and the "Glory be to the 
Father," plus one of each for the 
intentions of the Pope. Ín add- 
ition the “Credo” must be recit- 


ed. Then three additional “Hail 


Marys" must be recited 
with the invocation, 
Peace, pray for us,” and finally 
one “Salve Regina.” These are 
obligatory under the terms of the 
bull, but .it also urges that the 
prayer composed by the Pope for 
Holy Year also be recited. 

The 1950 Holy Year, the recita- 
tion three times of the “Our 
Father,” the “Hail Mary” and the 
"Glory be to the Father” and 
“Credo,” along with prayers for 
the Pope’s intentions, were re- 
quired. Otherwise, rules for 
achieving the 1951. indulgence— 
pardon for temporal punishment 
due for sin— are similar to those 
followed in Rome. Roman Cath- 
olics seeking the benefits will be 
required to visit designated 
churches. As during 1950, the In- 
dulgence may be acquired as 
many times as the requirement 

——— for it are fulfilled.

Ontario Cities 
Much Alike 
‘Says Humpage 


In his.scanning of the muni- 
cipal scene from his post as mu- 
nicipal auditor, Edward Hump- 
age remarked recently that On- 
tario communities are much alike 
in all the facilities they have to 
provide with consequent costs. 

Peteioorough is only one of 
the provincial cities withinn the 
35,000 to 50,000 brackets facing 
the problems of increasing popu- 
lation and physical expansion. If 
others have been trying to put 
off the day of spending, it will 
finally catch up with them, and 
eventually they will all level ofi 
at about the same tax rates. 

That is the price of the growth 
of Canada in the last ten to fif- 
teen years, in which enterprising 
communities have been sharing, 
Mr. Humpage said. 

Primary and secondary schools 
have to be built, townspeople re- 
quire hospital accommodation, 
new houging sub-divisions impose 
expenditure for streets and sew- 
ers and water mains, electric 
light lines, sidewalks and all the 
rest of the pattern of improve- 
ment that is the evidence of new 
energy and liveliness. 

Collection and disposal of gar- 
bage entail costs, and modern 
sewage channels have to be pro- 
vided, 

Peterborough does not stand 
alone in the pressure of prob- 
lems of paved streets, parking 
space, annexations and so on. 

If Peterborough has been more 
active {һап some of its sister 
cities, and at least as enterpris- 
ing as the others, it has been 
accomplishing what all will have 
to do in turn. New fire halls 
and police stations, higher civic 
salaries, are only incidents of the 
general trend across Canada, with 
its increasing population, And as 
to costs, there is not much evi- 
dence that work which has been 
done ог is in course of comple- 
tion would have been any cheap- 
er by delay until 1951. 

Maybe there is a seed of com- 
fort and reassurance in the com- 
ment of Mr, Humpage.

Revamped North Korean Divisions Expected 
To Help Launch New Drive 
Strategy Use of Overwhelming Numbers 


TOKYO, Dec. 27—(AP)—Gen. MacArthur’s headquaricrs 
said today that more than 1,350,000 Communist troops are 
poised to strike at United Nations forces in Korea. Light æi- 
tacks were beaten off along Korea's mid-section but the Reds 
still held off their threatened second invasion of South Korea 


with their vast tide of man- 
power. MacArthur estimated 
that 444,406 Reds are deployed 
along the front stretching 
across the peninsula south of 
parallel 38. He reported 277,173 of 
those troops are Chinese and the 
rest are North Koreans. ' 

Nearly 1,000,000 others, he said, 
are either en route to the front 
or in reserve in Manchuria. 

In the forefront of the expected 
assault is a revamped Red Korean 
army of 23 divisions and three 
brigades. Eleven of the divisions 
were identified during the last 12 
days as their patrols probed the 
allied defence positions. 


New Divisions 


Many of the new North Korean 
divisions are believed comprised 
of newly-trained troops. 
quarters said as many as 130,000 
Koreans were reported in train- 
ing in Manchuria. Headquarters 
added: 

“The enemy hes the capability 
of placing several additional 
North Korean divisions in the 
field in the very near future." 

The new allied field comman- 
der in Korea set the motto for 
his troops. Lt.-Gen. Matthew В. 
Ridgway met President Syngman 
Rhee of South Korea for the first 
time and said: 

“1 am to stay." 

His remark, coupled with rede- 
ployment of the 105,000-man U.S. 
10th corps, in Southeast Korea 
and regrouping. of U. S. Eighth 
Army troops all along the 150- 
mile border, gave mounting indi- 
cation that the allies intend to 
make a strong fight for South 
Korea. 

Chinese and Red Korean pa- 
trols probed restlessly for soft 
spots along the 150-mile border. 
This is a customary Communist 
prelude to battle.

Fear Russian Intervention 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27—(AP) | 


y don't Allied bombers blast cal, 


the big power dams on the joint 
Communist border of Manchuria 
and North Korea? 

Unofficially апд informally 
(which means they *can't be 
named) some defence officials in 
Washington offer one explana- 
tion: 

Russia might seize on destruc- 
tion of the Communist power 
plants on the Yalu river bound- 
ary as a pretext to take an open 
hand in the Far East war. On 
the other hand slíe might not, 
but the gravity of the risk out- 
weighes the ‘military value of 
destroying the dams. 

Just who has the responsibility 
бог staying bomb attacks on the 
dams isn't quite clear. Defence 
officials vaguely refer questions 
to "a higher level“ and to Gen. 
MacArthur's headquarters at 
Tokyo. 


There appears to be no taci- 
purely-military reason why 
the bombing couldn't be done. 

The U.S. air force could use 
a technique developed by the R. 
A.F. during Second World War 
in Attacks on German dams. 

In those attacks, large delayed- 
action bombs were dropped, 
somewhat in the fashion of ma- 
rine mines, near the base of the 
dam. When they expléded a few 
minutes or a few hours later, 
the foundation of the dam was 
blasted away and the structure 
collapsed at that point. 

In the Yalu river power de- 
velopment there are seven dams, 
two off which are operating and 
five projected. 

With China's эреп entrance іп- 
to Ше Korean war, the dams 
would appear to haye a higher 
priority than in the days when 
only North Korean Communists 
were battling. the U.N. forces.

soloists for concert work, usually 
associated with the late Walter 
Stocker. 

One of his outstanding contri- 
butions to the social welfare of 
Peterborough was during the de- 
pression which broke upon the 
world early in 1930. During the 
First War he placed the Examiner 
behind the continuing campaign 
for support of the familles and 
other dependents on active ser- 
vice, at а time when most of that 
financing was by local effort. 


Red Cross Work 


In later years his main interest 
was centred in the Red Cross 
Society and the Blood Donors 
Clinic during the Second World 
War, and more recently in the 
organization of its blood bank, 

Mr. Glover led a full and active 
life. He possessed the newspaper- 
man's sweep of interests and as 
manager of the Examiner he 
placed its influence behind all the 
public and civic causes in the 
promotion of Peterborough enter- 
prise. 

In his younger days һе was а 
star in hockey and lacrosse, and 
out of his experience in athletics 
he finally became president of the 
Ontario Hockey Association from 
1918 to 1920, finally a life mem- 
ber of its directorate. 

He was long associated with 
the Peterborough Club of which 
he had been a director, was a 
member of the Curling Club at 
one time. Gardening and music 
were enduring hobbies, indicating 
а facet of his character on the 
cultural side of life. 


Great Patience 


Mr. Glover possessed a great 


gift of patience and forbearance, 
and as reported of him on one 
occasion of centennial year 
recollections his personality was 
above such pettiness аз. the 
grudge and spite. It may be men- 
tioned again as illustrating that 
side of his fine nature, that he 
was one of the few remaining 
friends of the late John Hamp- 
den Burnham, the Conservative 
candidate who defeated J. R. 
Stratton in 1911. 

Mr. Glover was great in the 
fineness of heart and sentiment, 
a man of deep loyalties to those 
associated with him in many af- 
fairs of athletics and business and 
community engagements. His 
sympathies reached out to теп 
of misfortune, and it is a fact 
some of those whom he first met 
during the relief days of the de- 
pression still received occasional 
aid since then. He was happy 
in his home life, in business, in 
his fraternal connections, and re- 
mained unchanged in the modesty 
of his spirit with all the success 
and color of his career. 


Kindly Guidance 


Several generations of Peter- 
borough newsboys learned the 
essentials of business life under 
the fatherly interest of Mr. Glov- 
er, and many have always looked 
back gratefully on that relation- 
ship as timely and kindly guid- 
ance into the responsibilities of 


| youth and manhood. 


“Rollie Glover was a great 
citizen, and one of nature's gen- 
tleman,” із the tribute of John E. 
Sullivan, who was in the city 
council with him, and that briefly 
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summarizes his fine qualities of 
heart and mind. 

Mr, Glover headed the alder- 
manic poll in the election of 1936. 

As one of the little ironies of 
life, a friend recalled that he had 
tickets for a recent hockey game 
and invited Mr. Glover. 

The declining reply was: 
“Thanks, but.I don’t feel like it.” 

Once upon a time, Rollie Glover 
was the defense idol of Peterbor- 
ough fans in the old Brock St. 


He was president of the Peter- 
borough Hockey Club 15 years, 
and this year was elected Life 
Member. Owner of the Brock St. 
Arena before its last transfer, and 
also the Royal Theatre, he was 
once co-owner of the Grand 
Opera House with the late R. R. 
Hall and the late G. L. Hay, 

Mr, Glover was one of the old- 
est members of Corinthian Lodge 
having been a Mason for almost 
50 years. He was also a member 
of the Independent Order of Odd- 
fellows, the Peterborough Club 
and the past president of the 
Kawartha Golf and Country Club, 

Mr. Glover was a member of St. 
Paul’s Presbyterian Church, had 
served on its board of managers, 
and was an exemplary member 


j | іп his attendance. He was at one 
t.|time a lieutenant in the 57th 
Kilia- | Regiment. 


He leaves his wife, the former 
Armene Laplante, his son Max- 
well Glover and daughters, Mrs. 
William McFadden (Isobel), Mrs. 
James White (Nina) and Mrs. E. 
А. Ayrheart (Jessie), all of Peter- 
borough; his brother Mr. Terrett 
Glover, and sisters, Miss Jessie 
F. Glover, also of Peterborough, 
and Mrs. Carleton Perry of Proc- 
tor, Vt. 

The body is resting at his late 
residenf, 361 Park St. North, 
until Friday at 2 p.m, when the 
funeral will be conducted at St. 
Paul's Church by the Rev. C. G. 
Boyd. Interment will be a Little 
Lake cemetery. 

Mr. Glovér was born in Ash- 
burnham son of Peter Glover and 
his wife, Isobel Milligan. That 
neighborhood across the river was 
a separate municipality in those 
days, with thriving industry and a 
spirit of self-sufficiency which 
probably stemmed from its num- 
erous Scottish community. Even 
beyond the turn of the century it 
was still known as the Scotch vil- 
lage suggesting to Mr. Gtover а 
kinship of common ancestry. His 
father was a retail meat dealer, 
occupying a shop on the west side 
of Mark St, around the corner 
from Hunter St. 

From the High Schoo! class in 
the old Ashburnham school, 
among whose teachers at various 
times were the fathers of Hon. J. 
R. Stratton and E. R. Wood, To- 
ronto financier, Mr. Glover 
switched to a course in bookkeep- 
ing and shorthand at the Peter- 
borough Business College. 


Started As Office Bey 


When that preparation was 
finished he went directly to the 
Peterborough Examiner as office 
boy, and gradually became the 
confidant and eventually adviser 
of the man who had engaged him 
and ultimately became Provincial 
Secretary of Ontario, Hon. J. R. 
Stratton. Mr. Glover was strong- 
ly attracted to newspaper work 
from his first day’s introduction 
to the Examiner, and while he 
took increasing interest in it he 
also managed to find time for 
lacrosse and hockey in which he 
developed remarkable profici- 
ency. 

He played point or rear defense 
on two Peterborough OHA cham- 
pionship hockey teams in 1902 
and 1906. 

In winning that first title, 
Peterborough took the final round 
from Galt 7-6; and in 1906 they 
travelled west to Goderich, taking 
the two-game series by 14-8. That 
was опе of the great provincial 
teams of those first 10 winters 
of the century. Just to recall 
them: Goal, Ernie Wasson; de- 
fense, R. M. Glover and Harold 
Armstrong, and subsequently Bill 
Crowley; rover, Fred Whitcroft; 
wings, Roy Armstrong and Chris 
Graham, and centre, Harry Mor- 
gan. Bill Cavanagh also played 
on that team. 

Mr, Glover was a powerful de- 
fense man, fearless in bodily con- 
tacts of the game, and always a 
fine sportsman. 

The Peterborough Lacrosse 
Club is almost forgotten with 
PAAA grounds in Ashburnham 
that was their playing field. Some 
of the stars of that time were: 
Percy Rubidge, Lionel King, Jim 
McCabe, Jack Mein, Walter Phe- 
lan, Fred Dobbin, George Lipsett, 
Jack McCabe, Rollie Glover and 
others. They captured one dham- 
pionship, Glover and Lipsett had 
tough assignments at inside and 
outside home, within the enemy’s 
defense.

It may be recalled as evidence 


of expedience in amplifying news 
from the world at large that stock 
broketagé rooms upstairs at the 
corner of Hunter and George 
streets dsed to receive brief flash- 
ең of foreign events, telegraphed 
from some Buffalo headquarters, 
They afforded incidental news to 
the customers, but to the mi- 
ner they became almost daily 
features, amplified in office 
elaboration, and dressed up with 
eye-catching headings. 

That rce proved valuable, 
but Mr. vers chief interest 
was ій local news of the city and 
district even down to the personal 
column and the brief “nuggets”. 
It seemed that nothing іп the ор- 
position papers, both the old Daily 
Review and Morning Times, es- 
aped his roving eye for “scoops”, 

Comparisón with the "eremy" 
was a daily staff anxiety. In his 
mild manner, Mr. Glover often 
would mention some four or five 
line item that had not appeared 
in the Examiner, a miniature 
“scoop”. То balance the account 
with approval he would also name 
Examiner stories which had been 
exclusive, and with more empha- 
sis of appreciation he would 
casually comment: “That was 4 
fine story we had last night”. 

There were the little daily 
stuff of newspaper work, apart 
from major reporting, that doubt- 
less carried the Examiner in an 
increasing number of homes. 

Management took charge of 
larger phases of newspaper enter- 
prise, for that contribution in 
those days most of the credit was 
due to Mr, Glover. He had a 
sound sense of publicity, and also 
of his newspaper’s responsibility 
to the publie.. And, many.a page 
of advertising was designed and 
written by his own hand. 

That was the course of his àd- 
vancement from office. boy to 
owner. 

He had spent long hours in 
making the Examiner a better 
newspaper, and his attention em- 
braced every department, news, 
mechanical, circulation, account- 
ing advertising. 


Depression Years 


In the depression of the 1930’s 
R. M. Glover quietly assumed a 
leadership which is most grate- 
fuly remembered by those who 
were aware of his contributions 
апа leadership in marshalling aid 
for persons and families who had 
no way of helping themselves. 

The Examiner itself became an 
agency of relief, and only last 
night a little item in the “Days 
Gone By” corner of the Examiner, 
appeared this significant mention 
under date of Dec. 26, 1930: “A 
midnight show at the Capitol 
theatre raises $540 for the Ex- 
aminer relief fund”. = 

It is also recalled that even 
homeless men on the road passed 
the word to many of their wan- 
dering jobless fellows that there 
was a haven of hand-out in cloth- 
ing, boots, stockings, and tem- 
porary roof over their heads, 
available at the Examiner. 

It is too long a story to recall 
now аз a prolonged distressful 
experience. Miss Cathleen Mc- 
Carthy who shared much of Mr. 
Glover's confidence in the charit- 
able work he carried on ая ob- 
scurely as possible mentioned to- 
day one Christmas when they dis- 
tributed two baskets of groceries 
and other - domestic goods to 
homes in dire need. They motored 
about the city until after mid- 
night making calls that had come 
late to their list of recipients. Mrs. 
Harold Dunford assisted them on 
one of those late occasions. 

When some one mentioned а 
few. repeaters, Mr, Glover's com- 
ment was “Oh, well they need it, 
and what if it is an extra basket”. 

The Examiner relief fund at 


one time reached $1,500 collected | 64 


from dances, theatre nights and 
other community affairs in which 
the public cheerfully assisted. 

Mr. Glover and Mr. James Dut- 
ton were appointed to a relief 
committee set up and financed by 
the city council, a grim and heart- 
breaking duty that had to be per- 
formed with kindness on the one 
hand, and restraint on the other 
in disbursing. public money. 

The council became a tearful 
place at those meetings when 
many good citizens were reduced 
to the stage of having to seek 
public charity. 

Some of the recipients were 
men wearing medals of the First 
World War, and of those who 
were tramping the highways and 
riding trains many were sockless 
and with hole$ worn through the 
soles of their shoes. 

It was a cold world, but that 
committee, some of the members 
are forgotten at the moment, 
managed to keep destitute fami- 
lies with fires in their stoves 
and food on their table, and with 
clothing for their children, with- 
out too heavy a demand on the 
civic treasury, reinforced by gov- 
ernment aid. 

It was an unforgettable experi- 
ence in a protrac social and 
industrial crisis for which the 
nation as a whole was unpre- 


pared. 

Miss McCarthy remarked today 
that Mr. Glover gave largely of 
his own money for the cause of 
relief when the Examiner Fund 
was drained to a low level by the 
necessities of families.

ganization. Field Marshal. Montgom- 
eary’s command is expected to come into 
the broader organization under.General 
Eisenhower.

It may be objected that these three 
great military leaders are now ten years 
older than they were when the first steps 
were being taken to organize the suc- 
cessful campaigns which brought Ger- 
many to subjugation in Western Europe. 
Viscount Montgomery is now 63; Gen- 
eral Eisenhower is 60, and Viscount 
Alexander has just turned 59. They are 
not old men, and there are none more 
experienced or reputable to assume dir- 
ect command of western democracy’s 
military organization for its own de- 
fence. 


Weather Proud 


Canadians are pretty cocky about 
their country. They are even proud of its 
weather, The Englishman’s complacency 
in the wetness of that country (the Bri- 
tish groaning about their rain is an in- 
verted national snobbery) is outdone by 


the Canadian smugness. when the 
weather here is “typical”. By typical, 
they mean hot as the devil in summer, 
radiant as a tapestry in the fall, and 
cold as,all-get-out іп winter.. When 
Canadian weather lives up to ité reputa- 
tion, wé as a race positively ooze. self- 
satisfaction. 

For instance, this Christmas Nature 
was just what the picture post-cards. 
ordered: white snow on the ground, bril- 
liant sunshine, and a real nip in the 
air. Most people we know kept one eye on 
the thermometer and only the other on 
the turkey. When the mercury went 
down to zero their pride was unbounded. 
“Gosh, it’s cold, isn’t it? Better watch 
your ears ... Real Christmas weather”. 
From one end of this sub-zero district to 
the other the pride in the temperature 
kept hearts warm. Fortunate the few 
with visiting friends from overseas or 
the Antipodes who could take special 
pleasure in showing off “real Canadian 
Christmas weather", 

The fact is that we as а people are 
heartily proud that Kipling dubbed Can- 
ada “Our Lady of the Snows”. And it's 
wonderful when the little lady dresses 
up as she is supposed to—especially at 
Christmas. Pride goeth after a fall in 
temperature. 


Little Encouragement To Save 
Money 


While the government boosts the pay 
of more than 300,000 persons directly or 
indirectly in the service of the country 
—the armed forces, the civil servants 
and the railway workers, it at the same 
time urges people to save money. The 
pay increases are, as we have already 
pointed out, inflationary. Тһе salting 
away of money, in government bords, 
banks and the like, is a check on infla- 
tion. But what real encouragement have 


private persons to save money to restrict | 


inflation, when the government itself 
gives inflationary increases in pay and 
in other ways spends money hand over 
fist? In fact, what the Government is 
expecting is unreasonable. It expects a 
person to put away a dollar (or a hun- 
dred) now, when its value is perhaps 60 
cents, and take it out again when the 
rainy day comes in two, five or ten years, 
and find it worth only 45 cents. For the 
government itself, by its spending, is 


depreciating the value of the dollar and 
inflating the country’s economy. 

Many Canadians will look coldly on 
the appeal to save money and buy 
bonds in these days of falling dollar 
values. Many will think.that the best 
kind of roof to build over their heads for 
a rainy day is a real roof, now, and not 
a financial one of paper dollars. Among 
them will be ex-service men—and there 
are about one million of them—who 
were disillusioned before. During their 
war service years they built up their 
savings, either by compulsory deferment 
of pay, remittances home, favourable 
bank balances,: or by buying Victory 
Bonds. (Canadian army troops overseas, 
not counting those based in Canada, or 
naval and air force people, subscribed to 
$60,227,050 worth of Victory Bonds). 
Those members of the armed forces were 
not at home to deal in real estate, buy 
houses and furniture, summer cottages 
or to expand businesses. But they came 
home in 1945 and 1946 with their nest- 
eggs to discover that their fortunes of 
several hundred or several thousand 
dollars, together with their war service 
gratuities, were worth perhaps seventy 
cents on the dollar which they thought 
they had invested. 

It is true that the salting away of 
money now is, from a national point of 
view, a good thing. It is a check-rein оп 
inflation. But the Government will have 
to do а large job of selling to convince 
private people that it is a good thing for 
them. And how can the Government, 
which spends so lavishly and itself seems 
so little concerned about inflation, be a 
convincing salesman of an economic 
‘device to which it pays little attention? 
Let the Government start to save money 
and the people may follow suit.

Politics and Baseball in the U.S.A. 


Unhappiness has come to Happy 
Chandler. Readers who are baseball fans 
wil Know that Mr. Chandler was ap- 
pointed Grand Commissioner of Organ- 
ized Baseball in the United States after 
the death of Judge Kenesaw Mountain 
Landis. They may also know that Mr. 
Charidler was recentiy voted out of the 
job by a majority verdict of major league 
baseball club owners. That is what has 
made Mr. Chandler unhappy, and he 
has refused to accept an offer of two 
years” salary—$120,000—in exchange for 
& letter of resignation. * 

Mr. Chandler appears to be puzzled by 
the dismissal vote, but that vote is not 
nearly as puzzling as his appointment in 
the first place. He enjoyed reasonable 
success as a Kentucky politician, and 
was elected as Senator from that State. 
His campaign ammunition consisted 
largely of a pleasant singing voice, the 
ability to play a genial buffoon, an in- 
fectious laugh, and an amiable person- 
ality. These qualities, added to a genuine 
love of baseball, hardly seemed fo qualify 
him for the post of Grand Commission- 
er. It quickly became clear they did not 
do so. 

The great mistake made by Mr. 
Chandler—but not the only one—was to 
look upon organized baseball as merely 
another and less complicated form of 
politics. The Washington Post points to 
the gravity of this error by saying that 
“whereas Americans have a very frivo- 
lous attitude toward politics, their atti- 
tude toward baseball is one of almost 
religious solemnity. It is perhaps the one 
sphere of our national life in which they 
will-tolerate no nonsense.” Judge Landis 
was the ideal man for the job; he ran 
the ball parks as though they were Fed- 
eral District court rooms. If a ball play- 
er bet on a horse race, the Judge was im- 
placable. The pitcher who hid à bit of 
emery paper in his glove to produce а 
“shine bal’ was instantly and severely 
punished. 

And Judge Landis was revered, at 
times cheered, by fans and by most own- 
ers and managers. Some of the latter 
were often hurt*by his decisions, but 
they knew only too well he had the full 
support of the fans.

Sir Arthur Currie was the first qasida 
to command Canadians in foreign fields. 
was trained and educated a$ а teacher, He 
moved to British Columbia where hé eventu- 
ally established himself in Victoria as 8 real 
estate and insurance agent, and where he 
joined the non-permanent militia. He early 
clashed with Sam Hughes (later Sir Sam), 
the Lindsay politician of dim, unenshrineq 
memory, who became Minister of National 
Defence. 

Currie was nobody's yes-man, but his post- 
war administration as Principal of McGill 
University shows an affirmative acceptance 
of Montreal business standards. 

Colonel Urquhart knew General Curtie 
well, and leans over backwards in his at- 
tempts to balance his reverence for his old 
chief and friend with post-war criticisms. 
Colonel Urquhart is scrupulous; “What hap- 
pened immediately thereafter at 4! 
Command Post cannot be stated vely 
or in any assured sequence, The shorthand 
notes available cover no more than disjoint- 
ed parts of the telephone conversations pass- 
ing to and fro, and the one field message 
available is fragmentary only." (p. 88) It 
does not matter what the incident. This in- 
dicates the scholarly care of the work, and 
the stuff of which history is made, but not 
the stuff which makes history. 

The book is an invaluable @ontribution to 
military annals by one who knew the cir- 
cumstances, the General and the times. There 
is a chapter of special interest to local read- 
ers on the Cobourg Libel suit, when Sir Ar- 
thur won his case against the Port Hope 
Guide. He sued for damages of $50,000 and 
was awarded $500 and costs. The costs of 


,the great suit were very heavy for the Port 


Hope Guide had published the statement in 
1927 about "deliberate and useless waste of 
humane life at Mons for the glorification of 
Canadian Headquarters". The case became 
а cause celebre, 

А great Canadian? It is possible to believe 
so, after reading this book. The reputations 
of generals always suffer after the war in 
which they became national heroes, and re- 
cover slowly, Colonel Urquhart has dili- 
gently and patiently examined his һего% 
stature in Ше light of Currie's detractors, 
and found Currie not. wanting in the impor- 
tant things which make for greatness. 

Sir Arthur has been dead 17 years. It is 
not long enough to put him in adequate per- 
spective. £

CAYUGA'S CHRISTMAS 


RCAF Declares 
Year 1950 
Best In History 


OTTAWA, Dec. 27 (CP) — The 
RCAF today called 1950 “the most 
significant peacetime period in 
its history” and predicted 1951 
will be more important still. . 

An official year-end review said 
this was a “year which saw the 
air force authorized to proceed 
with plans for recruiting many 
more officers and men, ordering 
hundreds of new aircraft and 
generally expanding its activities 
at home and abroad.” 

At year’s end, one transport 
squadron had been busy on the 
trans-Pacific airlift for Korea for 
five months. A fighter squadron 
was preparing to go to Britain to 
train with the RAF in the British 
Isles and on the Continent. 

On Nov. 30, the total manpower 
for the force was 17,284 and an 
unparalleled peacetime recruit- 
ing drive was on. Construction 
or rengvation of airfields was 
proceeding faster than ever in 
peacetime. A big program of 
radar construction was unfolding. 

More money was being funnel- 
led into the air force buildup than 
into either of the other two ser- 
vices and this emphasis appeared 
likely to get greater. 

Hundreds of two types of Can- 
adian-made fighter planes were 
on order and were expected to 
flow into big production in 1951 
for the “considerably more than 
five fighter squadrons” slated to 
come into existence.

Shabby Unkept Floor Spoils 
Neatly Furnished Room 


A shabby unkept floor in a 
neatly furnished room is as in- 
congruous as a pair of shabby 
shoes beneath an up-to-the- 
minute costume. 


If the floor is waxed frequently, 
surface scratching may be pre- 
vented and the life of the coating 
prolonged. Never let an old floor 
coating become completely worn 
through before revarnishing, oth- 
erwise a smooth finish will be 
impossible to attain without re- 
moving the original coating. At 
the first sign of surface impair- 
ment, the floor should be re- 
finished. Worn spots may be 
touched up on either varnished or 
shellacked floors by carrying the 
renewed finish to the edges and 
ends of the boards to make con- 
trasts between the new and old 
less noticeable. 

Before re-varnishing ог ге- 
shellacking a floor, wash is thor- 
oughly with strong soap suds, 
гіпсе well and dry. If there is 
any doubt that the wax is en- 
tirely removed by the soap and 
water scrubbing, the floor may be 
wiped over with turpentine. To 
make sure that the wax is entirely 
removed, varnish one floor board 
and leave it overnight. If the 
varnish sems sticky the next 
morning, that is proof that the 
wax is not thoroughly removed 
and the floor must be re-cleaned. 


Plug АП Nail Holes 


Be sure that all nail holes are 
plugged with putty or filler and 
the edges smoothed level with the 
floor. To help prevent the absorp- 
tion of the oil from the putty by 
the dry boards—which would 
cause it to crumble away—brush 
linseed oil along the edges of the 
cracks. Any excess of oil must be 
removed, however, or it will cause 
trouble with the new finish. 

Modern varnishes may be used 
in gloss, satin or dull finish. A 
floor finish that turns out to have 
too high a luster, ineidentally, 
may be toned down by rubbing 
with oil and powdered pumice or 
pumice and water. For floors 
subjected to an extra amount оѓ, 
wear ahd tear, span varnish is an 
ideal coating. Тоо, it gives such | 
floors additional protection | 
against water left by dripping 
umbrellas and wet goloshes: 

Shellac is also recommended for 
floor coatings. It combines the 
qualities of long wear with ease 
of application and quick drying. 

To keep floors in good condi- 
tion, sweep with a hair broom or 
else a broom encased in a soft 
cloth. Wipe them over once a 
week with cold water and dry 
immediately. 

For a floor whose finish is to 
be changed from paint to stain, 
first remove the old paint coat- 
ing. A paint remover will dis- 
pose of the old finish. Apply and 
allow it to remain as long as the 
manufacturer’s directions advise, 
then scrape away with a cloth 
soaked in turpentine to remove 
any wax left by thé paint re- 
mover. Next, apply the stain— 
also according to the directions 
on the can—and finish with а 
coa of shellac or varnish. 

Paste Wood Filler 

After using a paint and varnish 
remover it is sometimes, though 
not usually necessary to use a 
paste wood filler—if the wood is 
open grained—for old wood, like 
‘new, requires a surface that is 
made perfectly smooth before re- 
finishing. In preparation for this, 
apply the paste wood filler direct- 
ly to the bare wood according to 
the directions on the package. 
After the filler has remained on 
the wood for the length of time 
advised, the excess should be re- 
moved by rubbing with a piece o* 
coarse cloth or burlap against 
the grain of the wood. After 12 
hours or more have elapsed, go 
over the surface with fine sand- 


paper.

Before 
applying the actual finish, prime 
the wood with one or two coats 
of enamel undercoater, then sand 
it lightly. For the finishing coat, 
a good grade of floor enamel is 
advisable. Painted floors, kept 
well waxed, need only wiping 
over with cold water occasionally, 
if the wax coating is kept renew, 
ed whenever it shows signs of 
wear.

Canadians were stunned and 
joyful July 29, 1928, when the 
news came from Amsterdam that 
their 19-year-old, curly-headed 
pride and joy had won the 100 
metres in 10.8 seconds. But that 


whipped the world’s best in the 
200 іп 21,8, establishing self 
the second double Oympic sprint 
winner since 1912. 53 

The kid with the twisted grin 
and the appeal of а movie ma- 
tinee idol returned bome to an 
excited populace. Years later, his 
track days over, he confided to 
friends that the Amsterdam jaunt 
was "just another track meet—it 
didn't.seem any more important 
than any other meet until we got 
home and found out what it 
meant to people." 

The recéption in Ыз native 
Varicouver was overwhelming. He 
rode through the streets with the 
premier of the day at his side. 
Fellow-citizens presented . him 
with a roadster and a $14,500 trust 
fund (it was closed out seven 
years ago) but the end of his 
track days was in sight.

He set up such rece 
ords as 9.6 seconds for the 100 
yards (equal to the world’s rec- 
ord of the time); 46 feet. five 
inches for the 16-pound shot; 12 
feet six inches for the pole vault; 
24 feet two inches for the running 
broad jump; 128 feet for the dis- 
cus throw; 19 feet 7% inches for 
the standing broad jump; and 22.8 
seconds for the 200 yards—all ap- 
vroximating world records of the 
era.

British Doctors - 


Discontented 
With Pay Rates 


LONDON, Dec. 27 (AP) — 


Many British doctors who operate 
the National Health Plan and get. 
most of their income from the 
government are discontented. 

Their chief complaint is that 
their pay, based on 1939 data on 
the cost of living, is too low. . 

However, it is premature, say 
spokesmen of profession organiza- 
tions, to speak of a “strike against 
the health service.” The prospect 
of mass withdrawals from the 
health program is remote, but 
there ig enough discontent to 
make it certain that Health Min- 
ister Aneurin Bevan faces some 
sharp negotiations with the 
aroused doctors, . Y 

A new organization, the British 
Medical Guild, has suggested that 
under certain circumstances doc- 
tors drop the health service en 
masse and resume private prac- 
tices, with patients paying the 


bills, as physicians are free to do | 
y under the health plan. The Guild | 


is a creation of the powerful Bri- 
tish Medical Association, and 
stands parallel to it. It was neces. 
sary to set up the Guild to make 
a strike threat, because the con- 
stitution of the British Medical 
Association bars it from trade un- 
lon activity. 

Work Out Plan 

The Guild has worked out a 
cautious plan which, if carried out 
in full, would involve the simul- 
taneous resignations from the ser- 
vice of thousands of Britain's 20,- 
000 general practitioners, Тһе 
plan calls for physicians to sign 
letters of resignation and submit 
them to the Guild. Тһе Guild 
would take no action if less than 
80 per cent of the doctors signed 
resignations. But if it got 80 per 
cent or more it would have a 
powerful weapon. 

Up to now the doctors háve not 
been asked to'sign such tentative 
resignations, They merely. have 
been informed that the program 
is being debated by regional me- 
dical groups. 

The move to collect resignations 
has been deferred by new pro- 
posals submitted by. the health 
ministry, The ministry suggested 
that a survey of the doctors’ real 
income be made on the basis of 
income tax returns, A study has 
been started by the Department 
of Inland Revenue but it is ex- 
pected that several months will be 
needed to dig out the data,

TORONTO, Dec. 27 (CP)—Ap- 
plications for the fifth Kemsley 


‘scholarship awarded in Canada 


were invited from Canadian 
newspapermen in a circular dis- 
tributed Tuesday by W. A. Craik, 
honorary secretary of the Cana- 
dian section, Empire Press Union. 

The scholarship gives the man 
selected a year’s training and ex- 
perience at offices of Kemsley 
newspapers in the United King- 
dom. Women are not eligible. 
Last year’s winner was Jean 
Pouliot, Montreal Gazette. 

The annual award is given in 
Australia New Zealand and South 
Africa as well as Canada. Its ob- 
ject is to encourage an exchange 
of ideas and experience between 
British and Commonwealth news- 
paper men and to strengthen the 
ties among members of the Com- 
monwealth. 

The scholarship entitles the 
successful candidate to first- 
class passage to and from Brftain 
and a year’s train at Kemsley 
offices throughout Britain. An 
allowance of £15 a week is made 
plus a £4-a-week non-taxable 
to cover travelling expenses. 

The successful Canadian can- 
didate for 1950-51 will be selected 
by a committee headed by Sena- 
tor W. Rupert Davies, publisher 
of The Kingston Whig-Standard 
and chairman of the Canadian 
section EPU. Applications will be 
received until Jan. 24, 1951, and 
the successful candidate will go 
to Britain in mid-April. 

Candidates must be on the per- 
manent staff of a Canadian news- 
paper, be under 30, have five 
years experience (a lesser period 
will be considered in the case of 
war veterans) and must under- 
take to return to their newspaper 
for at least two years following 
their year in Britain.

of glowing gas and stars formed 
by cosmic collisions was reported 
Tuesday by Dr. Edwin F. Carp- 
enter of the University of Ariz- 
ona. 
Long and thin, they stretch 


Uke a faint filament or link be- 


tween two galaxies, the great 
star cities of the universe, he told 
the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. 

He suggested they were form- 
ed by a great side-swiping col- 
lision of two galaxies that last- 
ed for 1,000,000 years. Hot gases 
were sucked out as а long 
streamer of wreckage as the gal- 
axies tore through each other, 
and then rushed on apart. 

The swirling river of gas ap- 
parently condenses into stars as 
it cools, and thus keeps glowing 
all the time. 

The rivers give a clue as to 
how some stars are created, and 
indicate that more stars are con- 
tinually being born.

Dr. Carpenter said he found 
15. cases in which pairs of gal- 
axies are engaged in a collision, 
or emerging from one. Galaxies 
are great collections of stars, 
containing up to 100,000,000,000. 
The Milky Way is one of the 
largest, 

Some are spiral shaped, some 
globular, and they may be 100,- 
000 light years wide. There are 
millions or billions of galaxies 
іп the universe. 

Stars ina galaxy are so wide- 
ly separated that one galaxy can 
go right through another “with- 
out either group being aware of 
the other,” Dr. Carpenter said. 
But gas clouds in the -galaxies 
collide and grow hot, and the 
glowing filament of gas is pulled 
and trailed out as the star clus- 
ters race on away. 

Some are relatively thin, form- 
ing almost thread-like streams. 
Others are wider and fuzzy in 
appearance. Some look like an 
axle connecting two spiral- 
shaped galaxies. 

Dr. Carpenter found the riv- 
ers in studying pairs of galax- 
ies, or even larger groups, far 
out in space.

In newsprint paper, Canada 
has a production five times that 
of any other country. Міпеіу- 
four per cent of it is exported and 
provides three of every five 
newspaper pages printed in the 
world.

M. Glover brought shocked com- 
ment frpm prominent Peterbor- 
ough citizens. ы 

‘the consensus was that Mr. 
Glover had been a fine citizen, a 
good athlete, and an extremely 
popular man. 

Mayor Max Swanston said “we 
have lost one of the best citizens 
in Peterborough. He did a lot 
тоге good than any person in 
this city ever thought. I have 
known him and worked with him 
for years and his death will be a 
shock to the city.” 

“With Roly, Peterborough 
came first,” said the mayor. “No 
matter what he was doing, the 
city was always in his mind.” 

C. G. (Chris), Graham, who 
played with Mr, Glover on the 
1902 and 1906 championship in- 
termediate O.H.A. teams in Pe- 
terborough, declared that Mr. 
Glover was one of the best ath- 
letes of my time. He was the 
finest of fellows and his death 
is a great shock to me. 

“He has done so much fine 
work for charity and for the city 
that it is hard to know just what 
to say about him,” Mr, Graham 
added. 

Mr. Glover played defence on 
the 1906 team, with Bill Crow- 
ley. Others on the team were Er- 
nie Wasson, Fred Whitcroft, Har- 
ry Morgan, Bill Cavanagh and 
Chris Graham.

again, in Europe, the first to 
suffer at the hands of ruthless 
tyranny were those whore lives 
were consecrated to suffering 
humanity. 


The National Assembly sepa- 
rated the church in France from 
the authority of the Pope; non- 
juring bishops were driven from 
their sees, priests from their 
parishes, communities were dis- 
banded. Among these were the 
Sisters of St. Joseph. For those 
who would not take the oath of 
liberty and equality the penalty 
was imprisonment and this almost 
invariably led to the scaffold. The 
Sisters were sought out even in 
the homes of their parents and 
five Sisters of St. Joseph were 


executed. "Three others escaped 
the same.fate only by the fall 
from power of Robespierre. One 
morning as these three awaited 
the guillotine, word of his fall 
was brought to the prison. This 
ended the revolution and the 
prisoners were free. 


One of these, Mother St. John 
Fontbonne, lived to re-assemble 
and organize the community scat- 
tered throughout the country in 
secular dress, in hospitals or in 
private homes,, In 1807, after the 
signing of the Concordat and the 
réturn of peace to the church, 
Cardinal Fesch, Archbishop of 
Lyons, restored to his diocese the 
Congregation of the Sisters of St. 
Joseph and named Sister St. John, 
one of the three who had escaped 
the guillotine, as the Superior- 
General of the restored Com- 
munity. 


Established in 1890 


In 1836 the first connection 
was made with the New World. 
At the request of the Most Rev. 
Bishop Rosati of St. Louis, Miss- 
ouri, six Sisters were sent from 
Lyons to assist in the work of his 
diocese. Among these were two 
nieces of Mother St. John Font- 

bonne. They,came to St. Louis 
and made théir home in a small 
log cabin in Carondelet on the 
bank of the Mississippi. In re- 
sponse to requests from various 
parts of the United States, new 
foundations followed; one of these 
was made in 1850 at Chestnut НІП 
Philadelphia; the following year 
from Chestnut Hill, four Sisters 
came to Toronto at the request 
of Rt. Rev. Armand de Charbon- 
nel, then Bishop of Toronto. They 
were placed in charge of the or- 
phanage on Nelson St. (now Jar- 
vis Street), and three years later 
built an. Convent on Power St. 
From the Toronto Mother House

terborough" were established іп 
1890. 


During the first five years of 
its existence the Mother House 
of the Community was in Lindsay. 
In 1895 Mount St. Joseph Peter- 
borough was purchased and here 
the small Community made its 
home. Growth was steady and the 
care of the sick, of the indigent 
old people, and of orphans has 
been carried on. From .the first 
education has been a chief occu- 
pation; at the beginning one 
school of two class-rooms in Pe- 
terborough; now seven Separate 
Schools and a High School with 
a total of sixty teachers.

Railway Freight Rate Increases (Picked 


Have Improved Gross Revenues 


MONTREAL, Dec. 27.—(CP).— 
Railways are the backbone of na- 
tional strength, for no other form 
of transportation can provide the 
means for mass movement of peo- 
ple and goods, Donald Gordon, 
chairman “and president of the 
Canadian National Railways, said 
here today in a statement review- 
ing 1950. 

He said the Canadian National 
management will continue to ex- 
ert every effort to meet the de- 
mands of traffic. 

Wage increases to non-operat- 
ing railway employees would add 
more than $15,000,000 to the Ca- 
nadiam National annual payroll, 
and when applied to all em- 
ployées would amount to more 
than $18,000,000 annually. 

“It is not possible yet to estab- 
lish the ‘actual cost of the 40- 
hour week, but it is certain to 
add many more millions tq the 
annual payroll,” Mr. Gordon said. 


Improved Revenues 


Heavier freight traffic and 
freight rate Increases, granted the 
railways last March and June, 
improved gross revenues for the 
year, Mr. Gordon estimated they 
will exceed $550 millions and 
said indications are that this may 
be the break-even point for this 
year. 

Revenue tons of freight moved 
in 1950 totalled approximately 80 
millions, or four per cent, more 
than іп 1949. There were increas- 
ed loadings in coal, forest prod- 
ucts, woodpulp, paper and mine 
products. Substantially higher 
loadings of crude oll and fuel oil 
reflected the importance of new 
oil fields, under development in 
Western Canada. 

As compared with 1949, Mr. 
Gordon said passenger earnings in 
1950 will show а decrease of ap- 
proximately 10 per cent. This is 
attributable not only to the lev- 
elling off of passenger traffic, but 
to the curtailment of service for 
two months at the beginning of 
the year owing to a fuel shortage, 
to the rail strike in August and 
to the Manitoba flood. 


Hotel Revenue Down 


Hotel revenues declined slight- 
ly. Gross revenues for the Cana- 
dian National Telegraphs again 
reached all-time high levels, with 
private leased wires radio pro- 
gram facilities, stock" quotation 
services and domestic message 
traffic at record peaks. Express 
business Was heavy, although 
earnings. reflected the effect of 
the interruptions to train service. 
Earnings of the Canadian Nation- 
al (West Indies) Steamships were 
reduced owing to the tightening 
of import restrictions in the West 
Indies and reduced rates on flour 
and sugar: passenger revenues in- 
creased by about 10 per cent, 

The general price index shows 
an increase of 2.4 per cent. in the 
prices of materials and supplies 
purchased by the railway in 1950. 
The average cost of rail increased 
5.7 per cent. over 1949; iron and 
steel products, 4 per cent.; lum- 
ber, 20.3 per cent. Тһе cost of 
locomotive coal rose by 1.7 per 
cent. 


New Facilities 


“Indications of our endeavor to 
keep pace with the development 
of Canadian industry and mate- 
rially assist in advancing it may 
be seen in the construction of the 
new freight-handling facilities in 
Montreal, the extension and im- 
provement of the freight yards at 
Mimico, the enlargement of the 
Vancouver freight yard, the 
building of a new freight shed 
with addittonal trackage at Ed- 
monton, the extension of the Mac- 
Donald Hotel in that city, the 
building of an annex to the mo- 
tive power shop at Stratford and 
of a new wheel shop at Point St. 
Charles. 

"In 1950 we handled 152,000 
tons of less-than carload freight at 
Edmonton and the new facilities, 
with extensive- track revisions, | 
will improve our service to the 
shippers. s.. 

“Our dieselization program was 
advanced during the year when 
eight 1,500-horsepower diesel lo- 
comotives were put into opera- 
tion in freight service between 
Montreal and the Lake St. John 
area of Quebec." 

Eighteen 600-horsepower Diesel 
electric locomotives were deliv- 
ered for use on Prince Edward 
Island, Which will be the first 
province to be completely Diesel- 
ized.

New Age Forged In 50 Years 
As 2 Big Wars Grip World

Sharp Impact 

It is almost impossible to mea- 
sure the impact of news in war- 
time against the stories we call 
“great” іп periors of peace. Suf- 
fering, sacrifice, heroism, death 
by violence, make the news that 
pulls the heartstringh of humanity 
But in wartime the examples of 
these are multiplied a thousand 
times. They become the usual.

At about this time, а man 
named Henry Ford, whose father | 
had once given him 40 acres of 
land to keep him out of machine | 
shops, was thinking of going into | 
business. for himself in industrial 
Detroit. In 1902 he did so. A 
little later, by accident, he came 
across a piece of vanadium steel | 
—the thing he needed to build! 
the light strong car he visioned. 
So was born the model-T, and 
universal use of the automobile. 

In 1901 also, two o ounger men 
than Ford had set up a small 
wind-tunnel in a workshop at 
Dayton, Ohio. There they mea- 
sured the lift and drag of wind, 
the position of the centre of pres- 


,sure on cambered surfaces, the

As a re- 
sult, they turned out a machine 
equipped with a four-cylinder 
petrol motor of 12 horsepower. It 
weighed 750 pounds with Orville

seconds at 30 MPH. 

(It should be noted here that 
the achievements of Ford, and the 
many others who pioneered the 
automobile industry, and of the 
Wrights and others who believed 
in the possibility of heavier than 
air flight, were largely made pos- 
sible by improvements in a gadget 
with which engineers had been 
puttering for 10 years—the inter- 
nal combustion engine. A gadget 
which by putting the furnace 
into the cylinder" achieved a ra* 
Чо of power to weight süfficient 
to make automotive travel prac- 
tical.) 

Making Progress 

In 1901 also, Guglielmo Marconi 
was getting somewhere with his 
experiments in electro-magnetic 
waves, Working for the British 
post office, he had transmitted 
signals in the late '90s across Bris- 
tol Channel from Penarth to 
Brean Down. On Dec. 12, 1901, 
he succeeded іп communicating 
across tlie Atlantic between Pold- 


hu In Cornwall and the odd-look- 
ing structure he had erected on 
Signal Hill, St. John's, Nfld. 

(As in the case of Ford and the 
Wrights, others were concerned 
in the theory of wireless tele- 
graphy. Others came after Mar- 
coni to develop the radio business 
as we know it, It was he who 
caught popular imagination with 
its early commercial applica- 
tion.) 


Loss of Titanic 


Late on Sunday night, April 14, 
1912, bands were playing dance 
music off the Grand Banks of 
Newfoundland aboard the big- 
gest ship afloat, speeding on her 
maiden voyage from Southamp- 
ton to New York. Passengers felt 
а slight jar; the ship ran on, 
came to a stop, began tó list and 
settle by the head. Hours later, 
as her engines tore loose and 
roared down the  slant of the 
'tween-decks, she went down — 
taking 1,500 men, women and 
children. 

Destruction of the Titanic, the 
so-called unsinkable, caught the 
world’s imagination as no other 
single peacetime catastrophe in 
the half-century, A small thing, 
compared to the mass slaughter 
Europe was to know within three 
years. But the Titanic story was 
redolent of all the drama of hu- 
man courage and folly. The sink- 
ing, incidentally, quickened by 
years the general adoption'at sea 
of Signor Marconi's gadget which 
11 years before had sputtered its 
faint signals between Cornwall 
and Newfoundland. 

At about this same time in 1912 
a man named Vladimir  Ilyich 
Ulyanov Lenin, leader of a split- 
off section (they called them- 
selves Bolsheviks) of the Russian 
Revolutionary Party, was organ- 
izing from abroad the publication 
in St. Petersburg of a new news- 
paper, called Pravda, Long Бе- 
fore this he had formulated his 
ideas of a so-called "dictatorship 
of the proletariat,” which cul- 
minated Oct. 25, 1917 in bloody 
revolution, and which today in 
the version of Joseph Vissariono- 
vitch Stalin is the world's chief 
threat to peace. ' 


Powerful Results 


At the same time of the Octo- 
ber revolution in Russia the dis- 
ciple of another ideology — al- 
though onetime Socialist Benito 
Mussolini had not yet completed 


his swing around the political 
circle to Fascism—was recuper- 
ating from a  trench-mortar 
wound and resuming his prewar 
work on the newspaper Popolo 
d'italia. Five years and five days 
later—October 30, 1922— as vic- 
tors in a lang running fight be- 
tween Exireme Right апа Ex- 
treme Left (for power nominally 
held by a constitutional but fu- 
lile government) his  Fascists 
seized Rome. Seized’ it peace- 
fully, although there were, ас- 
cording to ап accourt of that 
time, a few isolated killings of 
Communists by Fascists, and vice 
versa. Thus began the long reign 
of a new Caesar. It was to end 
in death and ignominy; but not 
before it had been linked in an 
iron Axis with the reign of ano- 
ther, a rouser of vaster rabbles, 
whose ambition was to rule the 
world. 


Hitler A Choirboy 


Adolf Hitler, at the time of 
Victoria's death, was singing in 
a church choir, a boy of 12. When 
the Titanic went down, he was 
selling drawings. Át the time of 
the October revolution he was 
serving as a private in the Bavar- 
ian Army. By 1922, when Mus- 
solini came ‘to ascendancy іп 
Italy, he had graduated to the 
beer halls of Munich to expound 
a theory—the idea of an authori- 
tarian, totalitarian state, control- 
led for and by Aryans. It came 
to flower on January 30, 1933, 
when his Nazzi Party won power 
by election and Hitler was Chan- 
cellor of the Third Reich. From 
that date, for a dozen years, un- 
til he died cowering in a Berlin 
cellar, his was the world’s most- 
feared name. 

The paradox, as the half-cen- 
tury ended, was that the new in- 
cumbent as lord of fear was the 
man whose guns sounded in dy- 
ing Hitler's ears. 


Stock Market Crash 


At about the time Mussolini 
was coming to the zenith of his 
power, and while Hitler's star 
was still low on the horizon, an 
event occurred which symbolized 
a condition that was to contribute 
mightily to their joint sway over 
lands and people. And to that 
other influence working outward 
from the grey. city where Lenin's 
body lay. On Oct. 29. 1929, the 
New York Stock Market crashed. 
There is little that is compelling 
about dry figures. But here were 
figures written in blood. For the 
crash itself was only the dramatic 
first symbol of a world condition. 
It signalled the collapse of trade, 
the great dévression. In the de- 
cade that followed, the field of 
human flesh and 
to the seeds of 
were sown. 

In the midst of that decade, 
however—Mussdlini’s conquest of 
Ethiopia was complete, civil war 
in Spain was under way — the 
world paused for a moment to 
hear 8 former king sneak “at long 
last ... а few words of my own.

That night the forme 
Edward VIII broadcast to the

The King's abdication, to make 
possible his marriage to a divorce 
ed woman, was the romance of 
the half-century. His broadcast 
was heard by the greatest audie 
ence up to that time In the history 
of radio—more than had listened 
to the bombast of Mussolini or the 
stridency of Hitler. 


Outgrowth of War 


Out of the second of the two 
world wars that splash with red 
the hist8ry of the half-century, 
came two deve'o»ments of which 
the full significance belongs to 
the futyre. 

One of these was the formation 
in San Francisco, in the spring of 
1945, of the United Nations, an at- 
| tempt by the victors to ensure a 
just peace through worldwide rule 
of law. 

Five years later the organiza- 
tion—already divided by the en- 
mity of one of its founders, Rus- 
sia— held together to stand 
against the invasion of South Ko- 
rea by the Communist North. 
Whether or not this clash was the 


lood was fertile 


sprouting of a third world war 
was still unclear. 


The second development—long 
in growihg, secretly nursed in the 
minds of men—was signalized by 
the blast which on Aug. 6, 1945, 
wiped out the Japanese сЙу of 
Hiroshima. Of all'the storles of 
this half-century, the harnessing 
of atomic power, of which the 
bomb is one aspect, hold the 
wildest potentialities for the fu- 
ture. So much is shrouded. It is 
hard to say, even, where the 
knowledge of atomic power be- 
gan 

In the year of Victoria’s death 
a young New Zealander named 
Ernest Rutherford was professor 
of physics in McGill University, 
Montreal. His researches estab- 
lished the existence and nature 
of: radio-active transformations, 
the electrical structure of mate 
ter, the nuclear nature of the 
atom. He published books about 
this and in 1908 won a Nobel 
prize. 


Other Developments 


Enrico Fermi, an Italian рһу- 
sicist, and others, split the atom 
in the mid-thirties, and Otto 
Hahn of Berlin split the uranium 
atom in 1939. But it is still un- 
certain whether they quite knew 
what they were doing. Many 
others worked specifically toward 
the result blazoned by that blind- 
ng flash over Hiroshima. And 
others still work. 

In the end ít comes back to 
people. Where this knowledge 
leads—to ultimate  self-destruc- 
tion or a new world of growth 
and structure td end life or to 
make life more worth living— 
depends on men. On men who sit 
in high places, ruled by the in- 
stincts, greeds, passions and ideals 
that are the соттоп inheritance

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Communist Menace In Asia | 


World's Top News In 1950 


By JOHN TRACY 
. Canadian Press Staff Writer 

This was the year that the cold 
war turhed hot and the advance 
of Communism behind Soviet 
satellite armies brought closer the 
possibility of a third world con- 
flict. 

As in 1949, Communism made 
big news in 1950. The headlines 
told the Communist big shots 
walking out of a United Nations 
meeting; little followers of Marx 
and Stalin convincted as Red 
spies іп the United States and 
Britain; Communist  guerrillas 
fighting in the jungles of Malaya 
and Indo-China; and Red Chinese 
armies driving against troops of 
the free nations in Korea. 

By mid-December relations be- 
tween the free world and Russia 
were fast approaching a crisis. 
Russia herself had performed no 
warlike act but the democratic 
nations were fighting troops from 
Communist Сһіпа which had a 
friendship pact with the Soviet 
Union. 

Hordes of Chinese and North 
Korean Communist soldiers had 
pushed back a powerful United 
Nations force in Korea. Prime 
Minister Attlee of Britain made 
a flying trip to Washington to 
consult with President Truman 


on what was called a "military | 


disaster." 

In Brussels, representatives of 
the 12 Atlantic Pact nations had 
met and decided to form an in- 
tegrated armed force to protect 
Western Europe. There was a pos- 
sibility Canadian troops might 
become part of this protective 
force under Gen. Dwight Eisen- 
hower, the Second World War 
commander called back to head 
the defence of Europe. 

There were other big stories 
during the year—the $1,500,000 
payroll robbery in Boston in 
January; a coal strike in the 
United States which halted some 


trains on Canadian railroads; the 
Red River flood in Manitoba; a 
$400,000,000 storm in the eastern 
US; disasters such as the “Can- 
adian Pilgrim” plane crash in 
which 58 died. 

But the struggle with Commun- 
ism dominated the running story 
of this mid-year of the 20th cen- 
tury. And Canada was in the thick 
of the struggle. 

In midsummer Canada sent 
three destroyers to serve with UN 
ships in Korean waters. An RCAF 
transport squadron ferried men 
and supplies for Korea between 
US and Japanese bases. Near the 
end of the year one battalion of 
the 10,000-man force the domin- 
jon raised as an international 
peacerenforcement force for the 
UN arrived in Korea. 

Canada's external affairs minis- 
ter, L. B. Pearson, was named to 
а 3-тап UN committee which 
late in the year was trying to ar- 


range a cease fire in Korea. 
Pearson heads Canada's UN dele- 
gation. 


Formosa A "Problem 


Early in the year, the US 
refused aid to Formosa, the fort- 
ress island to which Chiang Kai- 
shek and his Chinese Nationalist 
armies retired after the Red 
sweep across China. 

It was part of the cold war 
when the Saviet Union Jan. 16 
boycotted the UN committees be- 
cause it failed to get Nationalist 
China expelled. But Soviet dele- 
gates returned to their seats in 
the Security Council six months 
later. 

The Communists turned on the 
heat June 25 when well-trained 
North Koreans Reds with Rus- 
sian-made arms crossed their 
country’s 38th parallel and 
smashed South Korean defences. 

The UN Security Council asked 
all UN members to support South 
Korea with military aid. The 
help came, mostly from the US, 
but it was slow. The North 
Korean onslaught pushed the 
South Koreans and their US 
comrades into a narrow beach- 
fread around Pusan, Korea's 
major port. " 

The turning-point came Sept. 
15 when forces мяг Сеп. Doug- 
las MacArthur, commander 
іп Korea, landed at Inchon and 
broke out from the beachhead. 
They drove northward reaching 
the high-water mark of their ad- 
vance Oct. 26 when South Korean 
uníts arrived at the Korea-China 
frontier. 

Then China's Communist inter- 
vened. Тһеу invaded Korea, 
blunted the edge of Gen. Mac- 
Arthur's “end-the-war” offensive 
in late November and a month 
later had pushed the UN forces 
back south of the 38th parallel. 

Elsewhere the Communists 
were driving ahead. Red Chinese 
had invaded Tibet. In Indo-China 
the Communist-backed Vietminh 
were weakening the French hold 
on the country, and in Malaya 
some 25,000 British troops and 
80,000 police were struggling with 
Chinese Communist guerrillas. 

It was the Communist threat 
that caused President Truman to 
order his country’s atomic energy 
commission in January to go 
ahead with the hydrogen bomb, 
more feared than the atom bomb. 
Britain lengthened the period of 
military service of her fighting 
men and laid down a $10,000,000,- 
000 defence program. 

Truman and Attlee had a series 
of meetings in Washington near 
the end of the year and pledged 
“no appeasement” to the Com- 
münists. A few days later, Tru- 
man went on the air and told 
Americans of. his plans for a 
state of. national emergency.

With war and threats of war 
ringing around the world, the 
Vatican» was a calm spot. There | 
the Holy Year opened Christmas | 
Eve, 1949, and through the year 
millions of pilgrims visited 
Rome. 

Tragedy darkened Holy 
Year in November with the crash 
in France of the “Canadian Pil- 
grim" while it was bringing pil- 
grims home to Canada from 
Rome. 

Other tragedies included the 
accidental sinking Jan. 12 of a 
British submarine in the Thames 
Estuary with a death toll of 65 
and the March 12 crash near 
Cardiff of a passenger plane with 
a death toll of 80 football fans. 

Thirty one died in February in 
the wreck of a suburban train on 
New York City’s outskirts. And 
on the eve of Thanksgiving Day 
78 more died in a similar wreck 
only a few miles from the spot. 

One of the big stories of the 
year was the Nov. 1 attempt on 
the life of President Truman in 
Washington. Two Puerto Rican 
revolutionaries tried to storm the 
presidential residence and were 
cut down by guards, One of the 
would-be assasins and one of the 
guards died in the gun fight. 

Elections in the United States 
Nov: 7 saw President Truman’s 
Democrats retain control over 
Congress but the Republicans cut 
deeply into Democratic major- 
ities. 

As the year drew to a close, the 
UN Assembly ended its 1950 ses- 
sion with most of the items on its 
agenda cleared away. But there 
still remained, the big question of 
what to do about Formosa and 
how to settle the Korean war.

Argos. 

In the same vote, the 1950 
Argonauts were chosen the best 
football team of the half-century, 
giving them a clean sweep of the 
football section of the poll, The 
1950 Grey Cup winners took a 
close contest by two votes. 

Tied for Second 


The Queen's University teams 
of the early '20s and Montreal 
Alouettes, 1949 Canadian champ- 
lons, tied for second. Argonauts 
consolidated their position. with 


ners. 

Although Americans who had 
competed for a full season were 
eligible for the outstanding foot- 
baller vote, only two were named 
in the voting. Not a lineman was 
mentioned and players who star- 
red before 1020 drew no votes. 

Fritz Hanson, the speedy blonde 
half who brought the west its 
first East-West title in the 1935 
Winnipeg-Hamilton cup ‘game, 
was in third place, and.

All-Round Athlete 


As an outstanding  all-round 
ethlete, Conacher starred іп 
wrestling, boxing, lacrosse, base- 
ball, football, and became one of 
the greatest defencemen of his 
day in professional hockey. 

He was a better-than-average 
sculler, gwam well and ran 100 
yards in 10.4 seconds in a base- 
ball uniform.

There were waves of hurried 
departures following political or 
economic events. crews were 
tightened and many former civil 
servants, the former owners of 
big estates, factories and shops 
now  nationalized, decided to 
leave. 

Some reports from Vienna, us- 
ually the first city where exiles 
meet a western journalist said 
there were times when about 1,000 
Hungarians slipped over the bor- 
der in a single month. 

The Communist decree and 
other government action has 
helped some of these exiles re- 
turn. From time to time, news- 
papers here publish official state- 
ments saying “а considerable 
number" who have been living 
in such countries have been re- 
patriated. 

No actual figures are given of 
the number returning. The state- 
ments say the government has 
helped the wayfarers to get back 
to "a constructive work."

CHURCHILL, Мап. —(CP)— 
Caribou from ‘the barren lands 
in numbers greater than ever 
before are ‘reported along the 
NA Bay Railroad south of 


But that does not mean the 
natives necessarily got what they 
needed as the animals migrated 
southward from their summer 
feeding grounds. Caribou do not 
always follow the same route. 

Tension grips the Caribou-eat- 
ing Indians at migration time. If 
dhe animals pass within 100 miles 
the Indians wil] know, for scouts 
are scattered through the area. 
The Eskimo will range quite as 
far when the caribou are ex- 
pected.. 


Necessary Item 

Caribou are necessary to the 
welfare of the northern native, 
except Eskimos who live along 
the coast and on the Arctic 
islands.

Restoration of the death penalty

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GM Trying Out 
Futuristic . 
Ideas On Cars 


By DAVID J. WILKIE 

DETROIT, Dec. 28--(AP)— A 
lot of futuristic ideas about au- 
tomobiles are to be tried out in 
а new experimental test car be- 
ing built by General Motors. 

The brain child of Harley J. 
Earl, С.М. vice-president іп 
charge of styling, the car is a low, 
sleek sports unit with sweeping 
lines that give it the appearance 
of many recent concepts of “the 
car of the future." Earl saye it 
is the car of the future only in 
the sense that some of its de- 
sign or mechanical ‘features may 
appear some day in standard 
aulos. 

Magnesium and aluminum al- 
loys will be used in constructing 
the car, which has been named 
Le Sabre. It will be powered 
with an experimental V-8 engine, 
with 10-to-1 compression ratio 
plus a super-charger. It will have 
a dual fuel system to permit in- 
jection of enriched fuel at cer- 
tain speed levels. The engine 
will develop more than 300 horse- 
power with supercharger. 

There will be a special torque 
converter of the type used іп 
GM's Buick line. 


Weight Held Down 


Le Sabre will weigh about 3,- 
000 pounds, the weight being held 
down by use of heat-treated mag- 
nesium and aluminum alloys in 
body and engine construction. 

In appearance the experimen- 
tal car, a two-seater, brings to 
mind the sweeping lines of a jet 
aircraft. The body is only 36% 
inchés high at the cowl and 50 
inches high with the convertible 
top raised. Wheelbase is 115 inch- 
es but over-all length is 200 inch- 
es. Despite the low profile the 
car's groünd clearance is six inch- 
es. : 

Most of the cars almost-fantas- 
tic appearance comes from the 
long simulated jet-type tail cone 
with long rear fenders that have 
twin tail fins. In the tail cone is 
centred а "spinner" ог bomb- 
shape hub that serves as a rear 
bumper. 

The twin tail fins house air- 
craft-type 20-gallon rubberized 
fuel cells. One is used for gasoline 
and the other for methyl alcohol. 

Le Sabre has been in develop- 
ment four years. Its mechanical 
and styling ideas have been as- 
sembled from thoughts G.M. de- 
signers have sketched on draw- 
ing boards and discussed in en- 
gineering shop talk.

300 Canadians

PUSAN, Korea, Dec. 29 (CP).— 
Some 300 .specialists, the first 
Canadian soldiers to serve in Ko- 
rea, are headed home after pre- 
paring an advanced training camp 
for the Dominion's United Nations 
combat troops. 

Next stop now for the advance 
party of the 25th Infantry Brigade 
is a staging camp in Japan.

Their destination is Fort Lewis, 
Wash. where the bulk of Can- 
ada's U.N. force is undergoing 
intensive brigade training.

For ordinary purposes, the 
spokesman said, newspapers may 
consider themselves subject to 
the same restraint as manufac- 
turers who use steel. Under the 
Industrial Inventory Controls, 
they are permitted a “practicable 
minimum working inventory.” 


Could Use More 


Newsprint output has increased 
about five per cent from a year 
ago. NPA officials said; how- 
ever, that many publishers could 
use more if it were available. 

If the gap between supply and 
demand thus widens, the spokes- 
man said, NPA would call in the 
newspaper publishers and k 
their advice on how to establish 
a fair apportionment of supplies. 

It is quite conceivable, the 
spokesman said, that publishers 
might decide on sóme limitatiorí 
system; if so, NPA will be: will- 
ing to give it full consideration, 
the spokesman promised. 

There is little chance of ex- 
pending the production of news- 
print, 75. per cent of which is pro- 
duced in Canada, NPA has stated.

It is a faint-hearted, 
uninspired view, we feel, and if too many 
people held it, this province and country 
would rot from inanition, fester from 
self-satisfaction, or suffer invasion be- 
cause of selfishness and the lack of 
power to defend ourselves.

In the first place, Ontario needs more 
skilled workers. The demands on our 
factories next year are going to be stag- 
gering and there are not enough trainéd 
men to meet them. There are jobs for 


these immigrant workers. There is vir- | 
tually no permanent unemployment іп | 


Ontario now; although a few thousand 
are jobless because of seasonal limita- 
tions (in construction projects, for іп- 
stance). While the housing situation is 
far from satisfactory, it is not as bad as 
pessimists say. Further, the experience 
of the last war shows that when new 
housing is needed it will be provided. 
The war-time houses were not built 
before the need for them came. If cities, 
provinces and the country waited on 
houses before they got the occupants 
they would never have the houses. In 
matters such as housing, the supply 
never anticipates the demand. The de- 
mand creates the houses.

Ontario is not 
crowded. It is empty compared with 
countries like Belgium and Britain. It is 
potentially and in reality very wealthy, 
but we in this province have to help our- 
selves to the wealth by calling in more 
people to make it. Finally, Ontario, the 
chief industrial province in the Domin- 
ion will have to provide most of the tools 
to make and keep the country strong. 
The men which the Ontario Government 
proposes to bring out are necessary to 
tHe re-armament program, if for no 
other reason.

The Late R. M. Glover 


It was with deep regret that this 
newspaper published the news of the 
sudden death of\Roland Maxwell Glover,

He 
was popular as an employer, as a sports- 
man and organizer of sports, and during 
his years in municipal politics he enjoy- 
ed widespread confidence and respect. 
His reserve, however, was not easily sur- 
mounted; like many men of reserved 
temperament, those who knew him.best 
spoke of him in the highest terms. . 

He was one of а generation of men 
who served this city ably during an im- 
portant period in its growth. Although 
Mr. Glover twice contested the Federal 
seat it could not be said that his heart 
was in national or provincial politics. 
Peterborough was the focus of his in- 
terest, and it was to Peterborough that 
| he gave his best.

There is a legend that 
so long as the Stone remains іп: the 
Abbey the friendship of England and 
Scotland will endure, and they. will con- 
tinue their political union. Scottish 
Nationalists may һауе done the deed to 
preak the union. But it is equally pos- 
sible that English Nationalists, eager to 
get rid of the Scots who have been des- 
cending hungrily from the North for so 
many centuries, have stolen the Stone; 
for the same reason. 

Or it may have been Irish Nationalists, 
for the Stone was stolen by the Scots 
from Ireland. The Stone is Lia-fail, the 
sacred stone of Tara, which was for long 
the inauguration stone of the Kings of 
Ireland. The Scots stole it from the 
Irish, and the English stole it from the 
Scots. 

And from whom did the Irish steal it? 
Presumably from the Hebrews, for the 
legend is that Lia-fail was the very 
stone upon which the patriarch Jacob 
rested his head when he dreamed of the 
ladder-to Heaven. It is said to have been 
taken to Ireland by the Dedannans; who 
the Dedannans were we have not. yet 
been able to discover. But obviously the 
Stone is of great symbolic importance to 
the Hebrews, and for this reason we 
advance the theory shat the Zionists 
have stolen it and that it is at this 
moment being conveyed to Israel. 

The Irish stole it from the Jews; the 
Scots stole it from the Irish; the English 
stole it from the Scots. If the Scots have 
it now, they have no right to it, nor have 
| the Irish. When found the police should 


| return it at once to the Jews.

Calumet Stable 
Owner Dies 
Af Miami Beach 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. Dec. 29 
(АР). —Warren, Wright, 75, owner 
of the fabulous Calumet ‘Farm 
thoroughbred racing stable, died 
at his winter home here Thurs- 
day night after an illness of three 
weeks. 

Wright was master of the most 
successful racing and breeding 
thoroughbred farm in the history 
of the American turf. 

"Wright and his wife arrived 
here early in December for the 
winter. He was stricken three 
weeks ago and died at 8:45 p.m. 
EST. Death was attributed to 
natural causes. 

Mrs. Wright and their son, 
Warren, Jr., were with him at the 
end. The son arrived here two 
weeks ago from Lexington, Ky. 

Wright, slender апа  quiet- 
spoken, had an inherent love for 
race horses and he bred them to 
win. He travelled thousands of 
miles to see his thoroughbreds 
run, but made only an occasional 
sentimental wager. 

Built Empire 

He began building his turf em- 
pire іп 1931 when һе inherited 
the bulk of his father's $30,000,- 
000 estate. The father, William 
Monroe Wright, had founded the 
Calumet Baking Powder Сот- 
pany in Chicago іп 1888. 

The elder Wright himself had 
been a successful  breeder and 
|turfman and: won the Hamble- 
tonian, Kentucky Futurity and 
other major harness events. His 
estate included the Calumet Farm 
near Lexington, Ky. which the 
son inherited. 

Warren Wright was born in 
Springfield. O., Sept. 25, 1875, 
and joined his fathers baking 
powder company as an office boy 
in 1890. 

Ten years after he inherited 
Calumet Farm, Wrights colt 
Whirlaway won the Kentucky

Voled Top 
Soccer Player

TORONTO, Dec. 29 —(CP)— 
Dave Turner, a tricky forward 
with the famed New Westminster 
Royals 6f some 20 years ago, is 
the choice of Canadian sports 
editors and sportscasters as the 
outstanding soccer player of the 
half century. 

Typical of a sport whose fol- 
lowers аге noted for their willing- 
ness to argue about merits of 
teams or players at the drop of a 
hat, Turner topped The Canadian 
Press half-century poll by the 
thin margin of a single vote over 
Art Halliwell and Gordie Camp- 
bell of Toronto. 

There was a more decisive 
touch to the team voting from 
which New Westminster Royals 
of 1929 emerged as the greatest 
soccer team of the period. Second 
place went to Calgary Hillhursts 
who won the Canadian champion- 
ship in 1922 with a club that grew 
out of the famed 21st Reserve 
Battalion team, outstanding in 
soccer competition overseas dur- 
ing the First World War. 

The pollsters spread their votes 
for the outstanding star among 
16 players, 13 of them winding up 
in a tie for fourth place. 

But the top choice was Turner, 
a native of Scotland who came to 
Canada as a  youngster and 
learned the game in Edmonton 
where he grew up. He set out on 
à soccer career in earnest in 1922 
after a spell at school-teaching 
north of Edmonton. 

First he went to the Pacific} 
coast with a boyhood chum, 
George Graham. Together they 
played with Cumberland and St. 
Andrew's in the top-notch British 
Columbia league. Then they went 
to the United States to play with 
Fall River, Mass., and from there 
headed for Toronto where they 
joined Ulster United in 1926.

A LOOK INTO | FUTURE 

The ending of 1950 has been to 
many of us the beginning of 
wonder, perhaps despair and a 
feeling of. bewildermént, ай 
created not by depression but by 
the turn of world events. Defense 
preparations, talk of war, and 
higher taxes take our minds away 
from the thoughts we had last 
spring. At that time rising prices 
at home and lower prices abroad 
made conditions seem somewhat 
unsettled. Suddenly everything, 
including our thinking, changed. 
Everyone began to ask, what does 
the future hold? 

Immediately our thoughts turn 
to what we might expect in so 
far as agricultural commodities 
are concerned. Hogs, you will re* 
call, were frequently discussed

ing it is true to those engaged in 
beef production. However, with 
our dollar again on. the free 
market a reduction fook place, 
not severe but nevertheless а 
lesser price. With cattle at přes- 
ent prices, profits can be 
made without any price increase. 
The pounds gain will pay well if 
cattle are Bought and sold at the 
same price. A steer weighing 800 
lbs. and bought at 27 cents cost 
around $216, and sold at 1100 lbs. 
will bring 9207.

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Canada's Half-Century 


As Britain was entering her greatest 
period of power and wealth, following 
the Napoleonic wars, her population was 
about the same as Canada's is now.-The 
population of Britain in 1815, after 
Waterloo, was thirteen million. As Can- 
ada enters the second half of this cen- 
tury, it is interesting to speculate 1f the 
comparison between Britain of 1815 and 
Canada of 1950 can be stretched farther. 
Are there enough similarities to justify а 
hope that Canada may be entering a 
period of prosperity, power and peace 
equal 20 Britain's from 1815 to 1914? 

* * - 

By 1815 Britain's population was fast 
increasing. So is Canada's now. Expecta- 
tion of life in Britain in 1815 was better 
than it had ever been before, even in the 
new industrial towns. The life expect- 
ancy in Canada is now the highest 10 
has ever been. As in Britain in the second 
decade of the nineteenth century (com- 
pared with the eighteenth century), in 
Canada now people are better fed, better 
clothed, less likely to contract disease, 
and better cared for now than they were 
in the nineteenth century. 

In 1815 most Englishmen still worked 
on the land, but new trades and indus- 
trles were springing up to draw people 
into old and new towns. There began 
almost immediately the urbanization of 
England. Today Canada, which used to 
be considered primarily an agricultural 
country, has more urban than rural 
people, and the wealth of the country is 
increasingly being gained from industry, 
rather than from agriculture. 

When the survivors of the 30,000 Bri- 
tish men who fought the battle of Wat- 
erloo returned to their country, they 
found it fast changing in appearance 
and character. New industries, new 
methods of manufacture and transport 
were being established, and the country 
was booming industrially, partly as a re- 
sult of the wars just ended. When the 
survivors of the million Canadians re- 
turned from the last war to civilian life 


they too found conditions at home vastly 


changed, commerce and industry boom- 
ing, and great new wealth. In 1815 
power-spinning was driving out hand- 
spinning, weaving factories were 
béing established on a big scale, 
and heavy industries were becoming 
chief sources of national wealth, In 
Canada today industry has expanded, 
its technics are changing and manu- 
facturing and heavy industry (among 
which aluminum must be counted) are 
chief sources of national wealth. 


In Britain in 1815, transport was 
changing from lanes to macadamized 
roads, from horse to locomotive power 
and the networks of canals were almost 
complete. Today transport in Canada 
has been transformed from rural roads 
to complete networks of four-lane high- 
ways and from wheels to the air. New 
political and social forces were at work 
in Britain in the first part of the nine- 
teenth century, which led to the en- 
franchisement of most of the people 
and a decline in power of the squire- 
archy and nobility. New political and 
social forces are now at work in Can- 
ada, leading to greater concern for the 
welfare of the people (though we have 
no Cobbett—probably because no Cob- 
bett is needed), and greater power for 
the people who man the machines of in- 
dustry. 


Britain in the nineteenth century 
shielded herself and protected her far- 
flung commerce by the Royal Navy. Is 
that the role of Canada’s air force to- 
day? - 


It may be argued that these similari- 
ties are few and superficial. Where 
are Canadian colonies comparable with 
those which in the last century brought 
riches to Britain? Canada’s colonies are 
her north country, whose untold riches 
are only now being exploited, Further, 
British trade was with the whole world, 
and not merely a closed trade with col- 
onies. Canada today is becoming one of 
the great trading nations of the world, 
and her markets are over the seven seas. 

. ` . 

Where in Canada is the heavy industry 
which was the basis of British power and 
wealth? Canada has tremendous iron 
deposits now being unearthed. She has 
minerals galore (and some of the most 
potent, like uranium and oil). Where is 
the power which drove British mach- 
ines? Canada is not depending on coal 
апа steam. She has in abundance, and is 
developing momentously as the second 
half of the century begins, her hydro- 
electric resources.

Many analogies can be found which 


eould indicate that in the next fifty v 


a hundred years Canada may develop in | 


her power, her wealth, her society and 
her as Britain did between the 
Napoleonic Wars and the first German 
war. There is the fateful, necessáry con- 
dition which Britain had in her great 
century: relative world peace. What are 
Canada's chances of having that op- 
portunity to develop? It must be remem- 
bered that Britain did not have a cen- 
tury of peace thrust upon her. She im- 
posed 1% on the world. She made the 
peace which she enjoyed—through her 
power, her diplomacy and her alliances. 
Britain came ош of the Napoleonic 
«rs on top of the heap, as the United 
States has from these two twentieth cen- 
tury wars. Canada, as a junior partner 
in the American-Canadian entente, and 
in association with the Commonwealth 
countrles and the Atlantic Treaty nat- 
lons of the west, can impose peace, given 
іп co-operation with these countries, the 
power, and the skilled diplomacy which 
Britain had during the century 1815- 
1914. These are grim 1nternational times, 
but there were grim wrangles among 
nations almost immediately after 
Waterloo, too, and throughout the cen- 
tury following. Great times аге ahead 
for Canada—and even the peace to 
enjoy them, if the atomic bomb does not 


scare people out of their wits.

Although it is U.N.’s war in Korea, 
American soldiers are bearing the brunt 
of it. There have been, thus far, 50,000 
American casualties (killed, wounded 
and missing). That means that 50,000 
American homes and families are dir- 
ectly hurt and emotionally touched by 
the war in Korea. Considering this fact, 
we Canadians and citizens of other 
member nations of U.N. should be able to 
sympathize better with the Americans, 
to understand more humanly their anx- 
lety, dismay and anger, and to tolerate 
without aspersion the clamour, heroics 
and excitement which come out from 
their magazines, their newspapers, their 
photographs and their newspapers.

To Honour Lord Rutherford 


The Royal Society of Canada 1s spon- 
soring in.Canada an appeal launched by 
the Royal Society of London to provide а 
permanent memorial to Lord Rutherford 
through establishing scholarships and 
endowing а series of Rutherford lec- 
turės. Rutherford was the founder of 
modern nuclear physics. Without him 
the atomic age would have been either 
postponed or ushered in by, say, Russia. 
Perhaps we could have got along for 
another century without the A-bomb, 
but it would not have been good for the 
western world had one of Russia’s clever 
scientists tumbled to true character of 
radio-activity and split the atom. For 
this Rutherford was awarded a Nobel 
prize in 1903. 

ríord was one of the great 
scientists of modern times. From his 
fundamental research have come Chalk 
River as well as Hiroshima. If men keep 
their heads and do not steel their hearts, 
the kind of work going on at Chalk 
River and other atomic physics plants 
devoted to putting atomic energy into 
other receptables than a bomb, will 
benefit mankind vastly. Certainly the 
fruit of Rutherford’s genius will change 
the face of history, whether through 
A-bomb war or peaceful uses of atomic 
energy. 

Canada has a special relation to 
Ernest Rutherford because from 1898 to 
1907 he was Macdonald Professor of 
physics at McGill University and there 
did much of the work which made him 
world-famous. From Montreal he went 
to Manchester, and thence to Cambridge, 
where he made the Cavendish Labora- 
tory a mecca for students of physics the 
world over. He was created a baron in 
1931 and died in 1937 at Cambridge. Our 
sistér dominion, New Zealand, has also 
a special interest in Rutherford, for he 
was born in New Zealand in 1871 and 
did his undergraduate studies at the 
University of New Zealand.

F, as seems almost certain, income taxes are 

to be moved higher this coming year, 
there should be no misconception as to who 
will contribute the largest share. 

It won’t be just “the rich,” for the simple 
reason that there are not enough rich left in| 
this country to shoulder the load. The bulk | 
of any extra taxes levied, will have to come 
from the rank and file of citizens of moder- 
ate income, because this group outnumbers 
“the rich” 50 to one and its members have a. 
sizeable income left to tax after normal ex- 
emptions have been allowed. Of more im- 
portance, this middle group handles the great 
bulk of the money circulating in the country | 
and invariably that is where the tax collec- 
tor turns when he wants more revenue. 

At present almost 60% of the total income 
taxes collected by Ottawa come from the 1.6 
million citizens with annual incomes from 
$2,000 to $10,000. Those below the $2,000 


| mark (there are about 1.2 millions of them); 


contribute less than 14% and 32.000 who en- 
joy incomes of over $10,000 about 25% of the 
total. i 

The top “rich” — 1,050 persons who, in the! 
1948 tax year, had an income of over $50,000 ; 
—accounted for only a little over 5% of the} 
total collected. While the latter pay more in 
proportion to their income (пап the others, 
unfortunately there are not enough of them, 
to make much difference in the load left for 
those of smaller incomes to carry.

Тһе dancing end prancing of each little hoof that the kiddies 
were so sure they heard on their rooftops on Christmas Eve is no 
myth to a few adult ethnic groups in Canada—the Finns, Norwegians 
and Swedes—who originally came to Canada from the Lapland dis-. 
tricts of their respective countries. Reindeer to these peoples are 
real, in fact, the very economy of the Laplanders. A native who 
owns 3,000 animals is in а financial bracket comparable to a captain 
of industry in other countries, 

‘This symbolic Christmas animal is the only domesticated mem- 
ber of the deer family, Trained to harness as our northern natives 
use sleigh dogs, the reindeer can pull a 225-pound load on a single- 
runner toboggan called a pulkka, singly hitched. The Skelt Lapps 
come nearest to Santa Claus’ familiar flying formation with three 
animals hitched to a troika, or sleigh. 

Besides being a beast of burden, the reindeer provides Lapland- 
ers with meat, hides for hats, boots, mitts and sleeping robes, spoons 
and tools from Qhelr horns and sewing sinews. Laplanders live on 
reindeer and the animals live on reindeer moss which they locate by 
imell in winter under three'feet of snow. Animal herds scatter off 

> 1o high hills in summer to escape the torture of insects and return in 
the Fall to be lassooed by natives on skiis for killing or domestica- 
tion. 

Although Laplanders can be said to have contributed the rein- 
deer symbol of Christmastime—and they are technically Christians 
—they still don't exchange gifts at Christmas. Instead, reindeer)

Progress of Peterborough: LI 
Bustling Decade of 1860-70;

There was a race between con- 
struction and destruction in the 
sixties, and Chief Engineer E. 
Poole (1889-73) with the 30 men 
of the Volunteer Fire Brigade 
| were kept very busy. 1860: In-

Early Frost Hits Grain 
Exports Cut Sharply 


By ALAN VICKERY 

WINNIPEG, Dec. 30—(CP)— 
Heavy August frosts cut western 
Canadas 1950 wheat crop sharp- 
ly from an estimated 544,000,000 
bushels to 427,000,000 bushels. 

The output still was 90,000,000 | 
only 12,000,000 bushels qualified 
as top grade. 

The frost, a late harvest, scar- 
city of railway box cars and lake 
ships combined to cut export bu- 
siness—wheat available for ex-| 
port being nearly 8,000,000 bush- 
els less han in 1949. . 

Saskatchewan was hardest hit 
by the unseasonable frost— first 
severe early frost since 1928. 

The large scale of frozen grain 
in the years harvest—and he 
subsequent low grades received 


initial payment for wheat should 


at least reach the $1.54 minimum 
price under the international 
wheat agreement. 

Meanwhile trading continued 
on the Winnipeg Grain Exchange 
as it had done since the wheat 
board took over the marketing of 
oats and barley on Aug. 1, 1949. 

Following are the high and low 
points reached in the four top 
grades of futures commodities on 
the exchangé during 1950 (all 
prices cash basis the lakehead): 

Oats—No. 2 Canada West: high
